A LETTER FROM AL. VOJf ARX. 

Al. Von An, of Von An and Duncan, now 
louring South Africa, writes from Jobanaes- 
burg, S. Africa, Nov. 6. to Sam lloore. for- 
merly with Robinson's Circus : 

"0; this trip I have played Honolulu. FIJI 
Islands, New Zealand, Australia, and am 
now starting to tour Africa, and if the towns 
Uiat I have already played here can be taken, 
as a criterion, I will Bulsh up with the best 
business ever done by ony company ln these 
parts. 

"The people are crazy over Americni 
JJOJJS. and as there are only a few people 
that have the nerve to come this far away 
from Chicago, I will have a cinch. I am 
bucking against Goldin down here, and the 
people like my show better than his. 

"My shooting act is creating a sensation 
In these parts and I am enclosine one of the 
handbills. I 1st the people shoot at me with 
a rifle, and I catch the bullet This ls prov- 
ing a great sensation here. 

"It will be almost Christmas when this 
letter reaches you, and you will be f»ee2log 
while we are roasting, and, believe me, It ls 
hot here in the day time, although the nights 
are comfortable. 

"I must tell you some of tbli country, 
which the people at home think Is wild and 
full of cannibals and snakes. Well, there 
are a lot of animals and snakes, so I am 
told, but they arc nearly all In the parks 
and zoos, and every city here has a park and 
zoo that would make Lincoln Park look like 
a duce. It is the prldu of the people here to 
have a floe park, and they spend a lot of 
money on them, and ull day Sunday there 
are throngs of people out to spend the day 
feeding tbe animals. There ls no other place 
of Interest to go, so they think a great deal 
of them 

"There are a lot of English and Germans 
here, and money ls plentiful. Some of the 
people bore don't think any more of a quarter 
than I would of a thousand dollars. I like 
the people better than those of any other 
country that I liave visited, and I expect 
to stay here about six months, and then hike 
to some other country nnd ace what ls doing 
there. I am already planning for some coun- 
tries where no other show has ever visited, 
but, of course, I can't tell what the morrow 
will bring forth. 

"There are a lot of gold mines here, and I 
will try and go down one if I get the time. 
We were down a gold mine ln Australia, 
three thousand feet below the surface, acd 
it was as hot as blazes there. Address me, 
Al. Von Arx, Theatre Royal, Durban, South 
Africa."

BUENOS AIRES THEATRES CLOSED. 

Tho Buenos Aires, Argentina, theatres con- 
tinue closed, according to advices, because 
of the recent order of the municipal au- 
thorities to tbe managers of theatres that 
sufficient space must be provided between 
the rows of seats to permit persons, entering 
after the performance has begun, to go to 
their scats without disturbing those already 
seated. 

The managers hold that the carrying out 
of the order of the authorities would be a 
hardship upon them. Not only would It 
mean that all the theatres would have to be 
rc-seated, but the eitm space required by the 
order would mean the cutting of the seating 
capacity, ln most cases, nearly In half. 
With this cnt. some of the managers con- 
tend, it would be impossible to run their 
then tres at a prollt, and rather than conduct 
their business at a certain loss they prefer 
to close Ihclr establishments until such time 
as the city authorities see fit to relieve them 
of the hardship thus thrust upon them.

OHIO CENSOR BOARD BILL. 

Section 1. — It is hereby declared unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to exhibit 
or show any motion picture 'within the State 
of Ohio unlesB It shall nave been passed, ap- 
proved and stamped by the Ohio State Censor 
Board or the National Congress of Censors, 
as hereinafter provided. 

Section & — Thee la hereby created a board 
lnowti as the Ohio State Censor Board, con- 
si stlrg of three members, to be appointed by 
the Governor for terma of two. three ana 
four years. 

Section i. — It shall be the duty of such 
hoard to examine aDd censor all motion pic- 
ture Alms to be exhibited and displayed In 
the State of Ohio, which shall be submitted 
to them, upon the payment to said board of 
one dollar for each film to bo censored. 

Section {. — All and only such Alms as are. 
In tbo Judgment and discretion of said 
board, of a mural, amusing or educational 
character, and not of an Indecent subject, 
nor representing lust, shall be passed and 
approved by such board, and shall be stamped 
or designated in an appropriate manner and 
consecutively numbered, that the same may 
bo projected upon the screen preceding the 
picture. 

Section 5 — A majority of the members of 
anld board shall constitute a quorum, and in 
regular session may exercise all of the powers 
and duties of the board. During the absence 
or Incapacitation of any member of said 
board the governor may appoint a member 
to All such temporary or permanent vacancy. 

SeoHon a. — By a majority vote of the State 
Censor Board hereby created, they may work 
In conjunction with Censor Boards of other 
States as a National Censor Congress, and 
the action of said congress in approving or 
rejecting films shall be considered as the 
action of said board, nnd so designated, and 
have the same force nnd effect as If approved 
by the board hereby created |u separate 
cession. » 

Section 7. — When dims have been passed and 
approved by the Ohio State Censor Board or 
tho National Censor Congress, and stamped 
nnd numbered by the board hereby created, 
ns provided for herein, they may be shown 
nnd exhibited within the State of Ohio with- 
out restriction or Interference, any ordinances 
of any municipality or requirements of any 
municipal, county or State officers to the) 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 8. — 'Such Censor Board shall, he- 
fore tho tenth day of each month, make a 
complete - feoof t of the amount of money re- 
ceived by them for censoring picture Alms, 
and shall flay ell money so received Into the 
general revenue fund of the Ohio State 
treaSUrr.

At the Hippodrome on Sunday, Jan, 26, the 
attraction for tbe matinee and evening shows 
was the Ambroslo production of "Satan," e 
fonr reel feature that Is a feature in the true 
sense of the word.

MOVING PICTURE SHOWS IN 
MEXICO. 

(Consul Wllbert L. Bonney, San Luis, 
Potossi). 

The motion picture business here, estab- 
lished eight years ago, has grown both in 
popularity and quality. Prior thereto the 
drama was for the wealthier classes only. 
The demand for pictures of artistic merit is 
recent. For example, Christmas week. "■Les 
Mlserables" dims were shown, while the "In- 
ferno" and "Alda" were recently exhibited. 

It is Interesting to note the effect of these 
films upon the great number of people here 
who first get their introduction to fiction, 
drama, and art In this graphic manner. It 
is often difficult otherwise to know what 
the people think or what their preferences 
are. By simply throwing the picture of a 
prominent individual on the curtain, the pub- 
lic preference is immediately and unmis- 
takably demonstrated. Audiences here are 
demonstrative. Until the cbeap motion pic- 
tures appeared it is probable that 80 per 
cent, of the people had never witnessed a 
dramatic performance of any character. 

The future of the business here depends 
upon the development of the film business 
itself. Any Improvements will be quickly 
taken up. The people are not much Inter- 
ested In views of their own country ; even 
the Battle of Bachlmfaa did not draw well 
here. They prefer French work and scenes. 
Bul'flght plctiiies do not take well. In fact, 
I am inclined to believe tbat the motion 
picture entertainments are encroaching upon 
the bullfights In public Interest, but the re- 
cent failure of the latter may be due to other 
couscb. 



CENSORSHIP BILL AT LAST DEAD. 

During the past week the proposed ordi- 
nance which had to do with the Board of 
Education acting as censors on all moving 
pictures shown In New York, was finally 
killed. 

Several weeks ago Mayor Gaynor vetoed 
this hill, but certain members of the church 
and tbe Board of Aldermen Insisted it be 
passed over the mayor's veto. A stormy ses- 
sion was held, the bill finally being killed by 
a vote of as to 36. 

Several members of tbe board claimed that 
Cardinal Farley wished the ordinance passed, 
and. that waB good enough for them and 
should be for everyone else. However, it 
seemB that the cardinal is not running the 
city, and now new bills have been introduced 
by Alderman White, which we will hear from 
later.

FOR THE UPLIFT OF DRAMA. 

Uplift of the drama through patronage 
and assistance of church members was urged 
by the Rev. Joseph Anthony Mllburn, pjiBtor 
of the Plymouth Congregational Church, ln 
a recent sermon. 

Establishment of theatres by public sub- 
scription and their maintenance, If neces- 
sary, by the community was advocated by 
the distinguished clergyman ns a means of 
furthering moral reform. Dr. Mllburn held 
that In certain directions the drama was 
more powerful than tho pulpit in Influence 
for good. 

At the some time the minister criticized 
performance* of question-able character. 

"Tbe reason why the drama Is often a 
greater powor than preaching Is because of 
Its realistic und vivid character." he said. 

"ItB effect Is far more powerful than the 
spoken work of the preacher, because the 
preacher can only bring up a mental Image 
which many persons can only feebly grasp. 

'Society hears divorce denounced from the 
pulpit •without being moved, but when they 
see Its evils portrayed ln swift and desfrric* 
tlve cfTccts before their eyes, they ere Im- 
pressed with Its horrid reality. 

"No one can apologize for much that Is 
put upon the stage. There are ploys so nasty 
that a decent person, to say nothing of a 
Christian, ought to feel disgraced by appear- 
ing at them. But the church on that account 
ought not to utter wholesale condemnation. 
in former years the drama wob an ally to the

& Franklin Show, at Urcensburg, Ind, After 
a few years Mr. Burke withdrew. W. II 
Franklin, prior to his retirement n few years 
ago. was Identified as general agent with the 
Wallace Shows and as manager of tho Holla- 
Floto Circus. 

That the Barnuni & Bailey Greatest Show 
on Earth was syndicated ln London, Eng.. 
for two million dollars. And this Is what 
brought it about. Tho newspapers of Eng- 
land averred, and tho business men of the 
light little Isle firmly believed, that the Har- 
num & Bailey Circus was taking all the 
money out of England, after tho second en- 
gagement of tho show ot tho Olympla, In 
London, and said that something should be 
done to prohibit tho show exhibiting there.

and look upon It as their home. It has been 
BUggepted that this club be. located In Chi- 
cago. 

You men of the outdoor amusement Arid, 
have you ever stopped to realize that your 
branch of tbe business Is the only one with- 
out an organization, without a club? 

The theatrical press agents and managers 
have their Friars' Club, tan actor, the Lambs' 
Club; the vaudevllllanB, the Comedy and 
White Rats' clubs ; the magician affiliates 
himself with the Magic Club, and the moving 
picture fraternity with the Screen Club. 
Why not a Showmen's Club (by whatever 
name It may be known) for the vast follow- 
ing identified with tented entertainment? 

It really seems to me that the men of tbe 
"lot" should form an organization, one that 
would afford them an opportunity of getting 
closer together, And so conducted that It 
would be esteemed an honor to be counted 
one of Its members. 

Once the organization Is formed, steps 
could he taken to raise funds, by subscrip- 
tion, life memberships, initiation fees, dues 
and benefits towards the leasing or the 
building of a clubhouse. I venture to say 
that scarcely a single tented organization 
would hesitate to set aside a portion, at 
least, of one day's receipts towards this fund, 
and I am positive that arrangements can be 
effected for the giving of a monster benefit, 
ir. Chicago, for that purpose. This benefit 
might be In the nature of a "Carnival of all 
Nations," on the lot, a combination circus, 
Wild West and carnival attractions in one 
big assembly. 

The benefits of a permanent clubhouse in 
Chicago are obvious. It could be made a 
Winter home, In the true sense of the word, 
for many returning from their Summer sea- 
son's work. In proper hands its lnfluenco 
would be towards the uplift of the profession 
to which It is devoted. It could be made 
so that Its Insignia worn upon tbe lspel of a 
member's coat would be looked upon as a 
lindge of honor, the membership, of course. 
being limited to representative showmen of 
proper character. Chicago is the radiating 
centre, of the tent show business of America, 
nnd I will not be at nil surprised If this 
movement goes forward with a decided im- 
petus. The officials nnd board of directors 
of the Showmen's Club should be made up of 
men of the highest .standing, and I appre- 
hend there would be no difficulty In getting 
the "big" men to serve. 

Given a club wllh c gymnasium, swimming 
pool, pool and billiard rooms, a buffet, read- 
ing and writing rooms, suites and bedrooms, 
nnd a kitchenette tor light lunch Borvlco, 
the tout showronn who comes to Chicago will 
feel that he is n regular member In the large 
world of cltthdom.

SAVAGE AHD THE CRITICS. 

v.%£!f*?, Henr J, w - Savage addressed tho 
Aatlonal Press Club, of Washington, D C 
».* ■■ 3p- . HU tolk was principally d l- 
dallies ajaln8t the crltIcs ° f " e *■ *«rk 
In part Mr. Savage said : 

,»J.,2L lon8 ?£° , a theatrical manager was 
regarded as the leader of a band of Irre- 
sponsible people. Now, however, be must be 
looked upon as a business man, dealing with 
big things in a big way. Thb ,veek the pro- 
ducing managers of the United States are 
paying out a total of $1,027,000 lor main- 
taining theatrical companies, and the men 
that pay out that much a week for a season 
or thirty or forty weeks a year, are entitled 
to consideration. There Is almost a total 
absence of Intelligent and helpful criticism 
in the producing centres. There were one 
hundred virtual failures among one hundred 
end thirty-five productions launched last 
J ear. 

"Under these circumstances I feel that 
we are entitled; In criticism, not to sooth- 
lug syrup,- but -to- respectful consideration, 
to a fair consideration of our alms and 
our Ideals. Those of you who are familiar 
with the New York situation will agree 
with tne that we- "dd not always get this. 
New York must be conceded to be toe clear- 
ing house for matters dramatic. One ot 
my old stage managers said there is only 
one night In a new production, and that is 
the first night in New York. From that goes 
by news, by telegram, by weekly and Sunday 
letters, and by magazines and books, the 
ttory all over America, so that the verdict 
In New York decides not only the fate of a 
particular piece for the country, but it also 
decides the fate of the drama of which that 
j.lece Is a type. 

"We have a set of critics In New York 
who write largely, if not entirely, from the 
point of view of self-exploitation. They are 
tot concerned with the play, with an analysis 
ot the play, with comment on the cast, with 
a verdict of the public, but are simply con- 
cerned in an effort to find a nail on which to 
hang some sharp saying or some clever im- 
pression which sball add to the personal 
popularity of the column, and not to the 
dignity of the performance. 

"When we gamble, as we do, $40,000 on 
a single production, we are entitled to a 
jury which sball be competent, reliable, un- 
trammelled, and I may say, sympathetic. In- 
stead ot that we are treated Itxa the stand- 
point of one who Is being prosecuted by a 
district attorney, a man who desires to con- 
vict I surablt it is not fair, it Is not good 
for art; it is not good for drama; It is not 
good for the development of dramatic In- 
terest mid talent in America. The result Is 
that the producer cannot maintain bis house 
against these repeated attacks. 

"Mind you, we welcome the critic who 
gives us straight criticism. We long for him. 
We want the criticism that Is fair and com- 
petent In order that we may Improve our 
companies, and that the critics may guide 
the public. To be constantly attacked as we 
are, Is discouraging to the producer ; It cuts 
the ground out from under the feet of tb« 
young dramatist, and the result Is that the 
manager Is compelled to go elsewhere for his 
plays. He must go to France or England, 
for example, and find a play which hns been 
successful, and which, with the cbnnge of an 
act or a scene, he may produce here. 

"The public also becomes discouraged with 
the so-called trained and expert opinion. 
The public usually has liked the show. It 
sits until 11 o'clock, and then a man wakes 
up the next morning and reads In the news- 
paper a half dozen condemnatlous of the 
show, and soys to his wife : 

" -I guess we arc boobs, after all. We will 
go to the moving pictures,' and they go to 
the movies, which seem to get along very 
well without the critics. That Is where a 
large portion of our public hns gone. Auto- 
mobiles take from our orchestra, vaudevilh; 
takes from rur balcony, and tie moyles from 
the gallery. Thnt Is the position in which 
the manager finds himself to-day.

HENKEL, STOCKHOLDER, APPLIES 

FOR RECEIVER OF UHI- 

VERSAL FILH CO. 

Papers were filed In the Supreme Court on 
Tuesday, Jan. 28, by Graham k Stevenson, 
attorneys for Charles V. Henkcl. who. In a 
lengthy affidavit asks that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for the Universal Film Co. 

Henkel charges the directors and officers 
-with having entered upon n scheme to ap- 
propriate the company's profits and to freeze 
out the minority stockholders, of whom bo 
Is one. 

The defendants are Carl Laemmle, William 
n. Ssrsnson, Joseph Engel, Julius Stern. 
Bobert Cochrsne. Patrick A. Powers, David 
Horsier and Mark M. Dlttenfass. directors or 
officials, and tbe company itself. 

The plaintiffs description of the alleged 
transaction is as follows: The above men- 
tioned entered into an agreement with the 
owners of seven film exchanges in Pbllsdel- 

?hlo, Baltimore, Washington and Harrlsburg, 
or the pnrchase of a half interest in those 
exchanges, which, it is alleged, were earn- 
ing $1,500 a week, for • a sum exceeding 
Jloo.fKK). The four directors, it la farther 
alleged, caused to be Issued promissory notes 
of the Universal Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany In part payment for their individual 
Interests in these exchanges, for which the 
company received no consideration, the profits 
from the exchanges being taken by the di- 
rectors, It is alleged, and not accounted for 
to the Universal Company. 

Prior to July 15. 1912, It Is further al- 
leged, the New York customers of tbe Uni- 
versal Film Manufacturing Company, con- 
sisted of five exchanges, which purchased 
forty-two reels a week, amounting to f 4 .200. 
On that date the directors, without notice, 
cut off these exchanges and refused to sell to 
them. The directors, however, formed a part- 
nership and opened a film exchange at 111 
East Fourteenth Street, and caused the Uni- 
versal Company to sell Its films to this ex- 
cbaEgx' for Ave cents a foot — one-half of the 
regular price. Soon the business of this ex- 
change rose to twenty-one films a week, for 
a profit of which the directors refused to> ac- 
count to the Universal Company. 

According to tbe affidavit, Carl Laemmle, 

fireslcVnt of the company, entered In an un- 
awful partnership with Frank Bieckless to 
•hare equally the profits of the Universal 
business In Great Britain and Ireland. 

It Is forthcr alleged In the affidavit that 
Lacrnmlr- placed upon the payroll of the 
Universal Film Manufacturing Company, em- 
ployees of the Jungle Film Company, the 
World's Host Film Company, the Industrial 
Film Company and the Commercial Film 
Comprinv. ai! of which he independently con- 
trols and which are in no wise connected 
with the Universal Company. 

Mark A. Dittenfass. it is alleged, carried 
his personal chauffeur, household chef and 
gardener, on the payroll of the Universal 
Film Co., as "film perforators." 

In the affidavit Henkel claims that because 
of the methods of several of the directors. 
the company is now Insolvent to the extent 
of J1180.0O0. 

The hearing on the motion for a receiver 
and an Injunction will come np before the 
special term of tbe Supreme Court, on Feb. 7. 

The Universal Film Co. has issued a state- 
ment denying all of Mr. Henkel's statements.

MAYOR'S ORDINANCE BARS 
CHILDREN. 
Mayor Shank, of Indianapolis, Ind , an- 
nounced last week that he bad prepsred an 
ordlaance regulating the attendance of chil- 
dren under fourteen years of age to partici- 
pate In any motion picture, burlesque or 
vaudeville theatre, or dramatic or circus per- 
formance. It forbids any child under four- 
teen attending any motion picture, vaude- 
ville or burlesque theatre, dramatic perform- 
ance, circus or other place of amusement, 
whether admission Is charged or not, unless 
accompanied by a parent or legal guardian, 
or by a person not connected with the place 
of amusement who is more than twenty-one 
years of age and has the written consent of 
tho parent or legal guardian for the child to 
attend. 

Another provision of the ordinance la that 
no motion picture, vaudeville, burlesque or 
dramotlc performance or circus shall be 
given In any building or on any lot within a 
radius of 250 feet of a school building. 

The penally for violation of tho ordinance 
Is to be a fine of not to exceed 1 100 for the 
first offense, to which may be added for the 
second or subsequent offense imprisonment 
not exceeding thirty days. The city council 
recently repealed the present ordinance, but 
the mayor vetoed the repeal, saying he be- 
lieved the ordinance should he strengthened. 
The new ordinance was to be Introduced in 
tho council Monday night, Feb. 8.

More than two hundred friends, of WIU 
J. Davis of the Illinois Theatre, 'the dean 
among Chicago theatrical managers, honored 
him at a dinner Thursday night. Jan. 30, 
at the Auditorium, under the auspices of tbe 
Tbeatrc Managers Association of Chicago. 

Colleagues of Mr. Davis in the theatrical 
world, as well as business, profcslonnl and 
political men were In attendance. Governor- 
elect Edward F. Dunne, George Ade, Rev. 
Maurice J. Dnrney, Eldridge Hanecy and 
Samuel E. Riser were among the speakers. 
Wilbur D. Nesblt was the toastmaster. Male 
stars of theatrical companies playing In 
downtown theatres, an members of the Chi- 
cago Grand Opera Company enlivened the 
nftcrdlnner speaking with bits of song and 
musical sketches. 

Mr. Davis began hlB theatrical career In Chi- 
cago as a box office man a the old Glover A 
Cole's Adelpht Theatre in 1873. In 1876 he 
took the original company of Georgia Min- 
strels to California for Haverly & Maguire. 
In 1877 he became assistant passenger agent 
of the Lake Shore Railroad, and the year 
following was sent to Australia for thct road.

Aagnste Van Dtene. 

Auguste Van Blene, the noted 'cellist, died 
suddenly Jan. 23 on the stage of the Hippo- 
drome, Brighton, Eng., where he was pre- 
senting his playlet, "Tie Master Musician," 
Mr. Van Illene, who was born In Holland In 
1 845, began his career as a street player on 
the 'cello, From this humble beginning he 
rose to be considered one of the greatest 
'cellists In the world. His remarkable play- 
ing soon wan him recognition from the 
paosersby, and it was not long before he was 
playing concert engagements. 

Success smiled upon him, and In 1S02 he 
became temporary manager of the Gaiety 
Theatre, London. A little later he began 
writing 'The Broken Melody," a play In 
which he made his American debut as an 
artor as well ts a musician. Nor. 5, 1806, at 
the American Theatre, New York. His re- 
ception by lie critics hero was not calcu- 
lated to inspire confidence for, while they 
pialsed him as a musician, they harshly 
criticised Ji'm as an actor. On the conclu- 
sion ot his New York engagement he went on 
tour and met with favor wherever he ap- 
peared through the country. 

Late.* he went into vaudeville, playing the 
cello, and winning great success. He made 
a second visit to America and played In 
vaudeville la a condensed version of "The 
Broken Melody," appearing In the lending 
vaudeville theatres In America. 

Upon his return to England he continued 
presenting "The Broken Melody" in the 
music halls In Great Britain and continental 
Europe. He claimed to have appeared In 
that piece over 4,000 times, and recently he 
produced "The Master Musician" (also in the 
music Lulls). 

Like its predecessor, "The Master Mu- 
sician"- afforded Van Blcne opportunities for 
displaying his remarkable playing on the 
'cello. In it he had three solos, the last of 
which had the same melody as "Home, Sweet 
Home." At the conclusion of this the curtain 
goes down on the musician, who has col- 
lapsed in his chair. Van Blene had gone 
through two performances at the Hippodrome 
When he fell back in his chair at the end of 
the second performance, no one in the audi- 
ence thought It was anything more than the 
usual finish to the playing of the musician's 
last melody. The stage manager, however, 
noticed that something was wrong. The cur- 
tain was hastily lowered and he hastened on 
the Btage. When he reached the chair he 
found Van Blene dead. 

Auguste Van Blene was more than a mere 
expert musician. He was a musical genius. 
In appearance he was not prepossessing, his 
face being most unattractive, but what na- 
ture had denied him In his personal appear- 
ance she more tli-m made up for In genius, 
Ills playing of the 'cello was truly wonder- 
ful. He plaved like an Inspired being, and 
as he drew bis how across the strings of the 
Instrument hlB eyes wou'd close and his face 
light up with a radiance which made one 
forget his homeliness and think only of tho 
soulful strnlTis that emanated from the 'cello 
under his magic touch. Only because of his 
lock of personal attractiveness was ho pre- 
vented from being the most renowned 'cellist 
of his time, for none of the great performers 
on the 'cello who have appeared here was s> 
complete a mnstcr of that Instrument. As 
1'agnnlnl wns to the -violin, so was Van 
Blene to tho 'cello, and while ihe former, 
who was almost grotesque In nppeurance, 
had tht> musical public at his feet, Van Blene 
was forced to the music halls for recognition. 
Money came to him, but that fame which 
was Jnstlv his was denied him In life, and 
It will only be now that he Is dead that bis 
biographers will give him his place among 
Iho renowned musicians of the world to 
which bis genius entitled blm. 

John H. Mycin, one of the few remain- 
ing of tho old time minstrels, died in tho 
Uo&Ecvclt Ilospltai, Philadelphia, Jan. 23, In 
his seventy-seventh year. Death was due to 
Infirmities of old age. Count Myers, as he 
was generally known, was a native of New- 
hern, N. C, but was brought to Philadelphia 
by his parents when he was an Infant. He 
became a memler of CarneroM A Dlieys 
Minstrels In the old Eleventh Street Opera 
House and remained there for a number of 
years. At the outbreak of the 01V! War he 
was with a stock company In Milwaukee, and 
enlisted as a member of Battery A, of the 
First Regiment of that State. IU saw much 
rctlve service iind enjoyed a pension. For 
n number of years he bad led ft retired Iff'!, 
occupying n room at No. 000 North Fifth 
Street. On Nov. 20 he was found In an un- 
conscious condition on the street and was 
taken to Roosevelt Hospital, where be lin- 
gered until his death. His only known rela- 
tive is a daughter. Mrs. Francis Barliorhelser, 
ot No. 1404 McCullotigh Street, Baltimore, 
who was notified of bis death. > 



May Howard (in private life Mrs. Vic- 
toria Sutherland), for years well known as 
an actress, died Jan. 20, at Shclbyvtlle, Ind., 
aged seventy-two years. May Howard was a 
prime favorite with the crowned heads of 
Europe In the '70s, and was the wife of the 
late will II. Sutherland, himself an actor of 
renown. Sbo had appeared, with her hut- 
band, all over Bmrope, In Australia atid 
throughout the United States. She was a 
native of Kentucky, and was sent to Shelby- 
vllle when six years old, on the death of her 
parents, to live with Mrs. McGulre. She ran 
away from her sister's home at the age of 
sixteen, to embark on her stage career, fol- 
lowing years of prosperity came financial re- 
verses and the death of her husband ; she re- 
turned to Shelbyvllle in 1004, and lived 
with her Bister, the widow of former Mayor 
James McQulre. She had exhausted iho 
legacy received from her sister, two years 
ago, at the latter's death, and was being sup- 
ported by charity. Trunks and boxes in her 
room were filled with mementoes of her stage 
career. For three weeks she had a room In 
the home of Mir. and Mrs. Fred McComss. 
They acted simply from charity and because 
she had nowhere else to go. She became un- 
balanced mentally and was taken to the 
county Jail residence, where she died. The 
Jail physician, Dr. F. E, Ray, said that death 
was caused by acute bronchitis and exhaus- 
tion front tho morphine habit. 

Gnstn-v Carl Loiters, tho well known 
composer, died suddenly Jan. 24, in the 
Times Court Apartment House. Tho deceased 
was bora Dec. 23, 1805, In Bremen, Gcr. He 
studied under Henry Petri, and came to 
America In 1888, soon becoming well known 
as a composer. Among his best known stage 
compositions were the scores of "The Prince 
of Pilstn," "The Burgomaster," "The Bho- 
Gun," "Woodland," 'THarcello" and "Tho 
Fair Co-Eld." His last effort, written In 
collaboration with Avery Hopwood, and en- 
titled "Somewhere Else," was produced at 
the Broadway Theatre, New York, Jan. 20, 
and proved a failure. He had been worried 
by some of the criticisms of this work, al- 
though the critics had praised the music of 
It, while they adversely criticised the book. 
But shortly before his death the management 
had announced Its withdrawal. Mr. Laden 
bad called upon friends during tho evening 
of Jan. 23, and while talking with them 
nbout midnight, complained of fettling 111. 
l'hyslclans were summoned, but before they 
arrived Mr. Ludcra was dead. His wife 
and several daughtcra survive him. Funeral 
services wero held Jan. 20, at Campbell's 
Mortuary Chapel. 

Dnvlil I,. Robinson, forty-five yean old, 
prominent as a manager In theatrical circles, 
died at bis borne, 131 West One Hundred and 
'lentil Street, Now York City, Jan. 24, of a 
complication of diseases. Ho bad been III 
for two years and was operated upon twice. 
Several weeks ego his Illness became acute 
and he grew steadily worse until bis death. 
Mr. Robinson was the owner of the Brighton 
Beach Theatre four years ago, and had also 
been tresRurer of the Empire and Park thea- 
tres. In Brooklyn. Percy Williams obtained 
Mb services as manager of his string; of the- 
atres In New York and Brooklyn ceveml 
years ign. He also managed a number of 
tnivellnp comoanleH. Mr. Robinson was born 
In Brooklyn in 1908. His wife, his mother 
and two daughters nvtrvlve him. 

John Arthur ("Honk") Elson, a mu- 
sician, died Jan. 12, in the Lutheran Hos- 
pital, Ft. Wayne, Ind., following an operation 
for an abscess on tho brain. Sir. Bison, who 
was twenty-seven years of age, was a mem- 
ber of tbe band of the Kittle A Martin 
"U. T. C." Co., Just prior to his death. Ho 
had previously been connected with bands 
with the Sparks Show, the flrlswold "0. T. 
C." Co., Phillips' "The Broken Arrow" Co., 
and other companies. A brother survives 
him. The remains were Interred Jan. 10, at 
Linton, Ind. 

George M. Pinnell, who for the past 
twenty years had been well known among 
the theatrical profession, died Jan. IS at St. 
Mary's Hospital, La Snlle, III., after a long 
Ill'iess of a complication of diseases, ne- 
crosed was born in Pocahontas County, W. 
Va., alxly-three years ago. He Is survived 
by a Bttpdaughler, Dora Carter, a profes- 
sional. Burial was made In Oakwood Ceme- 
tery, In La Salle, where Mr. Plnncll's wife 
was burled three years ago. 

Al. Still well, well known as a theatrical 
manager for tbe past thirty years, died Jan. 
17 at the County Hospital In Oakland. Cat., 
In his alxty-thlrd year. Mr. Stlllwcll was 
t.-ne of the founders of the Oakland Lodge of 
Elks, being one ot the original ten to circu- 
late a petition for the foundation of tho 
lodge, lie hod at different times managed 
the old Coliseum and tho Dewey, In the 
Coast city. 

Frederick Wnndeli, who was manager 
of the Lyceum Theatre, Bayonne, N, J., died 
there suddenly Jan. 18. Mr. Wanlcll was 
born In Germany In 1807, and was In this 
country twentr-teven years. He Is survived 
by a wife and three children. 



Harry J. Steele, a well known circus 
agent, died Jan. 21, In Philadelphia, after a 
short illness, ond was buried In the same 
city, Jan. 23. He was fifty one years of age. 
and started In as a circus agent when a smalt 
boy. Ho was agent for Scrlbncr A Smith, 
Leon Washburn and many other shows, be- 
fore accepting a position as "opposition" 
agent for the Rarnum A Bailey Circus, He 

R roved his worth with that show, and could 
avo had a life position with the firm, but 
an Invalid wife mndo him give up tbe road 
nnd accept a position with tho Philadelphia 
Blllpostlng Co. This he held for twenty 
years, and it enabled him to look after the 
interests of every circus which played that 
city or in the Immediate vicinity. When a 
young man he was ahead of tho Peck A Furs- 
man enterprises, and also piloted many other 
theatrical shows to a profitable season. Mr. 
Steclo was of a genial disposition and loved 
by every one. and the many beautiful floral 
tokens sent from all parts ot tho country, 
together with telegrams of sympathy from 
ninny leading mnnngcrs of the United States, 
showed the merit or the man. 

Charles L. alnrbank, a wire walker and 
magician, died suddenly Jan. 21, at tho Ragle 
House. Both, Me. Tbo deceased was bom 
thirty-seven years ago In Gri'cne, Me., and 
entered the profession at the ago of four- 
teen and become one of the best known per- 
formers In the State of Maine. For tho past 
seven years Mr. Burbank nnd his wife, Lulu 
Reed Burbank, conducted their own show. 
He Is survived by his wife and father. 
Funeral services were held Jan. 23, nt hit 
father's borne, Fryeturg, Me. 

Mary A. Parry (Mrs. Horry F. Gordon), 
an actress, died Jan. 25 at the Long Island 
Hospital, Brooklyn, N. Y„ from Brlght's dis- 
ease. The d»ce.iscd was well known and, 
with her husband, appeared In "Tho Klrst 
Dav at Brhoot" and "Handy Andy," carrying 
their own company. Three years ago her 
falling health compelled her to glvo up her 
stage work. Her husband survives her. The 
remains wero Interred Jim. 27 In Evergreens 
Cemetery, Brooklyn. 

Nellie Hill, formerly of the Hill Bisters. 
well known with Lonls Roble's BohomlaJis 
and other burlesque companies, died Jan. 18, 
at Atlantic City, after a long Illness. 

Idn Werner, an actress, died Jan. 20 St 
her home In Rutherford, N. J. 

John II. Leach, a musician, died Jan.

CIRCUS NEWS 

From The Clipper, Beginning February, 1661 

1807 Continue*. 

J. T. Johnson's Amphitheatre, at Ma- 
comb, III., Is nearly completed, and It Is 
spoken of as being a convenient building for 
circus performances. It may be rented by 
managers of good troupes for one or two 
nights per week, by addressing the proprie- 
tor. Circus performers can also secure en- 
gagements by adopting same course. 

Madame Tlnkbam, wire walker, with Ma- 
glnley Four Carroll's Circus, met with a 
severe accident while the company was at 
Franklin. Ky., on Oct. 16. She was making 
the oulBlde ascension from the ground to 
the centre pole, when the wire gavo way. 
causing the madame to fall a distance of 
eighteen feet. She was picked up Insensible 
and carried to the hotel, where medical aid 
iv n a procured, and It was fonnd she was In- 
jured so severely that It was necessary to 
leave her behind under medical care. 

Thayer ft Noycs' Circus exhibited at 
Oeorgctown, D. C, on Oct. 28, and at Alex- 
andria. Vs., 20-31. They gave their first per- 
formanre at Washington, D. C Nov. 1. on 
the lot corner of Loulalaua Avenue and Tenth 
Street. The party design remaining until 
the middle of tho month, when they open at 
the Front Street Theatre, Baltimore. "Novice" 
says : "The company Is made np of many ex- 
cellent performers, and a very creditable per- 
formance Is given. Dr. James L. Thayer did 
not appear In the circle on the opening night, 
but hfs place was fairly filled by Charles 
l'arker, who made an appearance after an 
Illness of three weeks. Lucy Watson, a grace- 
ful equestrienne. Joined the show here, and 
appeared on the opening night. Master 
Woody Cook, a clever hoy rider (pupil of C. 
W. Noyes), gave a pretty hurdle act, and 
elicited warm commendation. Charles Beed 
displayed Improvement In his riding, and 
also In ground tumbling. A very decided 
change la noticed In t!ie way of lighting the 
canvas at night, gas being used entirely In- 
stead of the ordinary troublesome lamps. Aa 
we have the Forepaugh Show here four days, 
commencing on Nov. 4, we may expect lively 
opposition tetweea the two companies, sa the 
latter show opens on a lot at Sixth Street 
and Musourl Avenue, which Is only four 
blocks from tho location of the Thayer A 
Noyes concern." 

Edmond Mablc died at Delavan, Wis., on 
Oct. 28. His brother, Jerry Mable, died Just 
eiglit weeks previous. 

Another Accident In a Menagerie, — During 
tie tenting season cow fast drawing to a 
close those daring performers who travel 
with menageries and enter the den of ani- 
mals to perform them, have experienced con- 
siderable rough treatment from the claws of 
such animals. White, Langworth and Fore- 
paugh liavc all had a taste of the lion's paws, 
and fierce, the lion tamer and performer, 
with the European show, came near losing 
Ul3 hand at l'ocksklll, on Oct 9. "1'omp," 
one of the lions in this show, made himself 
too familiar with 1'lerco's hand, and dread- 
fully lacerated It. Although suffering much 
pain he (Fierce) gained the day and forced 
the lion to yield, and the performance went 
on nil right On Oct 11 there was another 
exhibition at Tnrrytown.

While tho company were pre- 
paring for the street parade Mr. Pierce en- 
tered the lion's den for the purpose of put- 
ting the rope nnd strap about the lion's 
neck, '(he tableaux wagon drove alongside 
to receive It. and the bridge placed In posi- 
tion. Everything being ready, Mr. Pierce 
govc the signal for the door of the cage to 
open, aud the lion made a spring on his 
bridge, which broke, and the Hon fell to the 
ground. A cry was raised that the lions were 
loose, nnd such a scampering of men, women 
oud children has seldom been witnessed, 
llcrce Jumped out of the cage and caught 
the lion by the mane, and -with the as- 
sistance of some of the company soon caged 
the monster. The bridge was repaired- and- 
the lion mounted on his throne, and the' com- 
pany made their parade through the principal 
streets Tho company will close Its traveling 
season on Oct. 10, and go into Winter quar- 
ters. • 

Lake's Circus showed at Springfield, 0-, on 
Oct 8. U, and, as It was tho first circus there 
In eight years, the concern did a big business. 
•During the night show, while "Maxeppa" 
was being performed, the rain came down In 
torrents and tho wind was very high. The 
dressing room canvas was blown down and 
the spectators had to be dismissed, fearing 
that the big canvas might come down. On 
the evening of Oct 8, while at Fort Scott, 
i\an., Marks, tho clown, was presented with 
a gold badge, gotten up by George Hufllch, a 
member of the company, the siis ot a ten 
dollar go'd piece, and was presented to .Mr. 
Marks Try the mayor of the city of Fort

He then became Intoxicated, and, while 
seated among the spectators, pulled out his 
pistol and fired at Mr. Rosston, who is also 
ringmaster. The ball missed bun and In- 
stantly killed a young lady of the town. 

Fonnaugh's Circus and Menagerie has Its 
tent pitched all this week on tho Central 
flkatlng Park, corner of Broad and Wallace 
streets, Philadelphia. In addition to the 
cqiicatilan nnd gymnastic corps that has been 
traveling with the company all Summer, a 
number of other performers appear at the 
(Junker city. The camolcopn^d, lately added 
to the large collection of animals, will be ex- 
hibited, being the first seen at Philadelphia 
for twenty-five years. 

John Stowc's Western Circus laid tin for 
W|uter quarters at Berrien Springs, Mich., on 
Oot 18. Mr. Stowe is at present erecting a 
large amphitheatre at Berrien Springs, where 
he Intends breaking horses for the ensuing 
season.

For Shakespeare, Is his wildest flights of 
fancy, could never have imagined a Japanese 
stage of tbe present day, with all the para- 
phernalia the clap-sticks announcing the tliolr wonderful powers of nsslmlHatlon, a 
rise of the curtain, tbe boom of tbe drum much more realistic bnsls for their modern, 



with Its dire significance of tragedy, tbe 
shrill reed pipe gayly foretelling the advent 
of the comedian, tbe small blacE habited at- 
tendants, so attired to carry out the Action 
that they do not exlat, or, at least, are not 
part of the plsy. Least of all could Bbake- 
spmiro have preconceived tbe gayly painted, 
elaborately costumed warrior of tbe old 
school, wbo so thrills tho audience with his 
deeds of heroism, and wbo personifies char- 
acters In history ao well known and so re- 
vered by every Japanese. Having no con- 
ception of such a play or each actors. Shake- 
spears could certainly not bare appreciated 
tho mervetotis popularity ot tho play In Ja- 
pan, where whole families gather, as en a 
picnic to apend tbe day ana half tbe sight 
with the old bcroes they ao dearly love; to 
weep at tbe deep tones of the temple bell 
which sings the dirge of tbe dying hero, 
killed by his own band la obedience to tbe 
well known code of honor, "Yemato Da- 
mnshi ;" to laugh when tbe scene changes 
Immediately to the gay and festive comedy, 
where the grotesque country bumpkins parry 
puns with the vlllago "musmc." This Is tbe 
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progressive development. True to their na- 
tions! trait they nave appropriated only tbe 
best, and to the best have made tholr own 
original Improvements, one of which consists 
In the very graphic method of transposing 
the picture, completely, at some Important 
crisis In the story to human life with bumnn 
actors. This Is accomplished simply by rals- ■ 
lng the curtain, on which tho motion pictures 
are being shown, showing a stage fitted up tn 
exact representation of the film even to the 
costumes of the actors end actresses. Tbe mo- 
tion picture Is thereupon promptly cut off, 
and the white light from the machine acts as 
a spotlight for the real play which proceeds 
with the story of tbe motion picture. This Is 
only one of the novel methods of presenting 
Japiaaso plays by motion pictures which has 
been lately rendered possible.

A PATHETIC REMINISCENCE,

Jiuevalfl as frequently draw tears as tbey 
iiduce mlrtb. and the Tit-Dili Interviewer 
confesses without shame that the relation of 
one episode, which dissolved the man who 
had experienced It to tears, also brought a 
mist before his own eyes. 

"In this world." said Clnqucvalll. "lots of 
things happen more by luck than Judgment, 
and the faot that 1 am Juggling today In- 
stead of being the acrobat which I started 
eut to bo Is the outcome of, first. Ill-luck, 
and thon good luck. It happened like this. 
I was a member of a troupe which was giv- 
ing a very successful turn In St. Petersburg 
—a turn with plenty of risk In It. It wns a 
flying trapcxe act some soventy feet from 
the b round— on act par-formed In the open 
air In the Zoological Gardens of tho city. 
As It was a flying trapoie act. tho ossrntlnl 
point was that the trapexe bars should be 
perfectly dry. Tho attendant had been up 
and had dried the bar from which 1 had to 
swing, 

"The temptation of vodka, which is worse 
than whlskoy. assailed htm when he descend- 
ed, and ho forgot the second bar. Tho mo- 
ment for tho act came. I gripped the first 
bar and swung out Into space, calculating 
tho moment when I should lot go and actio 
the glistening stool trapcxo which swim* 
townrde mc. I lot go. For a moment I 
launched through spsco. I gripped the bar, 
and than, horror of horrors I It was moist, 
damp, and Impossible to hold, and so gradu- 
ally rnv fingers slipped and slid and slithered 
through It until I fell clean Into space. 

"I tried to save myBclf by somersault upon 
somersault, and then I struck a guy-wire In 
my dcsccnt-T-nnd all the rest was darkness. 
Dnrkneas which resulted In eight months In 
bed In tho hospital In At.

Paul Clnquovalll said that his favorite 
trick was the forty pound steel ball, because 
It combined physical exercise with Jextsrlty. 
While that Is his favorite trick, he regards 
the moat difficult to be the billiard balls and 
cues, mid anyone who has teen It will un- 
doubtedly say "Hear, hear." This trick con- 
sists la two billiard balls being balanced 
upon tho top ot one another between two 
cues. A cue at tho top, a cue at the bot- 
tom, the two bails la between, and they are 
made to run backwards end forwards from 
the butt towards the tip of tho cues and oioe 
vena, aa If they were mesmerised.

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WHEN HAVERLY'S MINSTRELS 
PLAYED DERRY.

In looking over an old ropy of Tim Clip- 
i'eii, I came across the following ; 

"A company purporting to bo Havci'y's 
Minstrels appeared at the Derry, N. U., Opera 
House last Saturday evening. They were 
egged out of town by the Indignant citizens. 
The manager 1b said to have escaped the vio- 
lence of the mob by hiding behind the boiler 
In the bnwment ot the opera house." 

la Justice to myself, as sole owner and 
manager of the above mentioned aggregation, 
I deem It my duty, even at this late date, to 
contradict Tub Cliiteh'b Informant, and 
would have It understood that he Is in error 
legardlng the manner In which the "com- 
pany" made Its exit, but I must plead guilty 
as to my method of escaping from the bands 
of the Infuriated populace. But perhaps you 
would bo Interested In hearing how all this 
came about, and so here goes for the first 
and only authentic story of the appearance 
of the so-called "Haverly's Mastodon Min- 
strels" In Deny. 

I was living at the time In a Massachu- 
setts city and, like a great many other stage- 
struck youths, had endeavored for years to 
break Into the show business. I once plucked 
up courage to answer an "ad." In Tub Chp- 
r-Bit, and Joined an "Uncle Tom's Cabin" 
company, then rehearsing In Brooklyn. 

Did I say Joined? No, I don't mean that 
exactly. I did get as far as to roport at a 
hail on Ilalsey Street for rehearsal, but was 
closed on my first entrance. The manager 
sized me up, asked me where I was from and 
— told me to go back to the farm, or words 
to that effect. Fortunately I had carfare 
home, and I went. 

I was ilrji In my purpose, however, to get 
Into the business, and my next attempt landed 
mo In Boston^ where 1 was to Join a company 
organizing to play "Nick of the Woods." I 
shall never forget that manager. "How long 
have you been In the business?" be asked, 
with strong emphasis on tho "you." I re- 
solved to try and put over a strong bluff, and 
leplled, "All toy life." 

^You've been In It too d n long, good 

day," and he pointed to tho door. 

Next I sent a dollar In answer to an "ad." 
la Tub Clutch, said "ad." guaranteeing to 
Instruct one bow to approach a manager, the 
proper converts tlon to use, etc. ; or In case 
of seeking an engagement by mall, tho right 
dope to hand out to land a contract. But 
managers refused positively to avail them- 
selves of my services, and hence I conceived 
the Idea ot going Into the business for my- 
self, If I couldn't work for someone else 
I would have tho satisfaction of having some- 
one else work for inc. 

I was a young man when all this hap- 
pened, and never stopped to realize tho con- 
sequences. When I look back and recall my 
experiences In Derry tbat night I wonder 1 
ever succeeded la making my getaway, or 
that It didn't cost me at lenst a term In Jail. 
The attorney for J. U. Haverly did en- 
deavor to secure redress, but dropped tho 
cose on finding out I was only on Irrespon- 
sible youth minus a bank account or anything; 
attachable. 

If BtU Ltbtiy hadn't refused to let mo In 
oh a partner with the "Horne 8tock Com- 
pany, 1 never would havo organized my 
minstrel show, and likewise, If 1 had never 
organized my minstrel show BUI Llbby would 
never have been mistaken for me, and It 
would have been I, Instead of Bill, that waa 
the victim of tho mob. As It was, I wore 
my toll bat safely out of town while he— lust 
follow me and learn what happened to Bill. 

■Haverly's Minstrels played at our Academy 
of Music early la the Fall, and, as Is often 
tho case, tbo local billposter failed to put 
out all of the paper left by the advance 
agent. I was press ageat of the house at 
the time, and In rummaging around the bill- 
room one day I came across this paper. 
'J here was enough to bill a good sized town 
with both stand and lithograph work, and I 
bought It for a song. In looking about for a 
place to try out my show, I picked Derry as 
the most favorable spot. I was well kuown 
there, having attended tho Academy at tho 
lover village, and later partially learned my 
trade In tho local weekly printing ofllcc 
Thoro waa an Opera House at tho depot vil- 
lage, managed by a former school chum, ana 
a shoe factory employing about three hun- 
dred hands. Ucpcrtolre and medicine shows 
did good business there, and I waa convinced 
that I could hand thorn a package with my 
show and make thero like It. In those days 
there was considerable amateur talent In my 
town, and Its shoo factories gave employ- 
ment to many a stranded Thespian and 
vaudeville performer shy on bookings. 

In casting out for talent I found tbat 
Lowls Cyr, tbo strong man, who had con- 
duotfld a store show in tho French district 
was still In the city, and a Juggler named 
Ailburtus, -who afterwards became a, top .Iner, 
was working temporarily at lib) trade as a 
laatcr. I hired Cyr for 815, and Albtirtus 
was glad to go along at a lower figure. In 
my work as dramatic critic ot one of tho 
local d&lllos I bod boosted a good many local 
artists, particularly a colored quartette led 
by Handy Duncan, tho Imperial Banjo and 
Mandolin Club, end Henry Ducrow. whose spe- 
cialty 'was ploying three harmonicas it one 
time with his nose, whllo drinking a glass of 
water. He and Cyr were "featured.' 1 
secured all these artists for their expenses, 
most of them lust crazy to be a real out and 
out trouper, if only for a day. 1 had no in- 
tention of putting on a first part: Instead 
I framed tip an hour's vnudevlllo show that 
would please the natives. Of course, there 
moot be a parade, and for the purpose I 
hired ten men from the local brass band, a 
band Just organised among tho sboeworkers. 
They wor«s proficient enough to furnish music 
for the Dkallng rink, and could play marches 
real well. They agreed to go for *2 a man 
and expenses. If It bad not been for this 
band I would have got by with tho i.huw. 
and the 'musicians would not liuvt been 
obliged to ride out of town on a freight 
train — but their finish comes later. 

After securing my people I phoned my 
friend la Derry and arranged to play his 
house an a 70, 20 per cent, basis. lie didn't 



know the difference between Haverly's Min- 
strels and Sousa's Band, and would have 
booked the latter Just as readily If I had 
claimed to manage that famous organization. 
I made a trip to Derry, billed the town like 
a clrcns, advertised In the weekly paper, and 
filled the windows with llthos of Ban Lucas, 
J. II. Haverly, the Craig family and other 
noted minstrel talent ot that time. The re- 
served seats I put on sale In the manager's 
store. It took quite a bit of smooth "fixing" 
to convince somo of the wise ones that Hav- 
erly's Minstrels would play In a Httlo town 
like Derry, but they saw the paper and were 
seemingly convinced that they were going to 
get the real thing. My town was fourteen 
miles across country from Derry. The 
sleighing was good and, as most of the talent 
would be working in the factorlea till B 
o'clock. I decided to let those who couldn't 

§et away In the morning drive over In a 
arge sleigh early In the evening. The band 
and my profeeslorjal performers left In the 
morning by train, ao as to arrive in time for 
the pnrade. In all, I had a company of 
twenty-two people. 



and paraded down tbs main street In the 
lead, with head high up. wearing a flashy, 
checked cape overcoat, tall hat, yellow gloves. 
tan shoes, and swinging a near gold beaded 
cane. I proudly marched, bowing right and 
left to my friends, wearing a bread grin In 
spite of my efforts to maintain the dignified 
pose of manager of such a mammoth or- 
ganization as Haverly's. The band played 
"Nahant" march, but It bothered some ot tho 
musicians to keep up the pace I set We 
had carefnliy rehearsed the night before in 
the skating rink, and felt sure we cou'd 
swing along In real minstrel time. But we 
did sot count on the slippery roadbed. The 
tuba struck a snag In trying to keep In tho 
lead and watch his music at the same time. 
In consequence he ripped out afterbeats and 
nearly broko up the band. Tbe trombonist 
walked too fast for the alto ahead, and, step- 
ping on bis heels, tripped him up in the 
snow. Tho band was half a block down tbe 
street when he stopped sliding. The bass 
drummer appeared to be on skates and hit 
the drum only occasionally. Tbe baritone 
player could fake, and ho was the only real 



saved to* a whole lot ot rouble and rough 
handling as you will soon learn. Long bo- 
fore the doors opened I began to suffer from 
an attack of "cold foot." I think 1 first 
noticed It 'long about four o'clock, after see- 
ing half of my band corao out of the shoe 
factory, where, rube like, they had been to 
shako hands with their friends, and tell 
them all about myself end my show, 

We started to give a concert In front of 
tbs theatre at 1 o'clock. When Haverly 
was In my town tho feature of their concert 
wis a duet for cornet and trombone, tbs 
latter stationed a block away and answering 
the. cornet from there. The selection was 
the prison song from "II Trovatoro." My 
band essayed to duplicate It, hut tho trom- 
bonist wandered too far up street or tho cor- 
net fell down, and they failed to connect. 
The crowd roared, tho band was pelted with 
snowballs, and tbe trombonist, lucky man, 
was the only one who escaped. This was 
the finish of tho band, and the leader posi- 
tively refused to remain In town longer, He 
demanded his money, and I refilled to pay 
htm until after the show. After telling mo 



bands for silence, for tho crowd was piotty 
boisterous when they saw only a bare stage, 
I said ■ 

"Ladles and Gentlemen I It Is very seldom 
that Mr. Haverly baa an apology to make, 
but on this occasion I deem It necessary to 
explain to jou that w* are obliged to dis- 
pense with the ordinary first part, as all of 
our end men are sick with the grip in the ' 
city we played lost night. Tbe rest ot the 
company are hero, however, and wo will give 
you ono of tho best variety shows you have 
ever had In your llttlo city. I take pleasure 
In presenting to you Drat, the Haverly Quar- 
tette, In negro melodies. ■ 
, This speech was grootcd with catcalls, , 
hisses and cries of "fake, fake." But the 
quartette w:is game, el| 
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To make It strong I had engaged board at 
the hotel for thirty-five, at the usual pro- 
fcsalonal rate of $1 per day. The members of 
tho band wore their usual uniforms with U. 
C. it. on the caps. This might stand, I 
reasoned, for Haverly's Concert Band, as 
well as anything else, but I dug up a bass 
drum without any lettering on the head We 
arrived lu Derry at 10 o'clock, and a good- 
alzcd crowd was on band to meet in. In 
fact it teemed to me as If the whole depot 
village was gathered at tho depot Lest any 
of the band boys should rocognlio an ac- 
qunJntonco among tbo crowd, I hustled them 
across tho road to tho depot and planted 
them In their rooms as fast as I could lay 
them out. The hotel proprietor sized up the 
bunch and demanded Ills pay In advance. I 
didn't have tho money, but I made use 
of a trick that I often mrlted In later years. 
I touched the advance sale for ?3S and 
paid the bill. Only fourteen men and one 
trunk arrived ou toe train, and Ibe crowd 
began to look suuilclous. I explained to as 
many as I coul1 that the rest of the show, 
the scenery and baggage would arrlvo on 
the noon train from Lawrence, as a greater 

8 art of the troupe missed connections In 
hat city. At 12 o'clock Just as the fac- 
tory whistle blew, wo left the Opera House 



counterfeit trouper In tbe line. One of the 
cornet players spied a friend In the crowd; 
tried to play with ono hand while shaking a 
sign of recognition with tbo other. He 
plunged Into a rut, slipped and fell, and his 
horn shot out landing In the gutter. The 
small boya yelled with glee and the band 
stopped playing. Outside of these few 
mlshnps, they did very well. 

I formed a circle in front of the post- 
office, made en announcement, and by pre- 
vious arrangement otarted off toward the' 
opera house on tbe trio of House's "Wash- 
ington Post" march. . I snppost tht band 
boys wore excited and forgot their rue, for 
they did not start together. A part wheeled 
awl tore after roe, while) the rest stood still 
and kept ou playing. The leader- was lint 
to discover the mistake.- lie trilled loudly 
on Us comet, end the bui-rh broke in a mo 
to catch up. We 'reached Hid opera bouse 
with n screaming mob ln> pursuit, and waited 
for tho ono o'clock whistle to blow before 
venturing up to the hotel lor dinner. 

Tho rest of my performers arrived In town 
shortly before seven o'clock, and wltb them 
came poor Bill Liuby. wearing a tall hat and 
an overcoat the exact counterpart of mint. I 
had forgotten that I needed a man on the 
door, and I was glad Bill showed up. Ue 



what tbe crowd was going to do to me, the 
musician* sneaked out of the stage door and 
caught a freight for Lawrence. 

Tho opera bouse seated about 400 people, 
and every seat was taken long Wort 8 
o'clock. While the crowd was coming In, I 
arangod the program. My performers were 
getting pretty nervous by this time. They 
board the snouting and stamping oat la 
front, and It was all I could no To Induce 
them to go on at all. Finally I persuaded 
tbo colored quartette to open (be snow, Al- 
burtns followed, then tbo banjo club, Henry 
Ducrow. the harmonica king, and Lewi* Cyr 
last, with his exhibition of heavyweight lift- 
ing. I was pretty wise, oven for a tyro, and 
bofaro I rnng up I- pent out front to IIIU 
Mbby to settle up with tbo local manager. 
Thoro wasn't a chance for another person to 
get In tho bouse at this time, and th'f cole 
of tickets had lone before been stopped. 
Llbby brought me |210 as my slmro. and tho 
local mansgar pocketed $70 for bit bit 
After binding mo the money Bill went back 
on the door wearing.. Ms tall hat and over- 
coat a marked man Tor the crowd. 

Wllh the money safely planted, I rang tbo 
bell for lbs curtain and stepped out In front 
of the footlights. I can remember the speech 
I nude as If II were yesterday. Waving mf 



innrtette was game especially after I had 
lipped tho famous Handy Duncan, billed a* ■ 
8am Lucas, a ten spot. They, howover, extr- 1 
clsod poor ludgment In choosing their opon- . 
Ing number, for they burst Into song with 
that old time darkey chorus, "Wu'ro all 
here, we're all bcro, do thyself no harm." 
This solectton bind of gavo mo tho lie. They ■ 
got a hand and wont back tbreo time*. h\- 
burtu* wa* nervous, but managed to get by, 
The nnnlo club made a bit, and I kept thorn 
on until they bad exhausted their entire 
repertoire. Tho world famous htrmonlca 
soloist I Introduced aa the champion ot the 
country, and offered to forfeit a hundred 
dollars If anyone could produce hi* equal, 
Ducrow must hnvo been troubled wltb catarrh 
that evening, and this, coupled with bis ner- 
voumess, made hi* act a frost. He let tht - 
glass slip and spilled tho water all ovor hi* 
expansive full dress sblrt. He couldn't pity 
one, let alono three harmonicas, and I bad to 
close him In. The hook had not been In- 
vented In thoso dnvs. Tbo nolto tho audi- 
ence made at this Onsco wto like tbe roar of 
.the ocean and fairly tbook tho building. 
At a lust retort I handed Lewis Cyr hi* 110. 
and, slipping him 15 more, fairly pushed 
him out of the wing* onto the stage, He 
quieted tho crowd, and then, la broken Eng- 
lish, spologlted for hi* appearance under my 
management, claiming ho bad been engaged 
through n misrepresentation. I had to stand 
for his doub'c-crnoalng speech, for he had 
my money and was too big for mo to tackle 
as I wnuld like to have done. Ho gave a 
wonderful performance and left the sttgo 
amid a storm of gcnulno npplauto. 

In vain I tried to get tho quartette to go 
out again, but they positively refuted, tnd 
there was nothing loft for mo to do but to 
ring down. The show had lasted thirty-five 
minutes. Tho croud sat still for a moment, 
too dumbfounded to move, and then panda- 
n.imliiin broko looie. l'oor Bill Llbby, stand- 
ing at tbe door wnltlnj, like tbe rest, for 
nioro of tbo show, finally roalliod that It 
was all over and started to leave, Just a mo- 
ment too late, Tho crowd, mistaking him 
for me, as on* nwn made a rush for tho sup- 
posed manager. 

"There he Is, that's the feller," someone 
shouted. "Kill Mm," yelled another. Dill 
tried In vain to make his escape, but tho 
nob waa at his heels. Ha tried to cxplala 
that bo was not tbe manager, but everyone 
wns too excited to listen to any explanations. 
They smashed his hot. punched him In tho face, 
tors hit coat to shreds, pelted hint with snow 
and Ice, and finally left him tnoro dead than 
alive st tbe door of the hotel. Herat on wreak- , 
lng rovengo on tht Innocent, tlioy allowed the 
guilty parly to escape. Find Ing nut finally tbat 
their prey had eluded thorn, back,' they 
rushed to the Opera House. I bad resolved 
to iihlo tinder tho stniio until matter* quitted' 
down, but, hearing the crowd at' the front ■ 
door, I rushed down tbo back stairs, burst a • 
door oneu leading Into the collar, snd got 
tafoly In Ihs pit under tho boiler, Then • 
remained hid but half roasted, It seemed, for ■ . 
hour*. I hoard the town clock strike 12 be- 
fore I ventured out. Looking up the mini 
•treet from the collar window, I taw It was 
■descried. Forcing open tho window, I 
.tumped nut. and fairly flew to the hotel, t 
I Ibby had tone to bed. Going up to hi* 
loom, I finally gained entrants after ho had 
removed from tlin door, tho bed. tbo bureau, 
the wathstand and sovcral chair*. He wat 
about st badly frightened n man a* I ever 
saw. and bo wa* a sight to bobold. Wo . 
finally plucked up courage to go down Into 
tho office and, awakening a (looping watch- 
man, found out that all of tbo show but Cyr 
had darted for homo, none of them caring 
to remain In town until morning. 

Thoro It a junction three or four miles 
from Derry. The early Sunday morning milk 
train for Boston pulled up thoro for orders. 
I borrowed a hat from the watchman for 
BUI, and long before daylight ht and I 
sneaked out of town and bit the rail tor 
homo, Nearly froion we reached tho J unction 
In tine to catch tbo train, and by m on 
Derry was bohlnd ut and we wore safe. I 
roado Bill a present of a new suit, bit and 
coat, paid off the rest ot my performer*, and 
bad enough left to (tart another show— but 
I newer old. , 

This all happened more than twenty years 
ago. but to this day the old rctldenti of Dtrry 
•till talk of tho show. I have hid a deal 
of experience In tho thow business since then 
and have even owned show* of my own, but 
I have never hired another town band to 
furnish music or found It necessary to hide 
under a boiler to save my skin.' I have con- 
fined most of my operations to "Uncle Tom." 
It Is safer, and then again "Uncle- Tom" al- 
ways plonses, oven If you only have seven 
pooplo nud do George. (lords, Ut, Clair and 
young Shelby yourself.

Tho carnival ;s an nppe.illn.-T, decidedly 
unique nnd profitable form of educalloual 
amusement, and it has gradually, but [Irmly, 
assorted Its right to be recognized as a most 
Inviting recreation for the masses and a lu- 
crative channel of commercial endeavor. 

Tl.e carnival, In Ita transcendent dovelop- 
racmt. Is primarily au Amorlcaa product, char- 
acterise of native enterprise. Its progenitors 
can now point with reasonable pride to Ita 
progress, and to the hold It has upon public 
approval. The carnival of today Is a no- 
tional lusltutlon end a thriving Industry ; Ita 
spirit knows not the bounds of latitude, 
American enterprise has extended Its opera- 
tions beyond our shores and boundaries to 
Canada, Alaska, Mexico, Central nnd South 
America, Cuba, I'orto Rico, tho Philippine 
and Hawaiian Islands, Nova 8cotln and New 
Foundland. 

• 

American spirit, urged by civic pride, in- 
sists that some form of holiday or carnival 
celebration he given each community at least 
once a year, at a seasonable time. Thcsu 
affairs are usually held to commemorate some 
national or local historical event, or are 
significant of some special achievement In 
civic. Industrial, military or frntemal circles. 
They Invariably take on a very marked and 
decided local atmosphere and coloring, con- 
tingent upon the conditions, wishes and re- 
quirements of tho populace of resoeellvo com- 
munities in which tho celebrations are 
held. Events of this kind are almost with- 
out exception regarded as the brightest spot 
on the local amusement calendar, by the sup- 
porters and participants. 

Magnificent spectacular events of national 
Interest arc held annually In various parts 
of tho United Btntes and Canada, and In our 
dependencies. We can point with special 

Bride to the Mardl Grns carnivals of New 
Tleans, Mobile, I'cnsacola and Coney Island; 
the "Veiled Prophets" carnival in St. Louis, 
the rose carnival of Pasadena, I.n Fiesta of 
San Antonio, the corn carnival of Atchison, 
the Priests of Phnllls of Kansas City and 
Wichita, the PAtola festival of Son Fran- 
cisco, the flower carnival of Portland, the 
Ak-sar-bcn carnival of Oniahn, the NoTsu- 
Oh carnival of Houston, Quebec celebration, 
the carnivals of Jacksonville, Havana mil 
Manilla. The oldest of these celebrations Is 
the Mardl Oras of New Orleans. 

These events are of three days to six 
weeks' duration, end nro widely heralded, ex- 
tensively advertised, and patronized by mil- 
lions of plensure-iov'.ng. money-sp;ndlng el! I- 
sens, slght-scers, nnd by tourists from all 
quarters of the globe. They Immediately be- 
come Imbued with tho true carnival spirit, 
nnd feast their eyes upon the wonders of the 
magnificent. Industrial, floral, allegorical, his- 
torical nnd civic floats thnt form the won- 
derous and bewildering street pageants which 
ere the supreme features, designed lo attract 
tho visitor. These arc the days nnd weeks 
when the local business men and retail mer- 
chants, hotels and cafe*, reap the harvest In 
firoflt. wlilla many of the factories and other 
ndUBlrles suspend operations that JiMr cm- 
?iloyees may find relaxation, and an oppor- 
unlty to patronize the various carnival 
amusements thnt ore component pnrts and 
Incidental to hhc general grand scheme of 
relebratlon. Tho carnival snowmen who are 
fortunate In getting the amusement privileges 
at any of those places usually are well pnld 
for their enterprise, nnd rewarded according 
to the merit of Ihelr offerings. 

« 

llie carnival Is more than the wall of Ihe 
flageolet and the beating of the tom-tom, the 
throwing of confetti, tho blowing of horns 
or the ringing of bells, as many nro prone to 
believe. 

No better exemplification of tho true car- 
nival (spirit exists than Is demonstrated In 
the manlier of patriotic cbservnncc of "Inde- 



pendence Day" In the United States, and 
"Dominion Day" la Canada, at which times 
the populace tarns out en masse nnd makes 
the holidays exceptional by decorations of 
national colors, the display of fireworks and 
oilier evidences of being Imbued with the 
holiday spirit. 

Then the New Year celebrations of New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 'San Francisco 
and other large cities are notable examples 
of the many ways designed to abandon care. 

The inks' annua' National Conventions are 
emphasized by decorations, floats, fireworks, 
parades and other carnlvallstlc features. 

We must not forget at this time the many 
transplanted holiday celebrations and pa- 
triotic days ss observed by the foreigners 
within our gates. The Chinese New Year, as 
observed In New York, Philadelphia sad San 
Francisco, without doubt takes rank as the 
most weird, fascinating, colorful and spec- 
tacular of them all. Some of their novelties 
and innovations In decorations, and the night 
parades, are positive revelations of man's 
genius in this direction. 

In citing examples of the carnival In Its 
many kaleidoscopic sides, we must not over- 
look such events as are characteristic of the 
American and Canadian Northwest, the most 
Inviting, odd and unique of these being the 
"Stampede," at Calgary, Alberta; the "Round- 
Dp," at Pendleton, Ore., and the "Frontier 
Rays." at Cheyenne, Wyo. These gatherings 
arc made attractive by the friendly spirit 
cxnnipled in the competitive events of the 
track and field as presented by the sturdy 
cattlemen, cowboys, cowgirls and Indians, 
who pride themselves in the fact that they 
arc expert horsemen, daring riders, unerring 
marksmen and adept ropers of cattle. These 
features make up the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation and interest during the ex- 
istence of these affairs, which are nowhere to 
lie found except In the Western part of our 
hemisphere. 

The present day carnival organization as 
exploited by the showmen and exhibited upon 
the streets of our cities and towns r.nd upon 
the midways at the Canadian exhibitions, our 
State and county fairs, Is of humble origin 
fraught with many vicissitudes. It has with- 
stood the set bucks of unscrupulous pro- 
moters, the assaults of the misinformed, and 
the derisive cry of tho pessimist, until to- 
day it stands In a class of its own, firmly 
entrenched ns a commercial fsset. Perma- 
nent and progressive amusement enterprises, 
fostered by sterling showmen of plentiful re- 
source. Initiative and sagacious business 
seuiuen, demand or.d receive th«» respect of 
kindred professions and a strict observance 
of the ethical code. 

We now havo representative organizations 
which, In season, tour the entire country, 
from one end to the other, presenting their 
varied attractions to countless thousands and 
reaping their reward In substantial quanti- 
ties of the coin of tho realm. 

The modern carnival, or midway organiza- 
tion, as It Is known by the public and show- 
men, of to-dsy had its Inception upon a 
county fair ground, when a number of side 
showmen and concessionaires held council to 
exchange Ideas and devise plans to keep their 
ntlrnctions working for a longer season and 
to minimise the co?t of transportation end 
to effect other economies. There were, as Is 
now, many towns of Importance which could 
not bonst of a fair. Wue-awako merchants 
In -nany places were casting around to find a 
means to attract tho outside public lo their 
towns. Many of these merchants gave 
"homo product fairs," with their goods, 
coupled with farm products, displayed In 
booths located upon the streets. About this 
time a number of the more speculative and 
far-seeing of the fair ground showmen sug- 
gested the possibility of their shows being 
made n part of these "fairs upon the 
street?." Tho Idea appeared entirely feas- 
ible and was put Info effect, immediately 
bounded Into public favor, and In conse- 
quence was a satisfactory financial success 
to tho showmen. Prom that time on the 
stiyr-t fair with amusements continued to bo 



regular yearly events, some of which are 
still la vogue. 

Various lodges of Elks, seeking to Increase 
their treasury funds, hit upon the idea, and 
adopted the street fair scheme, elaborated 
upon the amusement features, appropriated 
large sums oi money to further their projects, 
changed the name to "Elks Carnival," sur- 
rounded their attractions with an enclosure, 
charged admission to enter the gatei, netted 
large financial returns, and the idea spread 
like wildfire. 

There are now standi'jg many magnificent 
Elks' clubhouses which are monuments to 
their enterprise, the nucleus of which was 
obtained from the profits of the carnival. 
The most notable of the Elks' carnivals were 
held In the cities of Richmond, Minneapolis, 
Dayton, Denver. Seattle, Louisville and Port- 
land. ■ _ 

The "Elks' Home Doming," as put on in 
Toledo, the latter part of the Summer of 
1912, was a most wonderful affair, the ex- 
hibit booths occupying both sides of one of 
the city's principal streets for s distance of 
three blocks, and about two-thirds of the 
city's population passed through Its "wel- 
come arch" entrance during the week. The 
arch was one of. if the not moat elaborate 
ever built for a similar affair. 

The success of the Elks' carnivals paved 
the way for the showman to greater achieve- 
ments, and with his profits he was enabled 
to better his offering, and he at once ac- 
cepted the carved and gilded wagon front as 
appropriate and practicable. Those wagon 
fronts were, howeter, being used In England 
by the caravans TH gypsies that traveled the 
country and made "le oldc fairs," *' , d market 
places of the land beyond the sea. 

As time rolls on we will have a newer 
snd better form of carnival architecture than 
the carved front, and under the tents we win 
see attractions and performances that will 
cause ns to wonder at the genius of car- 
rUvaldom. 

.The physical make-up of the. Ira vellng carni- 
val orgaaization makes It easily adaptable to 
demands and environment. In some places 
the enclosure Is favored while In others It Is 
necessary to play the regular show grrounds, 
the fair grounds or on the streats as may 
best be determined by the promoters to meet 
ihe emergencies that may arise Incident to 
the companies fclza snd local conditions. 

Some years ago a well known manager 
conceived the Ides of patting an- ictlre car- 
nival organization under one big; tent, In- 
tended as a step toward an Innovation and 
la keeping with his conception, had the 
larges tent ever made for show purposes 
lullt The idea did not pan oat as his imag- 
ination and plans directed, and the project 
was abandoned after a short season. 

The carnival reason varies according to 
climatic conditions In various sections of the 
country, one average season lasts twenty- 
eight weeks, while others continue for the 
entire year, confining their operations to the 
extrtme Southern portions of the country. 
« 

The midway, or amusement section, of the 
State and county fairs, and Canadian Exhi- 
bitions, are regarded as essential end ir.dls- 
T.ejieabie to the success of the fairs and ex- 
hibitions both from a financial and amusement 
standpoint. The patrons of fairs and exhibi- 
tions have be»A educated to the very best 
offerings of the 'arntval field, and each suc- 
ceeding season we'eomes the retain of the 
standard attractkns, or voices approval of 
Ibe newer ones of sterling worth. 

The organized carnival attractions offer 
the characteristic features that enable the 
fair or exhibition to create the holiday or 
carnival atmosphere deemed necessary. Many 
of the fairs and exhibitions have from fifteen 
to fortv or more tented shows and riding 
devices upon their midways. 

The Canadian National Exhibition at To- 
ronto, Ont., is the largest affair of Its kind 
in the world: next la importance are the 
State fairs of •Minnesota, at Hamllne, Minn.; 
Texas, nt Dallas: Virginia, at Richmond. 
These are veritable expositions of excep- 
tional magnitude. We must record, how- 
ever, that there are over one hundred fairs 
and exhibitions held mutually upon the Amer- 
can continent at which the carnival or- 
ganization finds prolit.ible engagements, and 
lo he added to the list of these events we 
must not overlook the Insular Fair of San 
Juan, Torto Blco, to which enterprising car- 
nival showmen flock each season to enjoy a 
ileasant and profitable engagement. 

The magnitude of the Carnival of America 
is worthy of attention. The season of 1913 
will find en tour In the United States and 
Canada at least seventy-two organizations, 
ranging In size from two to thirty cars, and 
will give employment to from Beventy-flve to 
four hundred attachees each. At this date 
many, If not all, of the largest organizations 
are housed In their own Winter quarters, 
where hundreds of artisans and artists of 
various trades and adaptability are busily en- 
gaged in creating new features and making 
such changes and Improvements, assembling 
the show equipment and paraphernalia and 
features as the owners and constructors may 
deem necessary to equip their organisations 
befitting their class. Each season competi- 
tion becomes keener and the show-going 
public more exciting. 

When the carnival arrives In town its 
manv employees and animals mast be pro- 
vided for, and tho local merchants are al- 
ways assured of a bnsy and profitable week. 
The carnival gives a decided impetus to 
business for hotels, cafes, feed merchants and 
others. 

Many towns and cltleB dad themselves In 
competition for the higher and better grade 
of carnival organizations, as the experienced 
and progressive merchant realizes and an- 
ticipates the value of the "carnival In town 
this week.'' 

A close scrutiny of the carnival's allied 
Interest conveys the Information that here 
and there, located In towns and cities scat- 
tered over tho continent are extensive manu- 
facturing plants devoted exclusively to the 
making of amusement devices and other 
component parts of the carnival. 

Hundreds upon hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are Invested In the factories that 
turn out cars, wagons, riding devices, tents, 
organs, lithographs and printing; organs, 
scenery, portable electric power and light 
plantB, costum-n, trunks, novelties, pyro- 
technic displays, harness, trappings and hun- 
dreds of other necessary and saleable articles. 

We also find that located in the larger 
cities are Important houses, representative 
of the enterprise and enterprises of England. 
France, Germany, Russia, Austria, Japan, 
China, India, and other countries, engaged 
In trading and handling wares, novelties and 
merchandise, exhibited at and sold by the 
carnival. , , 

Tor ihe animate features of tho carnival, 
the earth's marts of talent are •carefully 
culled by representatives of carnival proprie- 
tors and agencies, for extraordinary odd and 
particularly pbislag snd original perform- 
ances end skilled performers. 

Unrptelng ana aggressive business men and 
showmen assert their confidence In tho car- 
nival as a productive field by making lavish 
Investments In equipments, shows end para- 
phernalia, necessary for the carnival's 
pioper presentation ha exhibit form. 

The enormous profits that accrue aiaiually 
to w!de«.wako nvinagers evidence the public's 
confidence. 

Each succeeding season the demsnd for 
skilled labor in this field Increases, and talent 
Is afforded opportunity for more artistic ex- 
pression.

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AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF FAIRS AND 
EXPOSITIONS AND STATE FAIRS 
. IN GENERAL.

" "{President American Assn. of Fairs sod Expositions). 

The American Association of Fairs and Expositions Is an organization whose member- 
ship Is composed of leading fain and lire stock shows of America. Its purpose Is to advance 
the welfare of Its members and tn bring about more uniformity In the contact of their 
affairs. Its annual meeting Is n short course for the Interchange of Ideas of the officers and 
managers. The chief function of the association Is to give an opportunty to those trying 
to solv. fair problems, to assemble once a year and thoroughly discuss matters of policy 
and management 



That this organization has been and Is 
accomplishing Its purpose Is not denied. The 
benefits derived by Its members are measured 
only by tbclr ability to absorb and digest 
suggestions made daring the annual discus- 
sions, and to apply the knowledge that ran 
be gained by personal conversation with in- 
dividual reprosentat'ves. 80 much for this 
organization, which prominent fair officials 
ore relying upon to assist them in carrying 
on their work. 

The State fair of today U a vastly differ- 
ent institution from the State fair of twenty- 
ftre years ago. We know of no other institu- 
t'ons of learning (and State fairs are now 
recognised as such) that have made such 
progress as have the State fairs within the 
past quarter of a century. Twenty-five years 
ego there was not. so far as we are Informed, 
a State fair ground upon which was any 
permanent equipment The fair grounds 
were small, and such boll dings as there were 
were of a crnde and temporary construction. 
Sidewalks were unknown and were considered 
a luxury. The lantern was the principal and 
most dependable source of light for those 
who -were so unfortunate as to rind them- 
selves upon the grounds at night. Streets, 
where they could be dignified by that name, 
were !s'd out without any thought of per- 
manency. Tinl'dlngs were scattered over the 
grounds In a haphazard sort of way, and a 
ground plan of the average fair would seem 
to Indicate that straws had been drawn la 
deciding upon building locations. 

While State fairs have been established 
anil conducted Id a few Instances for more 
than half a century, State fairs as we now 
snow them only came Into existence about 
twenty-five years ago. In the late eighties 
movements were started In several Stater 
towards securing sites for permanent State 
lair grounds. For some time afterward little 
progress was made In the matter of perma- 
nent equipment su:h as buildings, water, 
light, sewers, streets, walks, etc.. So far 
sa we are Informed It was. about twenty 
years ago that those Interested in Stntc 
fairs began to build permanently. I be- 
lieve it was Ohio and Illinois that flrat 
blazed -the trail la this work. Many other 
States soon followed In their footsteps, and 
to-day we And a valuation In fair grounds 
property of some ten or fifteen of the more 
prominent Stote fairs ranging from a quar- 
ter of a million to two million dollars, with 
an average property value of close to one 
million. 

In addition to the Stare fairs under State 
control, there are a few w.iose ground 1 and

equipment are owned and controlled by 
municipalities, corporations or stock com- 
panies. In the majority of Instance*, how- 
ever, these Institutions are under the control 
of the 8tate, and are looked upon as a part 
of a commonwealth's educational eqi'.'pnieut. 

That our great State fairs ate Institutions 
of learning Is admitted. Their principal 
variance from other educational Institutions 
Is in the method of Instruction. The State 
fair teaches almost wholly by object lessone 
and comparisons, while the schools and col- 
leges use text books as the foundation of 
their Instruction. 

President McKInley ouce said : "Pairs and 
expositions nre timekeepers of the world's 
events, marking progi-ec-a In agriculture and 
Industrial development from year to year and 
from time to time." 

I believe th-? Hon. A P. Sandles. of the 
Ohio State fair, Is responsible for the state- 
ment that the reason America Is the leader 
la these great fairs and expositions Is be- 
cause we are (he most wideawake, progres- 
sive nation on the face of the earth. lie 
further referred to the ahseuce of ouch ex- 
hibition!! In the nations of the old world, 
and especially of the Orient, as the most con- 
vincing argument of our progreasiveness. 

I believe It Ii now generally admitted, and 
a conceded fact, by those most closely In 
touch with the situation, that the fairs and 
live stock shows have been the most potent 
factors in the Improvement of live stock 
conditions In America. They have "en done 
more In this work than have our agricultural 

W 'lt^as been said that what we lean [by . 
seeing Is the most lasting, for what we hear 
to one car can pass out through the ether, 
and an odor soon disappears; but whnt we 
bm with our eyes is our vwrnanent posses-

it Is with the farmer. Ton must first show 
him the object for which Improvement Is de- 
sired before he can be expected to proceed 
olong these lines or understand the teach- 
ings of Our expert instructors or the writings 
of our agricultural and <lve stock editors. 

Our great fairs have been the places lhat 
the manufacturers of all classes of farm 
machinery, tools, farm equipment, etc., have 
looked to as the beat medium of Introducing 
to the farmer, merchant, builder, etc., the 
latest labor-saving devices. They have been 
the means of placing before the women 
household furnishings of every character that 
go to make tho home more comfortable, more 
cheerful, and their work less a drudgery. 

There Is no count but that the fairs put 
the manure spreader (one of the most in- 
dispensable Implements in the present system 
of farming) In the hands of the general 
farmer, aud brought It into use ten years 
before its uses or worth would have been 
understood without this agency. This ran 
also be said of the silo and numerous other 
of our latest labor-saving and better-farming 
tools and equipment So I say a State fair's 
Held of Instruction Is varied and covers a very 
large area. In tact It might be said truth- 
fully that its opportunity for Instruction Is, 
Ilk: the school or college, only limited by the 
funds and equipment provided for carrying 
on Its work. 

All kinds of athletic sports and games are 
carried on by schools and colleges. In fact, 
they have become so much a part of the 
average student's life, that they are now al- 
most indispensable, and the school or college 
which does not encourage them 1b handi- 
capped In Its enrollment. Amusements in 
connection with ou- great State fairs arc 
Just as indispensable as games and athletics 
are to the school or college. No fair man- 
agement would to-day care to undertake the 
Job of successfully conducting one of our 
State fairs with all music n;id amusements 
eliminated. Many of the managers have 
learned the essentials necessary to a success- 
ful State fair only after hitter experiences 
of various kinds, and no matter how the of- 
ficers of various fairs may differ as to policy 
on other features, they are ell of one mind 
when It comes to amusements of varlojs 
kinds, and their absolute necessity if their 
fairs are to win the greatest success. 

I wonder how many readers have ever 
stopped to analyze the real, fundamental 
purpose of a State fa'r and exposition, and 
to know how thoroughly it fits Into the 
whole educational system of Its State or ter- 
ritory. Take our own State (Minnesota 1 as 
an example. Annually th-jre is expended 
millions of dollars In maintaining our schools 
and colleges. If I ->m not mistaken, the 
budget of onr State University os presented 
io the State Legislature calls for something 
like four million dollars (I am quoting this 
from memor?) for the next biennial period. 
Add to this the budgets for our normal 
schools, agricultural and Industrial high 
schools, plus the expenditures for the com- 
mon schools In the various counties, and you 
have a turn that staggers the Imagination of 
the average man. Now, all of this huge sum 
comer, from the taxpayers of the State, or, 
In other words, from these who have reached 
their malorlty, have passed from school and 
college days, tnd have taken their place In 
the great struggle for human supremacy. 
What do they pay all this money for? They 
pay It to educate the boys and girls, or the 
young men and women, to better fit them to 
(-ngngc In tbtlr chosen occupations. True, a 
v-iv small portion of this vast sum Is ex- 
pended by our agricultural colleges In experl- 
rnentn! ami extension work for the direct 
benefit of the taxpayer, but the greater part 
of It Is expended for the direct education of 
those who have not yet attained their ma- 
jority and are not paying the taxes. 

The State fair and exposition la the only 
Institution of the State from which the tax- 
payer himself can derive any direct personal 
Scneflt. This institution is primarily to give 
in opportunity to all the taxpayers to attend 
1 short course once a year, to brush up and 
keep in closer touch with the year's progress 
in whatever line of Industry no may be In- 
terested. Surely we should not deny to the 
Individuals from whom Is exacted this vast 
sum of money for the support of our schools 
and colleges, the small portion of tax neces- 
sary to properly conduct and carry on our 
great fairs, so that they may be enabled to 
get at first hand, once a year, such knowl- 
edge as will tend to make their problems less 
difficult to solve. _ ' 

■Let us hope that every Stote fnlr will re- 
vive from Its respective legislature the 
recognition to which It Is Justly entitled, 
until such time as its fair grounds Is fully 
1 quipped with proper and adequate build- 
ings, permanent Btrects, walks, sewers, light- 
ing and water system, and other Improve- 
ments required for a complete exposition 
ground. 

Many of the fairs now have receipts from 
their annual exhibitions sufficient to pay, or 
more than pay the actual expenses of the 
fair, bnt none of them can naw or ever will 
be able to place adequate -tnd necessary per- 
manent Improvements upon thelv grounds 
out of the profits from the fairs. It is 
ridiculous to expect them '.0 do so. We do 
not expect it of our othor eduratltnal instl- 
lutions, and why should we expect It of our 
8tate fair, wt.lch. In our opinion. Is the most 
practical and far reachlntr of them nil. 

There la now pending In Congress n bill 
lhat will provide for a government building 
on every State fair grounds In America, 
where the grounds arc owned by tho State. 
This bill should piss. It would bring the 
work of the government closer to tho people, 
by means of government exhibits, such as are 
now made by many of eur agricultural col- 
leges and experimental stations at various 
fairs. It would only cost a little more than 
double the amount Congress is expected to 
npproprlnte for the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion at Son Francisco, and would. In onr 
{judgment, 1>) many times more beneficial to 
Its result.

were left with the Nntlonal und Second Ave- 
nue theatres in New York. 

The Adler-Thomasheisky National Theatre, 
which opened daring the first week In October, 
was built by Max D. Steuer and Louis Mln- 
sky, at a cost of nearly one million dollar .4. 
It Is one of the prettiest theatres ever built, 
and Is a combination of a theatre, roof garden 
and office and loft building. It Is leased and 
managed by the Wllner & Edlestcln Amuse- 
ment Company, under the personal direction 
of Joseph Edlestein. ' They have the lnrgest 
and best company ever put together for a 
Yiddish stock company, and are producing 
the best plays available. Their company con- 
sists of : Jacob P. Adler, Bores Thonrashefskv, 
Leon Blink, Samuel Roseustcln, Peter Graff, 
Samuel Tobias, -S. Oreenberg, B. Weintraub, 
J. Schoengold, J. Wechsler, J, UocliBteln, 
Rosa Ktrp, Frances Adler, Mary Epstein, 
Mme. Y. Tobias, Mme. A. Krlms, Jlme. Wein- 
traub, and others. Tliey hare produced this 
pp;i*on "Ths Jewish Crown," with liorcs 
Thomashefsky, which played to profitable 
business 1 for fifteen weeks, also "The Only 
Son," which was a very successful play pro- 
duced by Mr, Thomashefsky, but which had to 
be taken off on account of Mr. Thomashefsky 
being booked to open up In Chicago, Jacob 
P. Adler produced "Rabbi IaraoP at this 
house, and Is still playing It to good business. 
The business of this house, ilnce Its opening, 
has been the best ever done for a Yiddish 
theatre. Season closes in May. 

The David Keis'.cr Second Avenue Theatre, 
which Ii leased and managed by the Wllner 
ec ICdiesleln Amusement Company, under the 
personal direction of Max it- Wllner, opened 
Its season during the early part of Septem- 
ber with a stock curr.pnny headed by David 
Kessler. Supporting Mr. Kesslcr arc Ber- 
nard Bernstein. Kalinan luveller, Samuel 8. 
Schnlcr, Louis H.vruan, Mr. Giltman, Mr. 
BlmonofT, Mme. Malvlna Lobe), Mme. Ilcglna 
Prager, Cella Adler. Mme, Nadolsky, Mmo. 
Sehnler, Mrs. Brlh and many others. They 
have produced "Men and Women," which 
was a very big success: alio "Her Confes- 
sion," betides authorized and original Yid- 
dish versions of "llonght and Paid For" and 
"Within the Law."

Their company 
consists of Snrnh Adler, Rudolph Schlldkraut. 
BeS9l< Thornr-shcfsky. Sir. and Mrs. Charles 
Nathnnson, Bessie Welssman, Sam Kniten, 
II. M-is'- 1 and others. They have produced,

When tbe Minor attraction* moved from 
their Miner's Bowery to the Miner'* l'eop'.on' 
Theatre, Max Thomsshefsky secured tho Bow- 
ery Theatre, and turned same Into a combina- 
tion Yiddish home. He has rn-nnmed tho 
theatre, calling it tbe Thoraashefsky's Royal 
Theatre. Dora Welssman played there for n 
few weeks, and then Mme. Emma Flnkle. 
The opening attraction at that house was 
Sarah Adler and Rudolph ^nhlldkraut, In 
"Krcutzer Sonata," M. Thomaahcfiky an- 
nounces Mme. Bessie Thomnshcfnky In a new 
pray for next week and for a run.

Mr. Lcvl- 
tan has secured the Hub Theatre, Washington 
and Dover streets, for a term of five years, 
commencing May 1, and will run this bouse 
with a tint class Yiddish stock company, 
handed by favorite Yiddish players. 

Tho Ilaymnrkct Theatre, Chicago, III., hna 
been leased for a number of years by tho Wll- 
ned & Kdlcitcln Amusement Company, and Is 
being run as a combination house plnylng the 
attractions controlled and managed by the 
sbovj firm. They have had a very successful 
scaaon, and prospects are bright for it to 
bring a very big profit to tbo managers before 
the season Is closed. This houso Is under tho 
personal direction of Kdwln A. itelkln. 

The Lyric Theatre Company, of Toronto, 
Cnn., have had nn excellent e«n«on.

Probably few people ore aware of the fact 
that "Jot: Hepp was a unique character In 
real life, and because of big quaint, Inquir- 
ing nature, usefl as a synonym for knowl- 
edge In t!i'; matter of being well Informed aa 
to what wan golnr on or likely to happen 
In his bailiwick. Ilcnee the phrase, "Are you 
Hepp?" 

Am I recall' Joe Hepp In flesh and blood 
reality, lie was a whole-souled, genial fellow, 
running a "pick out caw," working on the 
st arils, ir making himself generally useful 
with the privileges In connection with the 
XV. IV. Cold Shows away back m the '70's. 
In those days nothing was ever palled off or 
a route changed, that Joe Hepp was not 
"w.'sc" to, ana no matter what happened, it 
was safe to predict that Jvc knew of It be- 
forehand, or at leant was role to tell you all 
about It when the subject was discussed, and 
strangely enough, he came pretty near being 
right. 80 it came to be a sort of standing 
Joke, wherever a fresii bl: of news was re- 
vealed, that the narratcr mint be "Joe Hepp" 
to all tb.1t was transpiring. It Is also worthy 
of mention that the versatile oracle was 
always well Informed and seemed tc absorb 
the knowledge of others as he went along, 
therefore It la quite natural 'that The Clip- 
ixn'b wart by contributor,, under that now 
tie plume, should gather direct Information 
from all sources, and 1 will take It upon my- 
self to correct a few slight details In some 
very Interesting data furnished by "M. 8. B." 
In regard to old-time records, and especially 
an to th" first visit to California of the Cole 
Circus and other shows. 

it Is a mnttcr of history that W. W. Cole's 
was the first circus and menagerie to cross 
the continent entirely by rail, and tour Cali- 
fornia In JS78. The Montgomery Queeu 
Show dlil ml go to the Coast until 1874, 
nnd It then made n long railway shipment 
to that country and toured the Pacific terri- 
tory by wagon. Other small circuses, such 
as Jr.lin WUseu's, O. Chlrlni's and Jsmea >!. 
Mxon'B bad previously made the trip by 
covering wide gaps between railway points 
by wagon. 

As mi Incident of this first all-railway 
Journey to til; Pacific slope It may be stated 
that J. II. Oiiylord, who was then general 
rs'-nl of the Co!e show, was dispatched to 
t.'allfnmbt to look over the country and make 
necessary arrangements for the trip, and 
while there ho wrote and wired Mr. Cole that 
the prospect:! were so bad and everything so 
expensive he advised abandoning the project. 
Imt the fact that they had never had n 
cirrus anil menagerie in Hint country, and 
with the prospects of one dollar admission 
nnd all torts of money for the privileges 
Hindi' Mr. Cola Insistent, and he wired (luy- 
lord Unit ho must complete arrangements or 
resign. The tour proved wonderfully success- 
ful, rnvcrlng nil the principal towns out and 
back In the Bamo season, with a three weeks' 
atay In Wan Francisco to a turn-away busi- 
ness right along. 

Another minor correction en re the first 
electric light to lie used with a circus. I 
would stuto that Cooper & Ilnlley were the 
first to contmct with the Ilraah Mectrlc 
Company, of Cleveland. O., for a portable 
plant for elreiis use. and Mr. Cole persannlly 
went to I'hlliilelplila to ace Mr. Ilnlley and 
get his ruituOHt to purchase a similar equip- 
ment to lie nsed lu territory where the Cooper 
& Ilalley Show would not exhibit that sea- 
son. Mr. Ilnlley declined. Soon a duplicate 
generator was purchased and shipped to n 
lirm In Ooricnrrt. N. II., where It was con- 
vculititly mounted on a Concord wagon, 
coupled inn tc nn engine, put In mnnlng order 
and re-slilnpeil to Ht?ubcnvlUe, 0., where It 
commenced lis cnpigement as a principal 
frntiiro with the big show, bnt no extra 
charge- was ever made fir the light, although 
11 proved such nu attraction that the price 
of admission was often Increased for the 
night show, ind cspoii.tlly wes this true dur- 
ing the Southern tour, where the writer 
lioTtllv advertised the "Klcctrlc Illumination 
More Dazzling Than Daylight Down In 
Dixit." It Is also a fact that Mr. Cole ex- 
hibited the ilrst electric light and the first 
"talking machine" or phonograph ever seen 
In Australia, whore hotli novelties were the 
wonder nnd admiration of the natives. 

Apripor of there IncMmtB nnd facts In the. 
show world. It mav be Interesting to give a 
brief hlogiiiphv of W. W. Colo, now retired 
-from the tented field, but undoubtedly one 
of the most successful men rniu managers 
Hint ever followed the red wagons. The 
little story of his life which I shall tell will 
In no way betray any confidence that may 
have come to me during nenrly forty years 
of friendship nnd close association. 

William Washington Cole was born In New 
York City in 18*7, and arm In arm I have 
walked down the street with him nnd looked 
up nt th" windows In the humble house 
wliere he first saw the light of dny. therefore 
I know whereof I sp-.-nk. Ills earliest recol- 
lect Ion of import nut men nnd things dates 
bark to the lime when the Trlnce of wales — 
Hie late King Kdward — visited the United 
Slates. Ills tcmeinBrnncc of Oiat occasion 
was Impressed upon him by his fond and en- 
thusiastic mother, who, being an Bngllsh 
subject, wns anxious that her own fair haired 
nor should behold the future klag of Kng- 
hiiid, and she proudly held him tin on a 
lump-post. In order that he might get n lietter 
view of the prince as he stood on the bnlcony 
of the hotel receiving the plaudits of the 
multitude. 

Mr. Cole's parents were William II. and 
Mary A. Cole («ec Cooke), of the old circus 
family of that name, who etime to America 
with his maternal grandfather, Thomas 
Cooke, who lire.naht with him his own Hnynl 
Circus, in the sailing vessel, 'Mtoger onuirt," 
(bartered for llic occasion, before steam l«'- 
came generally used In crossing the sin. de- 
parting from Cireonoek, Scotland, on Sept. 8, 
lKIHl and arriving In New York six weeks 
Inter! The show nt that time consisted nt 
fonv lulults, twenty-live rhildren, and forty- 
eight horses nnd ponies, and so far ns history 
n cords, v.na the Ilrst allow to cross the At- 
lantic ns an original circus. It opened nt an 
amphitheatre built nt Vaiixhall Gordon, oi 
the llowery. nnd nfter n successful season 
here, the aggregation exhibited In lloston, 
l'hllnilelphln ami n the Front Street Thratr", 
In Itiiltluiore. which burned down on Feb. 
8. IM8, destroying nil of the live s'ork nnd 
pnrnpherntlla belonging to the Hoynl Circus, 
nnd the elder Cooke and nearly nil of th" 
company returned lo Krgland anil licrarae 
l'rir.ous In circus history, having brought out 
biich renowned riders ns Harry Welby and 
John Henry Cooke, n<i well as lo develop n 
long line of circus people who have left their 
tinmen indelibly engraved on the escutcheons 
of fame. 

W. W. Cole's mother, who was n high 
echoul i iibr t.nd wire walker of renown, 
gave '•'.•!' I"iy a careful training, and nt nn 
early nge he wes taught all the rudiments of 
the luiMness mid lo care for himself. It is 
reco-iled that he was .il one time n eierk In 
n drv goods store «f Independence, Is., where 
lie first branched out !nlo Hie show buslnrss 
in 1SH&, lieconilng a ticket siller for Ihe 




a practical knowledge of the business from 
every nng:e, which Blood him In good stead 
In future yean. 

In 1807 ho became » side show proprietor 
on ills own account with tho Orton Show, 
ci nvcylng his outfit from town to town on a 
hired two horse wagon, himself and a boy 
cmployei!, who helped "put up" the tent and 
grind the organ, being the only passengers 
and workmen. By taking his own tickets 
and looking after every detail the show 
pio»|iered, and to 1871 W. W. Cole's Colossal 
Circus wns launched at Qulncy, III., aa a 
wagou show, consisting of fifty horses, one 
cage of performing lions, and an elephant 
which he rented fro.a J. M. Fremeh. In 
187^ a menagerie of ten cages was bought 
and shipped to New Orleans, where it was 
odded to some other material thai be hid 
iiurehnscd aud rofltted at that point In 
is 73 the sh>>w was again enlarged and 
started out from Galveston, Tex., on rail, 
advertised as W. W. Cole's New York and 
New Orleans Circus and Menagerie. Under 
this title, tn the same year, It wended Its 
way to California and back as outlined above. 

It was always Mr. Cole's policy to hunt tip 
fresh territory, and la order to do this he 
not only studied the map, but watched the 
progress of the country and the railways In 
every direction, nnd It was no unusual thins 
to often contract and bill towns before the 
railways were completed. In order to be the 
first on the ground and reap the golden har- 
vest. His circus was the first to travel over 
tho Southern Pacific Hallway, from Dos An- 
geles to l-:i I'aso, and it was also the first 
to make a tour over the Northern Pacific 
taking In the Pndget Sound country, and 
using boats to cross rivers or make remote 
points before the gaps In the railway con- 
struction were closed up. Numerous trips 
were made to the Pacific Coast, one Journey 
to Australia and New Zealand In 1880 and 
'81, returning to San Francisco In the Spring 
of '81 and continuing East across the con- 
tinent as lar as Halifax, Nova Scotia, closing 
the season at Providence, It. I., ind going 
ir.to Winter quarters nt Utlca, N. Y. In 188(1 
he closed and sold his show on the Canal 
Street lot at New Orleans, on account of 
having liecome a part owner in the P. T. 
Rarnum Show, having acquired the Bailey 
Interest In that concern, on account of Mr. 
Bailey's health not permitting him to travel. 
After two seasons with the Barnum Show he 
and J. L. Hutchison sold their Interests back 
to Mr. Ilnlley, and Mr. Cole then retired until 
1888, when he again purchased a quarter in- 
terest In the Forepaugh-Sclls Bros, and Buf- 
falo Bill's Wild West Shows, he acting as the 
executive head In both of those institutions, 
during the absence of the Barnum k Bailey 
Shows while they were touring Great Britain 
and the European continent, and after Mr. 
l-'ailev's death be was appointed managing 
director of the Barnum & Bailey nnd the 
Buffalo Bill Shows, which honor he accepted 
more as a favor than an Inclination, and re- 
tired from active Bcrvlce Just as soon as he 
was able to adjust the affairs of both con- 
cerns, and has since contented himself in 
looking after his many personal Interests and 
enjoying the rest and recreation which a life 
of Industry has well earned.

THEMOVINGPICTURE, 

ITS POLITICS AHD 

PRODUCTION.

All three of them were discussing matter* 
la general, -while at lunch at the approved 
motion plcturo hostelry, and they decided 
that It was a fascinating game. The discus- 
sion broadened, because opinion on the reason 
(or the fascination differed, but on one point 
they nil agreed, and It wan bo expressed: 
"You rover can tell when you go to bed at 
night how you will And the motion picture 
roan when you tvako up In the morning." 

And that Just about explain* It. The men 
who turned to moving pictures eight or nine 
years ago, did not look upon It as an invest- 
ment — ft was pure gamble, and all the ele- 
ments of the gamblo wero evident In tho 
operations at tho men who were drawn to It. 
As a veteran of every campaign since before 
moving pictures were launched into their 
wonderful popularity, I feel qualified to say 
that tbo present prosperity of the business 
is tho greatest surprise to those who ore 
making the greatest amount of money. Names 
which stand high In tho rnnks of the 
I'ntcnti Co. to-day represented a different 
spirit eight years ago from the staid, settled, 
enormous business operations as we know 
them now. Thcio men came into tho Hold as. 
a gamlilo with whatever little money they 
were ablo to command, Just aa tho circus 
tent men did In tho old days. And It is 
this restless element and spirit that the In- 
dustry fdl liolr, -which accounts for tho rea- 
son given here for Its fascinating aide. 

Your moving picture man linn gotten to be 
ono of big operations, and he Is forced to 
do things on tho spur of the moment for 
which i lie average man In a commercial pur- 
suit would hold a meeting of his board of 
directors. And this quick action is what 
nnisi'H tho moving picture "map" to assume 
Its chamoleon ehnrarter. Tim man who was 
big yesterday Is small to-morrow, and vloe 
vena. Tho concern which was rldlag along 
on the high tide of success Is walling In the 
dismal swamp of uncertainty. Men with 
but an li!cn mil a few dollars yesterday are 
to-day the heads of largo organizations and 
the custodians of enormous funds. The 
amusing part of it oil Is that both iho aue- 
ccss and the failure takes it as a matter of 
course. Tho former goes on striving for 
more dollar*, turning his money over and 
over again, as If ho was born to It, while the 
latter Just smiles and begins his climb all 
over ngiiln, feeling confident thnt he, too, 
will achieve the success of bis neighbor; nnil 
tho failure carries himself not a whit less 
Important than the man of hundreds of 
thousands. 

I nm speaking now of the manufacturers ; 
but among tho theatro owners It is Just 
about the same. Tho butcher, tho baker and 
the candlestick maker have taken a chance 
•nd won great fortunes. Tho man who 
tuado clonks and suits a few years ago 
has erected a million dollar monument on 
the site of his birthplace ; his namo Is a 
household word in every city where his mag- 
nificent theatres are located. His automo- 
biles nrc matters of course to him, and If 
hit face docs not appear in tho newspapers 
for a week or two ho feels neglected. 

The man who started with a small theatro, 
on an Important thoroughfare, succeeded In 
making enough money to buy the entire 
building In which he had Just leased a store 
to start with. Ho opened another littlo the- 
atre, and then another one, and then succeed- 
ed In branching out Into the manufacturing 
field in such a -way that his name Is linked 
with tlioso of the stars of "stagcland ;" he 
has accumulated enough money to offer them 
enormous sums to pose for him In pictures. 
The man personally is a sharp, shrewd busi- 
ness man, but ho pays a salary to a clever 
director with a reputation for moving pic- 
ture masterpieces. He has a specialist for 
every important part of the work, whllo ho 
sits at his deik and sees that his money Is 
well Hpcnt. His friends know that he could 
not direct a plcturo himself to save his life, 
but it is essential that ho be personally ad- 
vertised, and so It comes that tho obscuro 
owner of a "store show" Is heralded from 
Coast to Coast as a new Moses, and aa the 
"Belaaco" of moving pictures. Of course, 
his confreres look on and omlle, and bow to 
his dollar, But the fact that he has achieved 
that success with a rub of the magic lamp 
cannot bo gainsaid. Yet, while on a larger 
scale, bis career Is but a sample of a thou- 
sand such Instances which attend the tri- 
umphant sweep of tho moving plcturo dim. 

The manufacturing field to-day represents 
a peculiar state of affairs. Taken altogether, 
tho moving picture industry may well bo 
termed a liouso divided against Itself, for 
there Is no question as to the feasibility of 
conceited operations of tho cntlro manufac- 
turing field. Wftllc granting that competi- 
tion is the life of trade, and that the sur- 
vival of the fittest la Just, the motion picture 
industry holds a peculiar position in com- 
parison with all commercial or theatrical 
llnea of endeavor. Its lines of activity are 
greatly diversified, and notwithstanding enor- 
mous capital which may bo Invested In a 
Jiroject, the foundation of the movement Is 
lie practicability of au Idea. 

We need but look back a few years to the 
rage of the talking moving picture, In- 
ventors (lew to their shops and half a doicn 
of them at once were alio to get a phono- 



graph to synchronize with a moving picture. 
Great companies with wonderful names and 
marvelous commercial twistB were at once 
organized, and responsible capital took a 
chance, what was the result The public, 
the Jury In the case, decided that tho phono- 
grnph Itself was not sufficiently free of that 
metallic quality In the voice to give the 
natural effect to the acting figure on the 
sheet They came, they taw, and they went, 
awttv unimpressed. The exploiters stood by 
and struggled frantically to, appeal, from the 
first decision. They threw good mosey after 
tvul ; tliey paid enormous turns to singers, 
dancers nnd monnloglBts whose names Btood 
out in electric lights at tMo vaudeville thea- 
trei, and offered tliclr moving photograph 
ond voice to the public. The public was 
kind. It Hocked in to see, but that very foun- 
datlon of the Idea. Iho phonograph Itself, 
was still the sum.: as at the first hearing, 
and tho promoters, like the Arab, folded 
' their tents and stole Bllently away. 

la the production of moving pictures tho 
manufacturers of a few- years ago had but 
to get some kind of a plot, with only fair 
acting, nnd It was good enough to "release." 
When the few pioneers gathered and decided 
that they owned the patent, and therefore 
wero the only ones entitled to make moving 
pictures, they unconsciously gave birth to 
the first thought of actual quality In moving 
pictures, for when they gave birth to the In- 
dependent faction, tho first slogan of com- 
mercial competition was sounded with qual- . 
ity ns the Issue. The Patents Co. manufac- 
turers wero spurred on to greater effort. 
TluT found themselvea using thousands of 
dollars, which until that time they confiden- 
tially considered "salted." They established 
studios in tropical cilmntcs, equipped com- 
panies for trips around the world, and began 
to look for novelties In production. The In-' 
dependents, with a very late start, began a 

f;ame struggle to keep up with the pace set 
ly the dollars of tbo other side. They, too, 
found themselves spending more money than 
they ever had anticipated, and in some in- 
stances. Instead of crwitlnjr new ammunition 
they Just lnld down their dollars and bought 
the ammunition of the other side in the 
quality production. Such a state of affairs 
It would have gone very well with the field 
thus divided in two; the Independent faction 
was showing the light spirit, for they wero 
throwing their profits bark into their plants, 
willing to gamblo on tho quality they could 

■ran 

Then came the first of a series of political 
upheavals, which from tbtt time until to- 
day have serlouBlly interfered with the qual- 
ity of production. In a corresponding 
mcasuro has tho avarice of the Patents Co. 
set its product back; for with the lucres* 
In business each one of Its manufacturers 
began a policy of Increased products which 
eventually mnulfestcd itself In the sacrifice 
of nuultty for quantity. 

When tho Independents wero thus split, 
they found that men whom they had trained 
were taken away by the other side of their 
own house and they were running the same 
salary raco as that to which they had sub- 
jected tho Patents Co. They were obliged 
to stop the race for quality because politics 
demanded their attention. An Important fea- 
ture of the political differences of tho manu- 
facturers now came Into consideration In tho 
attitude of the exchange men. They found 
that tho exhibitor was actually beginning to 
discriminate against certain brands of fllm 
which they considered inferior to others in 
quality. That brought the exchanges Into 
tho conflict and led to another complication 
when some manufacturers. In order to main- 
tain their position, began to Invest In the 
exchange business. This kept on for such 
a whllo that some exchange men who wero 
not yot In partnership with any manufac- 
turer, woko to their own strength, and by 
combining forces compelled tho warring fac- 
tions to cease their quarrel and turn to 
quality production. Such a state of affairs 
obtained through tho Ufo of the Motion Pic- 
ture Distributing and Sales Co., and until 
the formation of the Universal Film Co. 

During all Ibis time men with money to 
Invest were sitting on tho fence and looking 
(town on the buttle like so many hawks wait- 
ing for an opportunity to swoop down and 
enrrv off a dainty morsel, As soon as the 
market tbowed Its first evidence of normal 
condition tho so-called feature fllm was born 
Tho technique of picture production, so long 
In the hands of a chosen few, now became a 
y. fitter of study to hundreds. Office boys bo- 
enmo actors, stenographers became leading 
women, property men becamj directors, and 
directors became partners In business of the 
butcher, the baker and tho candlestick maker, 
who had tho price with which to make pic- 
tures of two and three we'-j. The foreign 
manufacturers, with a market based entirely 
on quality, had shown that performances of 
one featnro production were feasible, and 
J.'ter a few of these wero Imported to tho 
united States the American speculator said: 
"why not American features?'' Immediately 
there was a rush to the feature standard, 
and for a while the manufacturers of regu- 
lar releases found themselves cornered. But 
again dollars ramo to the rescue, and In 
order to protect their exchange against fre- 
quent cancelations of service on "feature 
Jays,' they began to manufacture features 
for regular release. 

These tactics, however, have met with but 
Indifferent success ; the regular organisations 
arc now making features aa a regular part 
of their day's work, and obviously they can- 
not Rive such productions the concentrated 
attention which they mutt receive; on the 
other hand, the free lance manufacturer de- 
votes weeks of preparation to each picture, 
r.nd when lie makes It It li the only thing oa 
his mind for the time being. Boms of these 
rcsultt have completely surpassed the offer- 



ings of the oldest and most experienced film 
makers. 

Of course, during all of this evolution 
several attempts were made, to establish the 
"exclusive program." 1 -One of these was crys- 
tallzed in the Film' Supply Co. of America, 
which was eventually spilt- In. twain, the 
other half, of the house going out for inde- 
pendent operations under the pane of Mutual 
Film Corporation. This left, ills-. Film Sup- 
ply people with, tbelr heads la the air and 
their feet off the ground, piii they' turned 
from all attempts at rcorgarflzatkm on their 
former basis to an' organization of feature 
film manufacturers. This must In time lead 
to disintegration, because the manufacture 
of feature films will not allow of manipula- 
tion as will the making of single reels. The 
exhibitor is quick to see- the difference be- 
tween a feature in which tho subject matter 
Is of feature Interest and the kind of product 
which Is called a feature because it' Is more 
than one reel in length. It Is possible to 
gather Into a program a small percentage of 
passable material, but Just so soon as a 
feature market Is assured to such a combina- 
tion, so surely docs its prosperity run away 
with Its energy, and quality suffers. The 
feature film belongs with the individual In- 
dependent manufacturer of about one pro- 
duction a month, that it a fair average, and 
allows of the proper preparation una at- 
tention. • ' - 

The destiny of the Mutual Film Corpora- 
tion, however, is In Its own hands, because It 
ertntrols |t,s own factories and buys film cf 
itself by' own'ng Its exchanges. Here, again, 
as In the case of the Patents Co., competi- 
tion Is practically eliminated, and effort Is 
directed toward quantity production. Past 
events point to Indifferent success. And it is 
now a matter, of general knowledge that the 
Thnnbouscr product Is the peg upon which 
all of its other brands ire' hanging. 

The public, too, has taken an active hand 
In the politics of moving pictures by con- 
tributing d forcefully expressed sentiment 
It wants novelty, and It wants personalities. 
It has slezed upon various moving picture 
performers and singled them out for such 
unique favors and attentions as never fell to 
the lot of any legitimate novelty In things 
and people, which has given rise to the dims 
for current events, performances of persoa- 
ages w.'ll known In various walks of life, 
nnd last, but not least, the educational film. 
The first named Included the Introduction of 
Winter McKay, tho famous cartoonist ; Harry 
Flrness, of similar International fame; Henry 
Dixie, Nat Wills, the Count De Beaufortc, 
Nat Oo'jdwln, Sarah Hcmhardt and a galaxy 
of other ctars. 

The educational films take a treatise of their 
own, and to my mind the possibilities for 
tho future tower above any of the past tri- 
umphs of the motion picture camera. Al- 
ready there Is a wealth of scientific data 
recorded on film, but experts will agree that 
the work still left will keep willing workers 
busy for years to come. The feature film ; 
makers have capitalized sensationalism only, | 
whereas their real field and avenue of success i 
lies In educational film, If they will but see I 
It, For me to supply Ideas and data here 
would be placing ammunition in their hands, ' 
which Is neither my desire nor province In 
this Instance. But suffice to say that my , 
own personal faith lrt the educational fllm 
Is such that all of my time and effort and i 
financial rcsonrce Is devoted to it 

In discussing the relation between tho 
politics and the production of the moving i 
picture it Is difficult to Ignore the various 
attempts which have been made to capi- 
talize tho success of the industry. I recall 
with pleasure the first Instance which, ever , 
came to ney attention, wherein the trade was 
startled o.ia bright morning by the appear- 
ance in a. trade magazine of a beautiful 
picture of the proposed plan of a newly or- 

?;anlzed concern which was about to revo- 
utlonlze the Industry — at least, so the pro- 
moters said. It was within my province at 
that time to look Into such matters, And I 
found that the affair was a clever attempt 
to sell worthless stock to the gullible. The 
plans of the company were only a dream, 
and those In charge of It knew nothing about 
motion picture production, for. If they did, 
they could never havt published such ex- 
travagant figures In their prospectus. It was 
to my interest at that time to expose such 
schemes, and It was not difficult to sweep 
this ono off the boards. But even at 
this late date comes another one, and Its 
published figures make me wish that I had 
the same work to do over again. For they 
make tho ridiculous statement that they in- 
tend to manufacture thirty negatives a week. 
There is not a single brand in the world to- 
day releasing half that amount. Unques- 
tionably, some will put up their cold dollars 
for stock, then there will be much walling 
ond gnashing of teeth. 

The status of the Industry bo-day is sound 
In only one respect, and that 1b Its future. 
The public haa guaranteed that, and so long 
as the manufacturers produce quality ma- 
terial they will not need to worry about the 
demand. Itut It Is difficult to say that 
politics will not seriously Interfere with their 
efforts. At this moment tho Motion Plcturo 
Patents Co. Is under rigid government probe, 
nnd the Universal Co.. which Is next In order, 
Is already divided against Itself. Tho per- 
sonal elements which make up this comblno 
are not the elements of harmony nnd co-op- 
eration. It Is a matter of general knowledge 
that each day of Its tmsuiesa Is a tattle 
royal among Its guiding geniuses. Only a 
few weeks ago lis Independent customers 
came to New York en wmis to protest 
against Ihe Universal'] highhanded tactics. 
TTie latest development Indicates tho Improper 
handling of stockholders' Interests and the 
appointment of a receiver. The quality of 
the Universal product has gone down per-

2152. Theatrical and other performances 
on Sunday. The performance of any tragedy, 
comedy, vaudeville, opera, ballet, farce, negro 
minstrelsy, negro or other dancing, wrestling, 
boxing with or without gloves, sparring con- 
test, trial of strength, or any part or parts 
therein, or any circus, equestrian or dramatic 
performance or exercise, or any performance 
or exercise of jugglers, acrobats, club « per 
formnnccs or rope dancers, or presenting, or 
in any maimer displaying pictures or views, 
cither moving or stationary, or operating or 
permitting to be operated any moving picture 
machine or other appliance, mechanical or 
vthmcisc, for the production of such pictures 
or ricics on the 111 st day of the week is fur- 
l-Idrtcn ; and every person aiding in such ex- 
hibition, performance (or), exercise or for- 
bidden act by advertisement, posting or other- 
wise, aud every owner or lessee of any gar- 
den, building or other room, place or struc- 
ture, who lenses or Ict3 the same for the pur- 
pose of any such, exhibition, performance 
(or), exercise or forbidden act, or who as- 
sents to the use of the same, for any such 
purpose, if it bo so used, and every person, 
firm, association or corporation which shall 
(tiinlsh or supply electricity or yaa to anil 
Harden, building or other .room, place or 
ifntcfaf* for use in any manner connected 
tcMh such crhiliitinn exercise or forbidden 
act, 1? jsnllly of n misdemeanor. In addltlim 
to the punishment therefore provided by 
statute, every person violating this section 
!s subject to . penalty of live hundred dol- 
lars, which penalty "The Society for the 
Reformation of Juvcn-llo Delinquents" In the 
City of New 1'ork, for Ihc use of that so- 
ciety, iind the overseers of the poor In any 
other city or town, for the use of Ihc poor, 
arc authorized, In the name of the people of 
this State, bt recover. Besides this penalty, 
every such exhibition, performance (or), ex- 
i rr I so or fnrWd'Ir.n act, of Itself, annuls any 
license which may have been previously ob- 
tained by the manager, superintendent ngent, 
owner or lessee, using or letting such build- 
ing, garden, room, place or other structure, 
or consenting to such exhibition, perform- 
ance (or), exercise or forbidden oof. 

2. This act Rhn'.i take effect Sept first, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen.

That 
was before the era of the "movies' or the 
one-night stand road companies. Km- it city 
had its stock company, and an actor who 
had achieved a reputation In a repertoire of 
standard dramas traveled from place to 
place playing his repertoire, usually chang- 
ing the play each night, and being supported 
by the permanently located stock company. 
trom the ranks of those stock companies 
emanated all the worth while stars of the 
past and the present generation. The stock 
company was a school where the actor began 
Id the kindergarten grade, and with the 
natural ability that he must have possessed 
to be able to enter that grade, gradually and 



studiously worked his way up to the bead of 
whatever line of business bis physique and 
ability suited him for.

We bad managers in those days who were 
artists in their way, who demanded and 
recognized dramatic ability before physical 
appearance. The word "type" was unknown 
to them. History is now. to n degree, re- 
peating Itself, and to-day there is hardly a 
city or town In the country thai; cannot 
boast of one or more stock companies. Where 
the so-called road company Is playing to star- 
vation business, the stock company is flour- 
ishing. 

A few years ago it seemed we might almost 
despair of worthy successors of the fust- 
disappearing legitimate actor, as the mann- 
fer who controlled our road productions, 
nowlng no better, Insisted that the actor 
he selected for a part must look it in the 
office. Hut the stock company, the greatest 
and only practical school of acting, will give 
this and the next generation a crop of dra- 
matic luminaries that will equal, If not excel, 
those whose names are fauilllur to-day in 
dramatic history. 

I have seen dining the past year some 
stock performances that have equalled, and 
in some fuses surpassed, the original, and 
that with tin average of only live rehearsals 
for the actors, and one week for the me- 
chanics and scenic artist, to get out the pro- 
duction. And the proof of the above is that 
where the road company, with the original 
production (and usually an unusually bad 
company of actors) bud the season before 
played to very bad business, the stock would 
play the same bill n week, to capacity. 

Manngiug a stock company is Just as dif- 
ferent Xioiu utituitglng a ruiid company, as is 
the running of a gusollne craft to that of a 
Cape Cod "cat" — not a bad comparison, as 
the former, when started, will cither keep on 
going without much effort, or stall dead, 
while the latter must be bandied skillfully, 
requiring a technical knowledge that Is ac- 
quired only through long experience. 

There Is one mistake that I think stock 
managers make, however, and simply because 
it has become a custom ; that Is, In arranging 
the ensemble of their companies. They will 
engage a leading man or woman, give tlicm 
the benefit of the star parts, star dressing 
rooms, Ute advance notices, print their 
names in heavy type on the billing matter 
and programs, ana give them all the other 
advantages tb.it stars ( ?) usually get, and, 
in addition, pay for their services from two 
to three times more salary than any other 
member of the company, while in the same 
organization there may be several far better 
actors playing Inferior parts, whose expenses 
for dressing, living, etc., are Just as mucb. 
The manager, through custom, has deluded 
himself luto the belief that his leading man 
and woman arc the whole show. 

■Now, wero I engaging a stock company, 
there are four members whose position and 
ealary would be equal. I would engage a 
leading heavy man who would play all my 
leading heavy parts, such as John Burkett 
Bydcr, etc. ; a juvenile leading man who 
would play all my leading Juvenile parts; a 
leading heavy woman who would play my 
Madame X parts, etc., and n leading Juvenile 
woman who would pluy all Ingenue leads. My 
character man, my comedian, etc., would 

filar whatsoever parts were considered In 
heir lines. My company would cost no more ; 
In addition, I would make every contract 
read "parti cast for," and I believe I would 
get better work and better general results. 

8omo Block managers, In fact a great 
many, believe that a certain leading man or 
woman Is absolutely necessary to the suc- 
cess of the organization. If that 1b true, why 
Is it that one week a stock will play to a 
gross of |4,00O or more, find pcrbnpB the 
very next week, with the same company, ths 
receipts will fall below the $2,000 mark? 
Think It over. The company Is not drawing 
the money Into the house. Now. as it always 
has been, "The play's the thing." 

There are four persons seldom. If ever, 
seen by the audience, who contribute as much 
to a good stock production as the acting com- 

Iiany, namely, the carpenter, the scenic srt- 
st, electrician and property man. 

I don't know who Is really responsible for 
the fnlw valuation placed en a grcsl many 
plays that the stock manager Is com pel led 
to use, year after year. I am bum It Is not 
the manager. I rather would plnce "the 
crime" {because In a great many Instances 
it should come under the bend of "obtaining 
money under false pretenses") upon those 
who nro in control of the latest Broadway 
successes ( 7) or failures, and who know no 
more about the stock game than a babe In 
arms knowa about the graft system In New 
York. 

1 want to digress for a moment to give a 
hint to our producing ninnagcrs who usually 
score two failures to one success — Hint ln- 
•tead of spending a fortune on the premiere 
of a piny thev think Is good, they should get 
In touch w'th a stock manager or director, 
give him the use of the pluy for a week's 
production gratis, take their advisory board 
along and witness a few of the performances. 
In that way they would get a pretty good 
line on Ike merits or demerits of the play. 
And also remember that where the producing 
manager handles two or three plays each 
Benson, the stock house produces forty or 
wore. And the stock manager and director 
arc generally pretty good Judges of dramatic 
mateiinl. Also the average stock audience, 
"even If provincial," enn Judge of the merit 
of n performance JuBt as well, and perhaps 
better, than the blase Broadway audience or 
critics. 

Vaudeville and "the herc-tostay" movlcB 
have hurt the traveling companies, but stock, 
like T ennyson's brook, "will go on forever."

THE PRESS AGENT.

IEditob'h Note.— iFmnk L. Albert, a promi- 
nent factor In the Held of aviation, Is -well 
known as a manager, press agent, owner 
end promoter of amusement euterplsos 
from coast to coast He lins been twenty- 
eight years In the business, and his ex- 
perience embraces every branch of out- 
door and Indoor amusements. He was 
one of th« pioneer press agents nnd pro- 
moters of carnivals In the united States, 
nnd is known to everyone connected with 
that line.] 

"Alt hail to the Prett Agent!" Why 
shouldn't I say all ball to the press agent V 
Will anyone dam dispute that lie, Is not, to- 
day absolutely necessary to the success of 
most anything and evoyrhlng. In the amuse- 
ment and commercial world. (I mean only 
the Reel Ptmb Agent, not the Half Ways, 
the Butt Ins, nor the ToddHlng Embryonlcs). 

The Press Aamnt — God. bless him I He, per- 
haps Is the worst maligned man on earth. 
at thnes. Why? Uecnuso of the general 
Ignorance of tho groat majority who never 
seem to take time to investigate, and sum up 
the vicissitudes of his profession. Perhaps oft 
times the worst form of Ignorance Is shown 
by the press agent's own employer nnd asso- 
ciates. (Right hero let mo say that I believe 
the best suggestion that I could make In be- 
half of the Press Agent Is for Mr. Employer 
or Dear Anaoclato 1o personally attempt to per- 
form the duties of tho Press Agent themselves. 
I really believe that after they have made 
their attempt Mr. Press Agent will rise in 
their estimation a thousand per cent. 

Since the first season of habitation of the 
earth by man wo have hod tho wily and 
worthy Press Agent I might say he was 
tho original good fellow and wise man of 
the UniVerse. All through Ancient history 
wo have heard of wise men. "The wine- 
Men of tho Bast" wore really the first great 
press agents. Concrete evidence will stare 
anyone In the face nnd prove that I am 
right In ray assertions If they will but read 
the Bible thoroughly, study Ancient history 
end dig Into scientific research. I will ad- 
mit that the prehistoric publicity promoter 
existed before tho day of bad cigars and 
"bum" (Jiimmrs, hut he surely was there 
with pleasant ways', lust the same, and for 
all wo know, he might have been there pretty 
strong with a pocket of smokes made from 
tho leaf of Theoslqurc plant, a species of 
fragrant liortlculttiro from which the honey 
of tho Gods was made by huge Plcgeorn 
bees. It is said that these famous smokes 
were used by the original cave-men kings. 
The inhalations from them Infused great 
strength and power of mind, which enabled 
them to overcome nil who ventured within 
tho near radii of their sacred presence. In 
other words a few puffs from one of these 
famous Bniokors enabled them to hypnotize 
all who came in contact with them. (What 
a pity we can't purchase some of these Thc- 
oslquro smokers nowadays, so we could slip 
them to some of our modern editors. They 
would cortalndy aid us In securing front pngo 
stuff.) 

Or our Ancient brother press ngent may 
have had a pocket fall of inchlthiekloratttltit 
thumb-daws or several left hind feet of the 
bewrci/oHrrir/Jittneticon/iMiifenns to present 
for uso as watchcharms (instead of the Hon 
claws used by sono of our modern show press 
MRonta to subslditc tho gill town press, or 
he may have Invited them to a barbecue din- 
ner of MMosauri\taiqninQtUtll<liilum held to 
Bonie shady spot on the mountainside. 

It matters not where he went to sup or 
what he linndcd out to smoke, we know he 
wns there with both feet. At all ovory-day 
events, nnd on nil state occasions, lie wns 
the Chtnf Publicity Promoter, High Sheriff 
and Principal Mender. Ho was then, as now, 
tho Koro and Aft of everything. When It 
enmc to promoting or extolling the virtues of 
the empire, etc., he wns always if, and like- 
wise was also the regular Fall Guy. For 
Instance, It by chance Old Chili Foot the 
Palace sculptor In chiseling tho hlorogllphlcs 
on tho boulder nldo or the cavern walls, 
Hlinuld leave off tho left hind foot of n rin- 
kitMnkstirlu* or a ptcco of the tall of the 
Fmt*y Wwszy Bird, or the left ear of tho 
Mngocnt. lie wns blamed for every mistake. 
(For Information will Bay that during these 
prehlHtorlc nnd recent barbaric dnys they 
did not use printer's Ink, but conveyed the 
same meaning with their code of animal 
figures. For mute evidence sec (Irund Can- 
yon Walls, or write our old pal, Elbert Hub- 
bard, the sage of Kant Aurora.) 

And when Iho Palace heralds became 
soused on new Drop wine nnd got their an- 
nouncements mixed, it was Poor Press Agent 
who wns to blame, because then, ns now. all 
ceremonials were under his direction. Times 
have not clanged much since then, becauso 
nt the present time, when the slightest mis- 
take occurs with the publicity program, 
though through no fault of the Press Agent, 
tho IVmons of Wroth are turned njtninst 
him : fur Instance, if some one In a news- 
paper plnnt, or other publishing office, should 
ditch a phrase by mistake, supplant on Ir- 
relevant sentence or a letter, or n bunch of 
punctuation marks is klckrd out of the mnke- 
up by some cnwless employee, or one of n 
hundred things which could happen through 
no mistake of his ojid without his knowledge, 
the Press Agent Is Doubly Damned Just the 
tame. 



. The modern press agent Iibb Improved with 
time. T.i-duy, I might say. he is the most 
acutely evolutcd being "f all crafts, an in- 
llnltcl.- constructed product that has lived 
from the beginning of tlmo to the present 
day. We may say he is the only creature 
who has not evolutcd backward. (Shade of 
■Edward Bellamy, please note.) The press 
<\gent of lo-dau is acknowledged (o be tho 
tail motion adjuster, Jlscr and mender. 

Sorry to say Dear Employer or Dear Boss 
lias stood still or I should dare to say he lias 
evolutcd backward (again the shade of Ed- 
ward Bellamy pleaBc note). I can see no 
oxcuao for Mr. Modern Boss to be In the po- 
sition he Is at the present tin* relative to 
the Press Agent We certainly expect him to 
be of a higher order of human Intelligence 
than old Xj-lpotanthum, the cave-man King, 
who drank nothing but wine made from the 

mtcUUes of Mercury Old King Xyp ■ 

being always soused aud sleepy, had not 
sense enough to know when one of his chlsel- 
lors made a mistake In hieroglyphics, nor 
did he rare. He called Mr. Press Agent Just 
the same. There never was an ancient king 
without Ills Press Agent, nior was there ever 
any ruler of Blbllcoil times without his. Old 
King Solomon wns a "Wise Old Soul." He 
hod press, agents of more than one hundred 
fold. Nover has a bunch of broilers been ad- 
vertised so well as King Solomon's wives, 
and when we look bock to biblical history we 



Take for Intance the great oil trust, the 
sugar trust, the steamsuilp trust. Remem- 
ber how the press agents of the White Star 
Line had to fix and mend from morn till 
night? Didn't yo.i feel sorry for those poor 
devils? They had a task too monumental 
for mortal hand or brain. Regardless of the 
relentless hounding of their superiors and 
the maddened nsslnlne orders these poor 
over-worked Press Agents could not prevent 
the news bureaus of the world from, featur- 
ing for days and weeks the graphic and 
heart-rending story of the wreck of the Ti- 
tanic 

In fact, bake all of the trusts. They have 
tho highest salaried Press Agents in- the 
Country, and what a blessing they are to 
Mr, Rockefeller, Mr, Morgan, Mr. Ryan and 
all of the rest of die big men of Wail Street. 

To-day In politics we nnd that the most 
Important factor In every campaign is the 
Press Agent Every man who runs for office 
In a municipality, iro^i the Alderman to the 
Mayor, from the Slate legislature to the Gov- 
ernor In a State, and from the Congressman 
to the President of the United States, all 
recognize and seek the aid of the Press 
Agen; — without him they usually fall. In 
religious circles also we find the Press Agent 
a very potent factor. In most of our big 
cities the larger churches have their publicity 
promoters. Every modern evangelist has his 
Press Agent. Where would Evangelists 
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shake our heads at the story of Lot's wife 
turning her head mid looking backward. For 
this breach of etiquette sho was turned to a 
"Pillar of Salt." We are a little Inclined 
lo think that this wns strictly a press agent's 
story ami it Is proven every rainy day — wo 
still rubber, but no one to our knowledge, 
has ever turned to a "Pillar of Salt." It is 
a well known fnct that the twelve disciples 
were press agents for Christianity, and from 
that day to this Christianity has bad its 
press agents. Until to-day Its light lluwln- 
ates the world, and the agents extolling the 
beauties of it are numbered awny up Into the 
hundreds of millions. Publicity promoters 
In ancient days disseminated Information by 
word of mouth. 

To return to the modem employer, lie 
should be far nbovo (in his relation with his 
press ncent) what the Ancient caveman was 
with his, became Mr. Modern Employer Is 
living in an ago of keen perception and 
pound deductive decision, but generally he is 
the one to ienst appreciate the labors and 
activities of his publicity promoter. Toor 
old press agent, ho is the man who tokos 
more abuse, more blame, receives leas thanks, 
works harder, does more good, gets less 
credit, must have more versatility, greater 
summit of patience, And is more generally 
underpaid than imy mnn In the profession. 

So chronic has (he kicking against the 
Amusement Press Agent become In latter 
years. Hint I believe If tho world was lo 
eomo to nn end nnd causa tho newspaper 
presses to burnt asunder nnd tali tho stories 
then planted, Mr. Boss would awaken during 
the lull in the storm of Are and brimstone 
and yell his ''regular dally ftlcfc" because 
the story didn't go over without n hitch. 

To-dny more than ever In the history of 
the world Is the Tress Agent in demand. He 
Is a great factor In the geucral business and 
religions associations of the world. 



Moody, "fJypsy" Smith and Chapman have 
been'.' I'll answer, nowhere I Sam Jones, 
the fiuuouM quaiut but rude Southern Evan- 
Kcllst, wus made sensationally famous by 
Press Agents. 

Dowle, of Zlon City fame, was himself a 
great Press Agent, as arc numerous of these 
religious fanatics and leaders of strange 
cults, namely : The Holy Rollers, Dunkhou- 
tors, Sun Worshippers, and a hundred other 
of their ilk Just as peculiar, and bo It Is In 
every Held of endeavor where fame or money 
Is sought, you will find the Press Agent 

But I regret to say thnt In the very field 
(the amusement world) where tho Press 
Agent Is found at his keenest, and where ho 
hus developed tlw greatest, we often find 
him not appreciated and almost a discredited 
creature. In other words, ho Is not wor- 
shipped and praised ns an individual factor 
necessary to the success of the amusement 
enterprise with which he may bo connected. 
Too many showmen and owners Imagine they 
arc Press Agents. 

It Is to the Bk'll of the present day Press 
Agent nnd Publicity promoter that all success- 
ful amusement cntcrpiscs owe their good for- 
tune nnd existence. Regardless of their ar- 
guments against paying tho Press Agent a 
high class salary amd that his job Is on easy 
snap, 1 still claim nnd can prove thnt n real, 
efficient Press Agent and publicity promoter 
Is worth more to cny amusement combine 
than anv four ordinary features. Worth as 
much, I dare say, ts any two first class fea- 
tures, and worth as much as any one ordinary 
star fenture. What good would thcKohinoor 
diamond bo to you If you couldn't show it In 
order to sell It. providing you owned it, and 
you were broke? So be It! What Is the good 
of any ordinary star feature in any class of 
amusement comblno If you can't have It or 
him or her properly presented to the public 
In advance through correct channels of pub- 



licity, continuously 'boosted nnd heralded from 
morn 'tit night? / say none/ And I claim If 
you don't boost and plug and herald aloud by 
all tho best known methods or others Just 
as good, the merits of your feature and Its or 
his or her associates that you will be looking 
for some one to help you pay the bills of your 
enterprise, unless you should by a peculiar 
omcl exceptional run of luck, just get by. But 
heed this warning — it's only one and one-half 
per cent, times you get by without the Press 
A^ent. I mean some one, somebody has to 
be the Press Agwnt Mr. Employer f If you 
ore qualified yourself, then so much the bet- 
ter. But, my contention Is that you need a 
Press Agent, and that he Is entitled to gen- 
erally forty per cent, more than he usually 
draws nowadays. When I say pay the Press 
Agent. I mean pay the good agent. 

And there are mauy of them who are being 
held In leash because their slaving and Inter- 
est Is not appreciated. Raise their salaries. 
Ask for efficiency and you will get it. Pat 
your agent on the back once in a while. At 
least be as kind as the horse trainer who, 
after every hard trick, pots the animal on 
the head and gives It a piece of apple or 
sugar. I'll bet I state the truth when I say 
that many a time one of the boys whoBe 
cycB will read this article would have appre- 
ciated half ns much consideration and kind- 
ness as tbc rained horse receives. 

Press Agents ace horn, not made! A real 
Press Agent is one who has a nose for news ; 
knows how to couple his attractions cor- 
rectly and at tbc psychological moment with 
a current news event ; also at a glance and 
Instinctively knows just what form and style 
of a story his newspaper man will use. He 
must he a mac who can be pleasant and 
gentlemanly In nil his meetings with press 
men. He must be able to lust fit himself In 
the niche left open for him by ninety per 
cent, of newspaper men. For while, as In all 
walks of lite, the newspaper man runs afoul 
of some rotten press agent propositions, so 
It Is that In some Instances does the Press 
Agent meet a bad newspaper man. But take 
them all in general — there Is no better, 
well-met class of men on earth than news- 
paper men nnd Press Agents. And, indeed, 
if it was not for Mr. Newspaper mnn's good 
fellowship and kindness we modern Press 
Agents could not exist and make half good. 
For well you all know that a few cheap pair, 
of skulls — broads — ducatB — fakes — passes or 
shllls will not buy Ink, pay running expenses 
or salaries In any newspaper office. And 
when yon stop to think what a Press Agent 
has done and can get done just through his 
personality and good fellowshp for a few 
"bum" passes. Isn't It enough to make your 
blood boll — when you hear the boss yell his 
bead off over the distribution of the same! 

Right here is where I generally would like 
to employ an alienist to examine Mr. Boss's 
noodle when he lets the stereotyped yell out, 
over the excess two or thTee doubles the edi- 
torial room received. I will Bay on behalf of 
dear bms or manager that there are excep- 
tions to all rules and that some bosses are 
fust ns Keen as the press agents to put it 
over, and, who are HberoJ ioilh motif;/ for 
paid ad», and pastes as well. Some bosses 
are very appreciative also. 

My idea Is get all you can for as little 
money as possible, but when your agent 
"Puffs a Gopher" or "Peters a safe," or 
"prowls a second story," as it were, for 
heaven's sake give him a bit of It. Recognize 
merit and grab It, and help nurture It, as 
Bus-hank did the cactus. He kept grafting at 
It until it was free from thorns. So. if the 
Press Agent plant on any limb has thorns, 
appoint yourself as a cominittoo of one to do 
a little grafting on the plant with kind ap- 
preciative words and an occasional Increase 
of real dough mixed with good suggestions, 
ami you will find Mr. Owner. Boss or Man- 
ager, that you will, like Burbank, have de- 
veloped a new, thornless plant. 

All writers of literature arc not Press 
Agents. All newspaper men do not make good 
show press agents. All press agents do not 
make good newspaper men. An amusement 
press agent. Do be a success, should be a 
showman. I know some good press agents 
who cannot themselves write a line of mat- 
ter. I know one good Press Agent who can- 
not even -write his own name. A t'^ss agent 
does not always have to be a writer. Of 
course, be who can write Is blessed. 

A real valuable Press Agent Is one who 
can In his mind's eye sec Instantaneously 
when and where to allow his imagination 
piny in working up a readable and live story, 
then next to place It A good definition for 
Press Agent Is as follows : One who can sense 
good cony, know good copy nt a glance, when 
to plant It how to place It, how to frame 
for It, and then understands tho personality 
of his man nnd then drops it in the press nt 
the psychological moment 

No smart presa agent will ever tank or 
deceive nn editor like Inky Dee. He will 
get you before yon die. 

Beware Nottoe. — Every man, woman or 
boy with press agent on Mb or her card, Is 
not n real, honest-to goodness press agent. 
You have seen a million of thin class, and 
my vote Is to send them to the Ostrich farm 
or make them members of the Inkiidinki. 
It's thin bunch that causes the real fellow to 
bo worried, because some of our worthy 
bosses are continually going Into the base- 
ment for n cheap, would-be press agent. 

Let a jell start 1 Have an accident occur I 
Have n scandal start with a theatrical com- 
pany I Have a "clem" on the lot ! Have one 
or n dozen of the thousand and one things 
happen that may Injure the show If It is not 
kept out of print! Have anything occur 



that would be detrimental to any amusement 
enterprise! Then the fall guy for fixing 
Immediately Is Mr. Press Agent. 

How many people realize whnt the real 
duties of a modern show press agent are? 
Not one in every twenty thousand. The press 
agent Joins his show a perfect stranger. 
First thing he must get n lot of photographs 
together (not always a pleasant Job). Next 
Ills cdts, fix up his advance press notices, 
ads. of all kinds and sizes for the papers and 
other publications he may come in contact 
with, get out his underlines and program 
copy, etc., order his paper and arrange for 
billing, etc.. for the season. As a rule the 
job with thatrlcals is coupled, with the big 
tents It Is sepnrnted. 

Hut It matters not, as the details of prepa- 
ration depend solely on the kind and charac- 
ter of shew and who owns It, as to what the 
routine will be. The procedure is practically 
rhe same for all when it comes to labor. 
Rain or shine! Hot cr cold! Sick or well! 
He must he up and nt his task. If there Is 
a sick wife, child or mother or any dear one 
at home. It matters not. Mr. Press Agent 
er.n't stop: he must plod along, look happy 
and fight diplomatically for space, and yet 
be pleasant while his heart is breaking with 
sorrow. To stop means hardships at home, 
to keep on means comfort for the loved ones 
and gentility for himself; so away he plugs 
frequently during the course of the day with 
only one meal and a heavy heart. He wilt 
walk many miles looking out for the show's 
billing on the walls, billboards, etc., chasing 
up bnnner locations, putting lis heart Into 
the advance publicity of the show, looking to 
sec if he can but add one more little thing 
to aid the showing. 

After this trip through the streets he goes 
to keep his date at the newspaper office at 
7 p. m., chats and visits, if allowed, always 
stooping to conquer, sometimes enjoying it 
and sometimes wishing he had a horseshoe 
In a glove. 8 p. m. comes. The stall Is over. 
The dope Is left or maybe he will think best 
nnd stall again. Says to the editor "I'll De- 
bacle a little later, maybe." Leaves his cuts 
or, perhaps, he don't. AH depends. Can't 
always sometimes tell. He may be waiting 
for the psychological moment to spring his 
man. Might be trying very diplomatically to 
get Mr. Editor out to lunch, to take a drink, 
a smoke or a walk ; trying to get under his 
skin somehow. No two are alike. The first 
thing he knows Its 11 r. m. It's a morning 
paper. Editor becomes reconciled that all 
press agents are not human bats or croco- 
diles, and he finally worms up to our Mr. 
Press Agent and says "Walt awhile and we 
will go out to lunch. Give me your stuff. 
What b the smauop* cut you have." Here 
press agent hands him a three or four 
column cut without even batting an eye and 
says "can't you put this Just for once on the 
front page where that old ugly cartoon was 
this morning?" And amid much tenseness 
of large and small moments, when It's best 
to be alone, once yet already, sometimes it'* 
put over. Wotol 

Now Its midnight. All go to lunch, back 
again at 2 A. M./then "Old Pal" Editor dust 
■met him yesterday) says : "Well, you might 
as well stay to see the paper run off.'*. 
(Cigars ! 1 Quick ! 1 1 Business of press agent 
being delighted). "Come on up in the com- 
posing room, old chap, and you can see your 
ad. proof — and also read the proof for your 
reader." (Aside by Press Agent : Fine [ If 
I can only repeat to-morrow.) So he goes 
from composing room to stereotyping room, 
swipes n few mats, hands out the bunk every- 
where, presumably hn.ppy. Clgnr here and a 
cigar there, and Press Agent always getting 
ten for one what he gives away. 

Then down the elevator or the stairs, into 
the pressroom. There he awaits the run-off 
nt ."'.SO a. m. 5Iore buak — more cigars. 
Grabs a hundred "bulldogs," walks out on 
the street, says "come on, Old Pal," to the 
Editor, "let's go eat I" 4 A. it., lunch over. 
"Rood-night, old man : see you to-morrow" — 
goes to hotel — all In, tired — mentally and! 
physically— been up day nnd night, for what 
— just to land n story, a cut and ?. good ad. 
location for his show. But no sleep yet tor 
our dear prcsv agent. So fatigued he con 
hardly. keep hla eyes open, he pens a letter 
home, mails It. At B a. X. leaves an 8 o'clock: 
call, and. to the tunc of the street sparrows* 
early chirpings, sinks Into dreamland. 

Home day ! Somewhere ! 'Someone ! With 
a big heart, will start a fund to build a 
monument to honor tho press agent.

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THE EVOLUTION OF THE CIRCUS COOK-HOUSE 

TM Nsw Yobk Cupper Is indebted to Arthur Davis for the accompanying Illustrations, 
covering the cook-tent service for n circus. Mr. Davli for a number of years was Identified 
with eome of America s leadln* rhrws, Including Scrllmcr ft Smith, Walter L. Main Hunting 
Shows, 8lg. Sautello, Frank A. Itobblns, Heath's New Orleans Shows, Barnum & Ualk'-y Robin- 
son 4 Franklin ShowB, Wallace Shows, Iloblnson Famous Shows, Norrlg & Rowc and 101 
Ranch Wild West ' 

To write cook-house history one would necessarily have to confine himself. In a more or 
less degree, to the Davis family. 

There are five brothers of this family of clrcu„ stewards— Charles. James, Arthur, Rector 
and George. Charles Is out of tlie buslneis and Is living on his (arm at Plnntsvllle, Conn.; 
Arthur Is with the Hotel La Salic, Chicago (but there is no telling wheu ho will break Into 
the business again) ; James and Hector have the cook-house with Hageobcck- Wallace Shows, 
and George is with Al. G. Barnes. 
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"No more had meats, no mora nithy welters and cooks. Tlio clean, white uniform bn 
taken place of the soiled shirt The cooks are experienced, and taken from hotels and 
restaurants, and with some of the larger miows the chefs are paid as high as 1128 a month. 

"Ollle Webb, steward of the KlDgllng Bros. 8hows: Howard Dannvi. of the Walter U 
Main Shows; Cole and Kline, for years with the Barnum Show, must also bo credited for 
much of the reformation in this Hue of endeavor. They spared no expense In providing tho 
beat of everything, and have bcea tireless In their efforts to make tho cook-house tho moat 

Sleasant feature of tent ahow life. To Charles Davis belongs the credit of introducing ln- 
Ivldual tables, which are much better than tbc long string tables, as they divide the de- 
partment. Induce a mora congenial atmosphere, and grcutly Improve tho service. 

"In tho days of the 'camnflro' It took as long as two hours to prepare breakfast, but with 
the equipment of the present dsv, upon which weather conditions nave no effect, by the time 
the poles are in tho air, breakfast Is ready. The refrigerator wagon has solved the problem 
of carrying meats, etc. In oldi-n' days bread padding (It. 1j. T. please note! was the only 
pastry on the bill; to-day you will find a pnstry chef, and with every meal a tempting dessert 

la ■(lyppfl 

"The steward with the clrciw, ns a rule, is a very much maligned individual— hia troubles 
arc never over. It is all very well for a man with a show with unlimited capital to rood 
the show folk, but think of the steward with a troupe, short of money, not paying salaries, 
who must satisfy his boarder*, and at the same time do it at the lowest possible cost. I havo 
been with shows that allowed me seven cents per meal. In a country whore beef (the worst 
cuts) cost twelve cents a pound. No salaries for the employees, and still I was expected to 
catlsfy, and be on time three time* a day. Heads of other departments may huvo sovno 
tedrcsB, the cook-house man hns noue — ho must feed well, do it cheaply and bo on time, for 
If the lady and gentlemen artists are dissatisfied early in the morning:, the grouch lasts all 
day. It is a known fact that nil troubles around a show start and finish, in tin cook-houae. 

"The performer should Indeed give thanks to nil the old tlmo cook-house men for tho 
present Improved conditions are due to their tireless efforts. The service of the cook-houso 
of to-day' is In many Instance* fur superior to that of the avorago hotel." 

Arthur Davis was approached by the msragement of tho Hotel La Sallo to tuko charge 
of their employees' restaurant, and was Informed there wero 1,10') employees. He frankly 
enld he felt dlixy. and when taken through the house, was almost afraid to tackle the propo- 
sition. The htndllng of a cook-house with the Barnum & Bailey Sheer did not worry him, 
hut «t the Hotel La Salic conditions were so much different Thcro he catered to a class of 
help who are experts in their Hue. and the supply of help Is not equal to the demand. With 
a show you take what you get, and that la the end of It. Employees In a hotel make tho 
hotel what It Is. If they arc not contented, the guest suffers. The employee com*s in con- 
tact with the very best that the market affords, and must be fed as near like the guests ns 
possible. The steward has to exercise diplomacy and real stewardship. It was on thla 
principle that the Hotel La Salle management engaged Mr. Davis, and established tho cm- 
p'oyees' restaurant, which Is never closed, and nine meals arc served every day. This de- 
partment Is entirely segregated from the main kitchen, has its own chifi and rtojs its own 
buying. 



A VERY OLD A1TC0UNCEMENT. 



THC OLD CIRCUS COOK WAGOS. 

In Its evolution, the circus cook-bouse has kept pace with other advanced methods of the 
present day tent show. Circus managers have accepted tbc asioai that the way to man's 
good will Is through his stomach. 

In an Interview with Arthur Davis, at the Hotel La Salle, is Chicago, recently, lie said : 
"When I first saw a cook-house, the method of feeding the show folks was Indeed crude — 
in fact, the cook-house was considered a necessary evil, and treated as such. A manager 
Hgured on spending about twenty cents per Individual a day, lo feeding his employees, 
whereas nowadays that much and more is allowed la feeding an Individual per meal. In 
olden days the camp outfit consisted of tin plates for. the worklngmen, agate ware for per- 
formers, a big bowl for coffee, a huge Iron pot for coffee, and a crndu can oven for meats. 
A fire was built under a steel plate, on which all meats were cooked. The waiters and cooks 
were dirty, no care being tak<m as to the cleanliness of the food. No butter, eggs or milk 
was served, and seldom any sugar. A waiter was paid a dollar a week, the cook about three, 
so you can imagine the class of help engaged in tbls department. The bill of fare seldom 
varied, and the meats were the cheapest that could be bought

"But all this has changed, and to one man perhaps more than to any other bi due the 
reformation— that man is George Arlington, at present manager of the 101 Ranch Wild West 
In 1D03, upon the return of the Itamum & Bailey Greatest Bhpw on Earth, following a Ave 
years' tour In Europe, Mr. Arlington, with his other responsibilities, had the cook-house with 
the big show, and it was a model. Tip to that time its flke (had never been seen in the dreus 
business. Ninety-two men were employed in the Barnum & BaJley cook tent The ohef was 
formerly chef at the Hotel Victoria. Chicago, and be had eight assistants. A. larp range- 
wagon, made to order under Mr. Arlington's directions, was Introduced with the Barnum 4 
Bailey 8how. The steam-tables kept the food warm and ready to serve all ronieraat all 
hours. There were 1,339 people back with the Barnum Show that year, and not a complaint 
was heard nil season. Hr. Arlington carried a refrigerator car and Armour * C<». •upplled 
the choicest of meats. Chase & Sauboni delivered one hundred pounds of coffee on the lot 
every morning. It may be interesting to know that before the show opened under carms, 
in Brooklyn, W Bailey selected the brand of coffee to be used that season II 'there is 
any one thing a circus performer enjoys, it is a good cup of coffee. Under Mr. Arlington s 
method the B & B. people were assured of the best, and the same brand of coffee every day. 
At the 'main guy' tables the china and silverware was monogrammed, so that the bosses were 
assured of their own personal 'service' throughout the season. Mr. Arlington was a stickler 
for cleanUncss, good service, nutritious food, and the proper deportment of bis i^phwees. 
It would be unfair not to give Mrs. Arlington due credit for the excellent conduct of the 
Barnum & Bailey cook tent, ns she superintended this department. ' ■„«„_«. „# 

Continuing, Mr. Davis said : "The circus manager of to-day appreciates the Influence of 
a good cook-house on his employees— a visit to this department of any of tho great snowi 
is ample evidence. The circus press ngents devote a lot of rpnee to it

A circus Is different from any other form 
of amdscment In the way of general popu- 
larity it stands alone. It Is n little world 
hedged off by Itself, Its people are not as 
other members of the profession of enter- 
tainment.

The "Mantle of Ellsha" de- 
scends from father to son, and from mother 
to daughter. . But tbe most peculiar phase 
of it all Is .that these people uevcr talk 
about themselves or of wbat wonderful feats 
they can perform.

Believe In all these omons If you wish, 
but don't fall Into tbo habit of believing 
that good things aro not going to last 
Circuses. In particular, cspcclully real ones, 
tbe owners of wblch spend fortunes an- 
nually to glvo their patrons many time* 
more than their money's worth.

We toured the 
Bast nil the provinces to Halifax, N. 8., nnd 
returned to New York. It was a tough sea- 
son through a country without ralloods, iind 
one' would travel for miles through nothing 
but woods, and never a house to be scon. 
Oh. those were the good old days (I rode forty 
miles one night upon a load of horseshoes In 
a blacksmiths wagon, and have not got over 
It yet), out this was a -real clrcui as 1 
remember It 

There were the Carroll Family, Mr. Barney, 
Master Willie, Annie and little Dot, Jacob 
Showels, and Master Willie Sbowels, all good 
riders. George Dunbar and Win. Smith, 
clowns; Wash Antonio, the Three Russian 
Athletes, Prince De .Talma, contortioulst, 
and others I cannot recall. Prof. Collier 
bad tb» side show, and Kick White the candy 
■tands, and James Cameron drove forty horses 
on the band wagon. They ulso had Empress, 
the largest elephant then In this country —

I don't think that there Is a side show 
manager In the buslnes now except myself, 
who was In It In those days, and not 00c 
circus pioprietor — they have all changed 
hands. 

The best one ring circus that «jvor trouped 
this country, I think, was the Ryan & Kobln- 
aon It. R Shows In '82. Their season opened 
April 15, at Bridgeport, Conn., and cloned 
Ane. 80, at St. John), N. B., to a turnaway 
business the Inst night, the show closing 
owing to some dlsagrnecent of the partners, 
I believe. Among the periirmers were James 
Robinson, In my humble opinion the best 
bareback rider this country ever saw (hello, 
Mr. Robinson, this Is Judel), also bis son 
Clarence, a chip of the old block ; Linda 
Jeal, Elinor Jeal and O'Dale Stevens, the 
Uctsette Family, Joe Wilton, James Camp- 
bell. Cassard and Frits. Stg. Ferrantl, Pica, 
a French clown: Kygard'a trained atalllons, 
Nestor and. Vcnore, one of the first double 
return acts in this country ; Peter Conklln 
and Bill Carroll, clowns, and others. J. W. 
Holmes bad the privileges. 

The side show consisted of Mlas Williams, 
fat woman; Lottie Gllson, Circassian girl, 
George Irving'* Punch and Judy. Del Kueco'a 
fire art, Charles Smith's trained goats. Mile. 
Zenore's snakes, and Mme. Lovely, strong 
woman. The orators were Senator Frank 
Stanley, Charles Smith and George Irving. 

The concert consisted of McEleroy and 
Devere. musical act ; Leslie and Gentry, song 
and dance ; Sargent Smith's Zouave drill, 
Kitty SharpcJIg dancer: Mme. Lavely, Iron 
jaw act: Irving and Del Fncgo. plantation 
song and dance; Tim O'Brien. Irish biddy, 
ana Mme. Holmes, operatic vocalist This 
was certainly some concert, and was really 
worth remaining to see. I think that this 
show compared favorably with any one ring 
(how that is in existence to-day.

HISTORY OF THE ACTORS' FUND.

We have often found occaRlon to apeak of the charities of actors, and always In terms of 
unreserved eulogy. No class of mm whatever Is ao charitable as that .'lass whose earrings 
•re to precarious, and the smallness of whote gains, except In the very exceptional 
easei. Is even more marked than their uncertainty, in the various benefits for the Actors' 
Fund all our best graced actora and actresses flocked to assist. Large sums were raised, 
and the widows and orphans of tbc dead find substantial proof of the esteem in which they 
were held by their brethren and by the public. None of those who took part In the many 
performances but must have derived gratification from the thought that be or she contributed 
to a result In every sense desirable — -has done an act of true charity, and seen that act elicit 
a response from the public, fresh, spontaneous and gratifying In every respect. The actors 
have had the opportunity of rendering a pleasant tribute to the needy, doing a substantial 
service to tho living, and keeping alive the reputation for generosity and spontaneity of 
sympathy wbich actors for many centuries have in an exceptional degree enjoyed. It seems 
to be the very Irony of fate that an actor, whose life ia given to making the world happier 
and brighter through the enjoyment of his manifold gifts, should And the afternoon of Ms 
own career full of bitter disappointment and sorrow. Yet such is the history of many, very 
many, of those whom we call tbc favorites of the public. 



Society for the Reformation of Juvenile De- 
linquents.

BENEFIT OP APRIL 12, 1888. 

A benefit was given at the Star (formerly

"The Shaughraun" was acted, with P. A An- 
derson as Corry Kin-chela, lime. Fonlsi as 
Mrs. O'Kelly, Sadie MarUnot as Moya, Ellle 
Wilton as Claire. In 1883 John Matthews 
was appointed Almoner of the Fund, also 
Investigating agent, in which capacity be 
visited the sick and needy for twelve years, 
lie was found dead In bed Jan. 10, 1905. 
He died from heart fallore. 

Henry C. Miner succeeded Lester Wallack 
as president in 1884, and the year following 
A, M. Palmer was made president 



In 1880 The New York Dramatio Mirror 
began to urge the necessity of a fund for 
actors and advocated tbe proposition per* 
slstcntly. The views of the principal actors 
and actresses as expressed through a scries 
of Interviews In Its columns will be found to 
be heartily In accord with the project. A. M. 
Palmer, then manager of the Union Square 
Theatre. New York, was the most prominent 
and enthusiastic aupporter of tbe movement 
In tbe Issue of Feb. 14, 1880, The Minor 
contained the first editorial on tbe subject, 
In which it was suggested that the managers 
throughout tho country agree to raise a sink- 
ing fund bv giving one benefit a year at each 
theatre, and to vote some such practical and 
responsible New York manager as Lester 
V illack, A. M. Palmer or J. If. Haverly into 
office for a year as custodian or treasurer of 
the fund, with a strong committee of the 
leading managers of tbe country to meet In 
New York every Bummer to supervise and 
audit the accounts. 

On March 6 The Mirror announced that 
after St. Patrick's Da/ It would begin to 
arrange for a series or benefits to organize 

THE THEATniOAL RELIEF FUND. 
It stated that all that was necessary was 
for the managers throughout the country to 
agree to ratse a sinking fund by giving one 
benefit a year at each theatre. This plan for 
the Relief Fund was simple and compre- 
hensive, nnd Imposed no great labor or ex- 
pense upon any one. In ft subsequent Issue 
It stated that It had not met with a single 



On March 13, 1882, 

THE FIRST BENEFIT 

was given. It took place at Haverly > Four- 
teenth Street Theatre (matinee), and "Samuel 
of Posen" was acted by M. B. Curtis and his 
company, then playing an engagement at that 
theatre. In the cast were : John M. Burks 
(since manager for Wm. Cody (Buffalo Bill), 
Edgar L. Davenport, Harry Dalton, Charles 
Rosene, James H. Mack (formerly of Sber- 
rldan and Mack), J. II. Hlnes, Henry Parkes, 
Charles Hamilton, Ada Bosbell (Mrs. Mack), 
and Fanny Denham Rouse. The boxes were 
sold at auction, Thomas Whiff en being the 
auctioneer. The amount realized was 1300. 
At that time M. B. Curtis was one of tbe 
most popular of stars. 

A GRAND BENEFIT. 

On April 3, 1882, a grand benefit took 
place. Performances were given by the 
united managers of New York and Brooklyn, 
as follows: Abbey's Park Theatre, "Dlvor- 
cons;" Booth's, Mr. and Mrs. William J. 
Florence, In "The Mighty Dollar;" Daly's, 
"Odette ;" Germanla, "Anonymous Corre- 
spondence," "Full of Mischief'' and "A Hus- 
band Locked Out;" Grand Opera House, 
Clara Morris and company. In 'Article 47 ;

naverly's Brooklyn Theatre, combination of 
attractions: Sinn's Park Theatre, Hyde 4 
ltehman's ; Grand Opera House, Neil Burgess 
and company; Bunnell's Museum, Hnverly's 
Minstrels: Miner's Eighth Avenue Theatre, 



A TRIPLE BENEFIT, 

A triple performance took place Feb. 4, 
1886, under the management of Augustln 
Daly, with the co-operation of A M.' Palmer 
and Lester Wallack. Wallack's company ap- 
peared at 2 o'clock, In the second act of "The 
Rivals," and at 3 o'clock did the fourth act 
of "The Rivals" at Daly's Theatre, and at 4 
o'clock they appeared at the Madison Square 
Theatre In the last act of "The Rivals." Mr. 
Palmer's company did the first act of "En- 
gaged" at 2 o'clock at the Madison Square

THE ACTORS* FOND HOME. 

For many years the Fund was desirous of 
establishing an actors' home for the aged and 
Infirm managers, actors and actresses The 

E reject was discussed at the annual meetings 
y Palmer Louis Aldrlch, and many others. 
But to Aldrlch, more than aery ono else, be- 
longs the credit, for he wds one of the most 
active members. He was first vice-president 
for eleven years — from June 7, 1887. to June, 
1807. Then he was made president, a po- 
sition he filled from Jane. 1887.' to Jane, 
1001. After raising funds to build the home, 
he resigned his office, owing to 111 health. 
He died June 17, 1801, at the home of his- 
son-in-law, at Kennebnnkport, Me. The body 
was taken to Boston. Mass.. and tbe remains 
taken to Forrest Hills. His last nubile ap- 
pearance was at tbe Academy of Music, New 
York, week of Feb. 18, 1800, In "Her Atone- 
ment." 

A I.. DAYMAN GIVES HIS CHECK FOR 
$10,000. 

At the nineteenth meeting. In May. 1000, 
AL Hayman sent to The New "York Herald, 
It was announced, a cheek for $10,000, to be 
given for the purpose of establishing an 
Actors' Home on condition that $50,000 ad- 
ditional be aubscrtbed by actors and mana- 
gers. With this as a basis upon which to 
work. Louis Aldrlch Influenced severs! per- 
sons to send subscriptions to The Herald. 

The pubscrlptlon closed June 2, with a 
grand total of $02,070.25. collected in fifteen 
d/ir/s. A dlttle secret Is connected with tbe 
gift of Mr. Hayman. When he gave The 
Herald his check, he was asked by Tne 
Herald for how long a time was It to be 
held, welting for the fuH sum? "It win be 
subscribed speedily,*' said Mr. Hayman, "and 
yon will no doubt pay tt over to the fund In 
a few weeks. But I wish to place It with 
The Herald with the following understand- 
ing, which there Is no necessity of publishing 
now. I wish to donate this as a nucleus for 
a Home Fond anyway— $50,000 or not If 
the -fifty, good ; pay it over. If It Is not 
raised, pay over all tbe same. And, as I 
am going to Europe, shortly, I leave with 
The Herald an authorization to hand It over 
to the Home Fund In any event." That Is 
tbe fnll story of the deposit ef the $10,000 
with The Herald by Mr. Hayman.

In 
tbe smoking room is a large frame of photo- 
graphs, tbe heads of many prominent actors 
and actresses who have died, it contains 
1,000 portraits. The frame measures 50x00 
inches, was made and presented to tbe 
Home In December, 1003, by tho writer. 
Bach portrait Is numbered and a book stat- 
ing date of death and place accompanies 
It The second story Is given np to sleep- 
ing rooms and bathrooms — there being a 
bathroom to every four rooms. There are In 
all forty-two sleeping rooms. Tbc building 
Is fitted up with steam heating apparatus 
and electric bells. Tbe land upon which the 
Home Is situated, the Home Itself, together 
with all Us furniture and properties, being 
tbe free gift of the Actors' Fund, there 
shall never be made any charge of any 
nature whatsoever for bousing or cloth- 
ing or taking care of those who may be 
admitted to said Home. Applicants for ad- 
mission must have gained his or her live- 
lihood solely by acting, singing, dancing, 
managing or performing In theatres, music 
halls or circuses, Male applicants must 
be over sixty years of age, and female ap- 
plicants over fifty-five. They must be unable 
to pursue their profession, and must be free 
from lncnrable or contagious disease. The 
house cost over $27,000. Behind the house, 
and down In the valley is a lake. The guests 
assemble at the meals as one family. Break- 
fast at eight o'clock, and then receive their 
mail. Dinner at one ; then play cards or 
billiards, and the women sew or play the 
piano. Every Saturday before breakfast tbe 
superintendent pays each guest fifty cents to 
provide for his or ber little wants during 
tbe week. Guests are free to go to New York 
to visit friends for a reasonable time, but 
when away reports must he made regularly 
at the home. Once entered the home a guest 
cannot thereafter appear on the stage or 
take a part In any professional work for cora- 

§ensntlon. When they want clothing they 
ave only to apply to the superintendent or 
matron. They then are told to go to the 
stores and make the purchase, the superin- 
tendent merely fixing a limit to the price.

At that time It was customary for parties to 
go at the back door of theatres and solicit 
subscriptions for those who might die without 
funds, and save them from being burled la 
Potter's Weld. Lucille Adams, then started 
on her Journey down tho Bowery. She col- 
lected from several variety performers $25.25. 
The first one to contribute was Mnllie Ber- 
nard, who gave one dollar. Sam'l Colvllle 
donated $15. After all of the funeral ex- 
penses were paid Miss Adams had $4.50 left, 
which she gave to A. M. Palmer. 

In a letter written by Lucille Adams to 
The New York Mirror on March 18, 1882, 
to Molly Bernard, she lays: "I worked so 
hard to save poor Elhs from going to Pot- 
ter's Field that I was sick myself. I hsd all 
the funeral to attend to. I gave $10 and 
bad her put on Ice as soon as she died. 
Molly Bernard flouo the first dollar towards 
a tavlnyt fimo for distressed actors and 
actresses. On my way down tho Bowery I 
met Mrs. St. John Hueacy, and told ber I 
was begging to have poor Eliza decently 
burled. She gave me $5 ; God bless her. 1 
am going to work hard for this cause, but 
suppose, like poor Eliza's funeral, some one 
also will claim the credit, but I don't eare 
If I can only get It going. I feel sure it 
will he a great success, and I hope my part 
In this great charity will not be known to 
tho public until after I am dead. But I 
could not bear the disgrace of a sister actress' 
body going to Potter's Field. She was a 
■woman, nnd their Uvea are hard at the best. 
Eliza sleeps In ft grave by herself, and In a 
beautiful spot on a corner where two carriage 
roads cross on tho slopo of a little hill, 
where there Is sunshine nnd beautiful trees. 
The sun had not shone for her for many a 
vcar, but It shines on her grave now. while 
her aonl Is wllh God, I am sure. Her last 
words were: 'God bless you, Lucille,' and I 
believe ho will bless me In this endeavor to 
get ft fund for our poor performors. Mr. 
Colvllle said If we get It up all tho theatres 
would help. Ho said also that tho Actors' 
Fund would bo a better title than tho one 
I named." 

Ellin Newton was an English lady, tho 
cousin of John II. Selwyn. She was burled 
In Evergreens Cemetery. 

Luclllo Adams died Aug, 11, 1803, In lielle- 
vue Hospital, under circumstances similar to 
those of tho dentil of Eliza Newton not only 
In the room, but In close proximity to the 
bed In which poor Eliza breathed her last. 

Lucille Matilda Adams was burled In tho 
Actors' Fund plot Tho remains wero disin- 
terred In April.

OFFICES OF THE FUND, 

The headquarters were at 12 West Twenty- 
eighth Street. On the first floor and front- 
ing the street were the rending and re- 
ception rooms. The rear of these rooms was 
occupied aa the office, with "Uncle" Ben 
Raker's desk, and Assistant Secretary Lester 
Gurncy's on the other side. Tho offices of 
the Dramatic Exchange, where J. J. Spies 
officiated, was located on the second floor. 
On this floor, too. were the rooms of Borneo 
Wall American Amusement Agency. These 
offices were handsomely fitted up. The walls 
wero papered In gold. The committee room 
was on the third floor, and no one was ad- 
mitted to it but the trustees. 

Anron Appleton was secretary In 1882. Ho 
resigned, and Ben Baker was appointed.

The Home Is located at West New Brighton, 
Staten Island, and is reached by the Statcn 
Island ferry, foot of Broadway. New York, 
to Statcn' Island. About a half an hour's 
ride, then a trolley car will take you within 
twenty minutes' walk, or the steam cars to 
West New Brighton, then half an hour's 
walk will take one to the Home.

Here »erc opportunities for wonderful act- 
ing — snch acting as could only be accom- 
plished by players of firat rate talent and 
wide experience. Of the many dramas I had 
produced, never bad I come across one de- 
manding so many stars for tta adequate In- 
terpretation. To becjn with, I bad to have 
two actresses capable of portraying the high- 
est type of American gentlewomen, and at 
the same time gifted with a true spirit of 
comedy. I bad also to have six actors of the 
first rank. Of these It was absolutely neces- 
sorv that three should be not only handsome 
and commanding as to person, but that they 
should be ab'e to typify the American gentle- 
man par ertfUcnrf. Of the remaining three. 
one had to confona to the appearance and 
manners of a crack-brained socialist, the 
other of a well-bred, well-born, well-meaning 



The old saying, "there Is nothing half so 
fair as love's young dream," flnds Itself chal- 
lenged, as most aphorisms are nowadays, by 
tho facts of observation and experience. Time 
was, to be sure, and that was not long ago 
either, when, "the honey of romance was 
the monopoly solely of youth. And the more 
callow the youth, the more Irrldescent the 
romance. Shakespeare himself distinctly 

Jives us to understand that Juliet was just 
ourteen years old, and the odds are that the 
Impetuous Romeo was under twenty at thp 
time of their Immortal loTe affair. Btatrico 
was a buxom girl of fifteen when she capti- 
vated tho learned and sombre young Dante, 
and Franceses dl nimlnl seventeen when ahe 
wrought havoc In the heart of Paolo. It 
would have been a foolhardy poet, Indeed. 
who would have dared to add many years to 
the age of any of these deathless heroines 
of romance. Indeed, so firmly did the con- 
vention establish Itself associating romantic 
love only with tender youth, that for hun- 
dreds of years neither poet, nor dramatist, 
nor novelist has bad the courage to dip his 
pan In his heart and write of the splendid 
romance of middle age. 

Thackeray Is the single exception that 
proves the rule. In "Henry Esmond," for 
the first time in literature, the heart of a 
woman, no longer young. Is laid bear, and In 
the love of Harrv Esmond and Lady Castle- 
wood, who has long since reached yeaw of 
discretion, we have one of the most enduring 
romances of fiction. 

As a matter of fart It was after a re- 
reading of "Esmond," some half a dozen 
years ago, that f he dramatic possibilities of 
middle age first presented themselves to me. 
It occurred to me that here was a fresh 
Held to be cultivated, and one sadly la need 
of. cultivation.

THE CORT THEATRE. 

The Cort Theatre, the first of three play* 
houses which John Cort la building In the 
East to be completed can be counted as one 
of the prettiest in New York. In designing 
it Edward B. Corey gives credit for bis in- 
spiration to a specimen of Louis Seize archi- 
tecture, which still Btands In the gardens of 
Versailles. 

The facade Is marble. Four Corinthian 
columns are flanked by plain aide parties. 

The lobby is mainly In marble, with Marie 
Antoinette panels of plaster work. In a 
recess on the left Is a statuette of the famouB

3 aeon herself, from the original In the Gar- 
en of Versailles. The box office grill Is of 
bronze, with gold leaf and enamel relief, de- 
signed and executed by the Tiffany studios. 

The Interior Is treated In the moat con- 
servative and refined style of archetecture, 
developed during the era of the high apirlted 
wife of Louis XVI. The steel drop curtain 
is claimed to be the last word in safety ap- 
pliances now In use. 

The ttage curtain consists of one valance 
with draperies. The valance la made of silk 
valours with overdrapery of a darker shade. 
It Is decorated with embroidery in various 
cloths of gold and trimmed with silk bullion 
fringe with tinsel hangers. The centre fluid 
Is made, of silk Damask embroidered in Marie 
Antoinette blue, with a painted Lunnette. 
The embroidery Introduces colored velvets and 
Damasks arranged as flowers and more con- 
ventional ornaments. All are fire-proofed. 

The wall panels are covered with Marie 
Antoinette silk Damask and finished with 
empress gimp. 

The twelve boxes have valances In a Can- 
tonlere effect made of silk vrk<ur and em- 
broidered In cloths of gold, with medallion 
centre. They are trimmed with silk bullion 
fringe with tinsel hangers In the same man- 
ner as the curtain. The overdrapery is a 
more subdued shade of silk velour, trimmed 
also with bullion fringe, rosettes and tasaelj. 
There Is an underdraper of silk Damask 
trimmed with bullion fringe, all lined with 

The proscenium arch Is in perforated 

Blaster work on ground of art glaas, which 
i lighted up during performances. The 
sounding board Is decorated with a painting 
which represents a stately minuet during 
the Watteau period at Versailles. 

The general decorative scheme blends old 
rose and gold, while the plaster work Is 
tinted In complimentary colors of champagne 
and sienna. The carpeta are pale green 
Wilton. Tho chairs are of steel, upholstered 
In pale green. 

The Wurlltxer Hope-Jones Unit Orchestra 
has been Installed. It ts an electrical Instru- 
ment In which the component parts of an 
orchestra corresponding to forty musicians 
are brought under the control of a single 
player. It is not operated through a roll or 
disc, but from a key desk, with three key- 
boards for the fingers and one for the feet. 

The Cove lighting system has been adopt- 
ed, not a lamp of any description being 
visible thronghout the auditorium, thua 
avoiding objectionable radiance. 

The seating cnpaclty Is 900, the boxes con- 
taining six chairs each, the orchestra seats 
424, the first balcony 244, and the second 
balcony 260. _ _ ._ ...

age from onr ml.lst. And In face, too, of 
what every man nnd every woman with eyes 
to see and ears to hear and hearts to feel, 
know and have always known; that the love 
of early manhood and womanhood Is as a 
drop In the bucket to the great romance that 
may come, and does come, to nearly every 
one of us only sfter we have reached the 
years of so-called "discretion." 

With tbls notion firmly fixed in my mind, 
I set about looking for plays embodying the 
Idea. Every manuscript that came to the 
Belasco Theatre begging to be read (and this 
means several thousand a year) was care- 
fully scanned in the hope to find therein a 
middle aged woman eating out her heart for 
love of a middle cged man, or vice versa. 
Comedies, farces, tragedies — everything, In 
fact, submitted to the Belasco Play Bureau 
was subjected to a rigid scrutiny In our ef- 
forts to round up this elusive Idea. Thus 
we worked for three years, and all In rain. 
Then, suddenly. Just abont the time I was 
beginning to think I'd have to write the 
middle age romance myself, one of my p'ay 
readers brought a manuscript to roe. The 
excitement la bis eyes said more distinctly 
than words: "Eureka." It was a somewbat 
voluminous manuscript, written In a fine 
Italian hand, which was In Itself a delight 
to the ey«\ and on paper of such superb 
quality and finish that It was an equal de- 
light to the fingers as they quickly turned 
the pages. Obviously, the play had been 
written by a woman, and I found as I read 
on that whoever Miss Bradley was, it had 
remained for her, of all other writers of 
plays, to possess herself of my pet idea. In 
"The Governor's Lndy," for that was the 
play. Miss Bradley had written a compelling 
drama with a middle aged husband and wife 
as the central figures. They were the sim- 
plest, homeliest kind of people, this big, 
dominant, rough-and-ready Western miner 
snd his gentle, patient, little wife. They 
had been married for thirty years and had 
seen al! sorts of nps and downs, but the 
romance which came to them thus late In 
life was of the most absorbing character. 
Needless, to any, I accepted the play on the 
spot, and after three years spent In re- 
shaping and re-wrltlng It In order to get all 
the values possible out of the theme, I pro- 
duced it late last Spring under the title of 
"The Governor's Ijaoj." 
If there had been any lingering doubt as to

My chief task, however, lay In finding an 
actress suited to the role of Mrs. Farrcli 
Howard, the Brookllne widow, and In the 
long roster of American actresses I could 
find none who so completely filled every re- 
quirement as Effie Shannon, with whom I 
had been associated as stage manager twenty 
years ago during the old Lyceum Theatre 
days, when, In conjunction with Herbert 
Kelcey, she had taken the town w'th her 
clever acting and exquisite Ingenue beauty. 
The Effic Shannon I had known twenty years 
ago, with ell the ripe experience those years 
had brought, her beauty now no longer In 
bud, but full-blown — her and none other I 
wanted for this role. And I got her. The 
matter of the Brookllne widow being settled, 
there still remained the New York widow to 
be reckoned with. For she being a thorough- 
bred woman of the world, an elegant inon- 
dalne, must be played by a first class artist 
with a rich experience, both of the stage- and 
of life. After considerable search I managed 
to find an ideal Mrs. Brlnton in Alice Put- 
nam, and after an equally Ideal French ladles' 
maid bad been secured In Mabel Biiuyco. I 
congratulated myself upon having assembled 
a east quite worthy even of "Years of Dis- 
cretion."

whether tho theatre-going public could be 
rntererted In the love affairs of a mldde aged 
couple, the great success of "The Governor's 
Lady" quickly dispelled It Daniel Slnilc and 
his wife, Mary, as played by Emmett Corrl- 
gan nnd Emma Dunn, have proved not only 
nn Interesting pair of lovers, in spite of their 
thirty years of matrimony, but the hero and 
heroine of a romance as dramatic and rom- 
iielllng as any that ever fell to the lot of the 
young man or woman. ■ 

Meanwhile, daring tho Initial stages of 
preparation for the production of 'The Gov- 
ernor's Lady," I came across Find No. 2. I 
was In Chicago at the time, attending to de- 
tails of the production there of my own play, 
"The' Bctnrn of Peter Grimm." One nighi, 
after the plav, I was having a bite to eat 
with Mr. end Mrs. Frederic Hatton, and qui to 
by accident I happened to mention my belief 
that a splendid light comedy might be writ- 
ten around the Idea which has Been .rested 
so seriously hi "The Governor's Lady." Then 
I outlined roughly some such comedy as I 
had In mind. 

When I had flnlshed Mr. and Mrs. Hatton 
were looking at each other In a somewhat 
dazed fashion. "Vents of Discretion," they 
cried In the same breath, "Why, Mr. Be- 
lasco, we have written Just that comedy 
It's all typed, ready and waiting for yon 
to read down at onr house, and Its name Is 
'Years of Discretion :' " 

Within the next fire minutes a messenger 
boy was dispatched to the Hattons' house; 
within half an hour I bad the manuscript 
In my overcoat pocket, and within another 
hour It had been read and accepted for pro- 
duction just as soon as I could assemble a 
company of players who were capable of 
doing justice to its brilliancy of d'slogne. tts 
wealth of characterization and Its novelty 
of dramatic situation. 

Here assuredly was a comedy worthy a 
cast of stars if ever there was one — a comedy 
In which middle age and none other was 
regnant and triumphant Here, Bet forth' In 
terms of Bwlft-movlng drama, was the very 
spirit of the times In which we are living to- 
day. It pictured the turmoil and st.jggle 
in* which fashionable folk Indulge in order 
to act younger and look yonneer and feel 
younger than thiv really are. The central 
chnracter was a rich Brookllne widow, hith- 
erto quiet end domestic, who revolts ngalnst 
her serene, uneventful existence, leaves hoc 
exemplary son. who Is somwhat of a pr)?. 
to his own devices, and goes off to New \ork, 
whor* she Is entortalo«d by a fashionable 
noman friend, also a widow. During her 
six weeks' sojourn with this pmnrt taon- 
ilolnc, tho erstivnlte dowdy of Brookllne 
bursts out Into a stunningly dressed, gny, 
frivolous and extravagantly admired butter- 
fly of society.

Circus press agents are wont to boast of 
their elephant fakes, but In my opinion liajah 
was the subject of more and greater fake 
storks than all the other elephants In the 
world combined. 

And these fakjsj were not due to the energy 
of a press agent, for Lemon Bros, always 
put this gentleman on the shelf during toe 
Winter period. No, It was a quartette of 
energetic rural correspondents who were 
largely responsible tor the publicity given to 
Rajah. 

RAJAH SUBJECT OF FAKES. 

Argentine. Kan., la about seven miles from 
Kansas City. The Kansas City newspapers 
watch Argentine Just as the New York papers 
watch Jersey City and Hobokcn. Argentine 
was jnst far enough away from the borne 
office for the local correspondents to success- 
fully plant their fakes without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction, and Rajah was known 
as the ralnv day life-saver. 

The circus people, ot course, would stand 
for anything, and once a story appeared in 
the newspapers the managers at Winter quar- 
ters would be more than willing to back It 
up with affidavits. 

CORRESPONDENTS ARE ACTIVE, 
To one Doc Shlvely, formerly Argentine 
correspondent ot The Kansas CU» Htar, Ra- 
jah and tho other attractions of the Lemon 
Pros.' chows owed columns ot publicity. 
Shlvely was the pioneer correspondent In 
Argentine, and be always Introduced the now 
men from the other papers. 

One of the first degrees for the new cor- 
respondent was nn Insight into the Rajah 
fakes. Shlvely never tried to scoop bis rivals 
on these rtorles. He wanted to make the 
fakes good by having them printed In at 
least one other newspaper. 

Saturday usually was a dull Cay at Argen- 
tine, and often I have heard Doc remark : 
"Let's go out to the Winter quarters and sec 
If we can't put Rajah on a rampage." The 
old elephant was an awful brute when he act 
In an ill-mood, and It must be aald to the 
credit of newspaper men that most of the 
stories ire re founded on a thread ot fact It 
was not uncommon for Rajah to kick his 
stall to pieces, such pcrformnnres «<nernlly 
belug followed by a story detailing a panic 
among all the animals. 

CELEBRATED FAKE STORY EXPJSKD. 

Probably one of the most widely circu- 
lated st'Ties shout Rajah was tu; one re- 
garding his being substituted for a switch 
engine by a crew In the Santa Ke yards. The 
story went on to relate bow the switch en- 
gine broke down and the switchman, desir- 
ing to move thirty-two ears to another U'ac's, 
solicited tbe kind offices of tho clrjim man- 
agement, which readily offered Rajah as a 
fubatitate. 

ItaJah wrs said to have nush'd thirty-two 
freight cars, some ot them loaded, a distance 
of 200 feet. 

This story was printed In every section of 
tbe L'nltrd States, not alone in the dally 
and weekly newspapers, but In many high 
clnBS periodicals. It finally found its way to 
England, where It was printed in many Lon- 
don 2nd provincial newspaper*, and It was 
even translated by newspapers la Germany 
and France. 

REPORTER LOOK I NO FOR "SCOOPS." 

There strolled lato Argentine, nue day, a 
new correspondent. In the person of Fred 
Cowan, who had been detailed to cover the 
town for The Kuneae City Journal. Cowan 
displayed a remarkable degree of energy and 
not a little ambition. He refused to sbow 
the usual degree of warmth to his fellow cor- 
respondents and worked night nnd day try- 
ing to scoop us. I was doing Argentine for 
TJie Kansat City Timet, and Shlvely and I 
had had a sort of corner on the Rajah 
stories. 

One Saturday we decided to hand Cowan 
a good one, so we stealthily made our way 
to Winter quarters on the outskirts of the 
city, and learned that Rajah bad been on a 
tare the night before, had attacked his keeper, 
burling him In the air, and had cut up In 
various other ways. 

Shlvely and I played up the story strong, 
while Cowan didn't have a line of it The 
new correspondent, however, was determined 
to get even, and be did most beautifully. 

BOA CONSTRICTOR 8WALLOWS LION. 

Unknown to us be visited the Winter quar- 
ters next day, and the result of his visit was 
one of the baldest fakes ever credited to the 
Lemon Bros.' Show. He wrote a wild and 
lurid story ot how the big boi constrictor 
had swallowed the baby lion, William McKIn- 
ley ; how circus employees bad worked for 
hours with fishing tackle, ropes and other 
things to draw the lion from the stomach 
of the snake without Injury to either, and 
bow Dually, tbey had to .ret an axe and kill 
the boa constrictor in order to save the cub 
lion. The cub, of course, was reported un- 
injured, while tho carcass of the bo* con- 
strictor wbb exhibited as proof that some- 
thing had been doing. 

This fake was printed on tbe Arst page ot 
The Journal, and was handled by the Asso- 
ciate Press and circulated all over the- coun- 
try. There was not a word of truth In It, 
nnd while a carcass of a snake wan exhibited. 
It was that of an old timer which had per- 
ished several days previously. 

Cowan, however, had stung us at our own 
game, and a truce was declared the very next 
day. 

CIRCUS STORIES ROUSE SUSPICION. 

The circus stories from Argentine became 
so numerous and commponpjace that the 
Kenans City papers finally began to look with 
suspicion on all of them, even a few true 
ones, but long after the baby lion episode. 
Rajah was utilised in a thriller that for 
originality ard daring I don't believe hSB 
over been equalled. How much fact and fake 
there wbb to this story no one save the circus 
people ever knew, but It kept top heads on 
the front paw of all of the newspapers for 
three days, net the entire town of Argentine 
on the qui vive, and attracted universal at- 
tention. 

RAJAH OOB8 ON A RAMPAGE. 

One night the morning newspapers received 
the information that RaJnh had broken from 
bis moorings snd was liable to stent town 
wide open. The city editors dldnt allow 
their trusty Argentine correspondent to do 
the story, but sent over men from the tegular

LOUIS ALDRICH. 



Louts Aldrleh (born Lyon) wns born O.-t. 
1, 1843, in Ohio, on the State line. In bit 
younger boyhood days at school ho was 
noted for hie declamations and was known 
a* Master Motes. Ha made his first appear- 
ance on any stage Bout. 6, 18315, at John 
Kllser'e Theatre, Cleveland, 0., playing the 
title role ot "Richard HI," giving the first 
snd second acts. In June, 1868, he joined 
Robert 0. Marsh's troupe of Juveniles js Its 
"heavy man" or tragedian, and with It went 
to San Francisco, where, In November, 1803, 
he married Clara Shropshire, also a member 
of the Marsh party. . . - ... . ,. 

In 1866 he came East and Joined the stock 
company at the Boston Theatru. There no 
played Nathan to Mlw Bateman's l.enli. 
During the season of 1878-74 be was the 
leading man of Mrs. John Drew's company 
at the Arch Street Theatre, Philadelphia, 
and after a starring tour be was engaged as 
a stock star at Wood's Museum, now Daly's 
Theatre, New York. 

In 1875-7« he was with John Ford at Bal- 
timore, and afterward starred as Marc An- 
tony, He then created parts at Booth's The- 
atre, New York, and, after partlelpat'jis In 
Anna Dickinson's production of "A Crown of 
Thome," played Macbeth, Claude Meluotte awl 
Master Walter at the old Eagle, afterward 
the Standard, and then tbe Manual tin The- 
atre. Ho then appeared as the Puroon, In 
"The D-uiItes," and scored a pronounced suc- 
cess. 

His greatest- success, however, was achieved 
as Joe Saunders, In "My Partner," which, In 
conjunction with Charles T. Parsloe, ho pro- 
duced Sept. 10, 1878, at the Union Square 
Theatre (now Keith's), New York. Tho play 
ran there until Oct 18, and wes a pro- 
nounred success from the start. Season aftor 
season It held Its popularity, and even after 
tbe five years' partnership which existed be- 
tween Mr. Parsloe and Mr. Aldrleh it con- 
tluued to be a large source ot revenue for 
many seasons. 



Mr. Aldrleh next produced "Tin) Kaffir 
Diamond," but this proved iiasiiccosKfiil. 
This wns followed by ''Tho Editor," which 
also had little tin cess. 

In the late 00's ho retired from the singe 
to devote his tlino nnd attention to the 
Actors' Fund of America, of which lie was 

Snuiidesx for several years. It was Ioik his 
eslro to found an nctotK' homo In Now \ork 
as an adjunct to the Fund, ami for this ho 
worked with untiring energy. Through lilt 
efforts and poronnal sollnliatlon a fund of 
f 70,000 was raised for this purpose hi lliuo. 
Ills exertions la this direction Impaired liH 
already poor health, and he was obllifcd to 
seek rest. But ho had overtaxed his stronglli 
and a few weekn later on June 17, MM, 
ho died ot tho honvo of his son-in-law, Ab- 
bott Graves, In Kcnnebiinkport, Me. lie v.-im 
survived by a son nnd a daughter (bolii non- 
nrofesHlonnls). The remains were taken lo 
ltoston, and tho .funeral services, whlrb were 
held Juno 20, were attended by many prom- 
inent In the profession. After Iho services 
the body was taken to tho crematory tit For- 
est Hills, Uoaton. 

a.b nn actor Mr. Aldrleh Just escaped being 
great. He was talented, but was not a 
({cuius. He Jacked that Indufinablo some- 
thing called "Icmpci'ftnient," without which 
no player ever iittmui-d greatness. Hut his 
Inkut whs murked. Few players possessed 
tin; art of "making up" better than he, mid 
comparatively few could lose their Individ- 
uality In a character as well. He could play 
marked characterizations or romantic roles 
with equal facility, and Die excellence of his 
performances always called for praise from 
his critics Ills performance of tho Parson, 
In "The Dnnltos, wns most artistic. Ilia 
portrayal ot Joo Saunders, a very different 
character, was equally excellent. 

In tho passing of Louis Aldrleh the stage 
lost an earnest and painstaking actor, and 
members of the profession a friend who al- 
ways had their best interests at heart. 



When the local reporters arrived, Rajah 
was In the Santa Fe railroad yards, appar- 
ently cornered. A score of circus employees, 
headed by Frank Fisher, the elephant's 
trainer, were holding a council of war. and 
a hundred or more town folks were gathered 
at a safe distance, watching the battle. 

Rajah remained in the dark all night, and 
the skilled reporters from Kansas City re- 
turned and wrote graphic accounts of tho 
outbreak. 

PEOPLE ABB TERROR-STRICKEN. 

Everyone In Argentina was warned that 
Rajah was loose, and In nearly every bouse 
in town lamps remained lighted all night and 
very few people went to bed. 

The following morning Rajah moved from 
his position to a point nearer tbe Kaw 
River. The circus people, still pretending to 
fear the beast, kept up the tension, and hun- 
dreds of people come over from Kansas City 
to tee tbe excitement. 

Additional reporters were sent to tbe scene 
of activity, and the cicape ot Raloh assumed 
the Importance of an International event. 
Bulletins were telephoned hourly to the even- 
ing papers, pictures ot Rajah were played 
up and all manner of wild rumors were 
printed. ...... 

Ilainh on the second night moved Into the 
Kaw River, waded half way out, and took up 
a formldBbln position on a small Island tbe 
third day of his freedom. 

It was at this stage in the proceedings 
(hat the astute circus managers discovered 
thnt they bad certainly picked up a bonanza. 
There were never so many newspaper men 
In Argentine before or since. However, there 
must be some new thrillers to add to the 
Interest and to furnish foundation tor ad- 
ditional first page stories. Then It was that 
someone sprang a coup. ' 

Headed by Fisher, a dozen men stationed 
themselves on rbe bank, and with small 
rifles began shooting at Rajsh at 'ong range, 
Frank Lemon, ono of the cIrcos proprietors, 
snnounced that he would rather have tho 
animal killed than subject the town to re- 
newed terror. The order was given to shoot 
to kill. 

IAOKED LIKE REAL WARFARE. 

The discharge of the rifles proved the moil 



sensational fcatnre of the three-days' fight, 
It looked I'ke real warfare. Special writers 
•imply annihilated their type-writers, and 
Kansas City and the surrounding country 
talked ot nothing else. 

Another interesting feature of the case, as 
tho newspapers expressed it, was that (he 
bullets seemed to have do effect on the brute, 
although with mathematical accuracy they 
flguretf that they had pumped more than 20O 
bolls Into Rajah's tough hide. 

On the fourth day there was fresh Inter- 
est created when It was announced that 
Trainer Fisher had decided, at tbe risk ot 
his life, to row out to Rajah Island, and 
subdue the beast with grab hooks. 

DARING TRAINER BUBDUB4 RAJAH 

Hundreds watched with nitid breath the 
daring iroUner. ItaJah stood bis ground, sad 
looked curiously at bis trainer. Fisher landed 
on tho Island, clout twenty feet from Iho 
elephant, nnd seemed to spar for an opening. 
Rajah didn't move. Flsber approached 
softly. ItaJah was calm. 

Just what passed between ItaJah and 
Fisher Is not quite clear. Fisher seems to 
have said "Hello. Rajah," or something like 
thnt, while lljjnb apparently tried to shake 
"haDds." 

Docile as a lamb, tbe elephant was led 
back to shore and then to tho Winter quar- 
ters, and Argentine's, greatest elephant story 
passed into history. 

ONLY TRUE STORY DISBELIEVED. 

The Kansas City editors always thought 
that something linu been handed to them on 
this Rajah episode, but they consoled them- 
selves with the decision that someone had 
surely made a most scientific job of it 

The show took to tbe road and a few 
month* afterward a query came In from a 
little town in Texas, which read: "Frank 
Fisher, trainer of the elephant illajab, killed 
while trying to subdue tho taut • How 
much?" 

The telegraph editors smiled, and the. query 
found Its way to the waste basket 

About a week later It developed that the 
story was true. Rajah had actually killed 
bis trainer, and it !■ probable thnt the only 
real Incident In tbe tilg elephant's life had 
been tamed down by the copy desk.

Edwin Forres* died at Us residence, Broad 
and Muster Streets, Philadelphia, Luc. 1A 
1872, aged sixty-six years. In personal ep- 

Scaxancs he was a man who did not ask, but 
cmanded attention. He was tall, dignified, 
£rave. majestic, courteous In speech, affable 
i manner; In thought, feeling, and action 
a gentleman. He was a man of great ability, 
of an enormous character and bouadlesa am- 
bition. In his latter years he was an In- 
tensely nervous man, and the various humili- 
ations ctuacd by his sensational divorce un- 
doubtedlj made him crabbed. But he was 
lilgheaiUcd, and the world can never know 
the extent of Ills charities, so secretly were 
many of them extended. Apart from his tal- 
ents as a tlnanclor, be was a man of varied 
attainments, a line scholar and a master of 
tin-to or four languages. 

tie was fond of company, a good conversa- 
tionalist, and strictly temperate In his habits. 
He was an actor bold and forcible, and be- 
yond all peradventuire, a great actor. His 
voice wts two-fold— deep, rich and powerful, 
coming naturally from the chest — high and 
thin from the threat During bis long and 
successful career he amassed a large fortune, 
and died possessed of considerable real estate. 
Ills pr<i«rty at Brood and Master streets was 
valuable ; his farm (now the Home), lots In 
Font Hill, on the Hudson Klver, New York, 
and the Covington, Ky., property. All of his 
real estate, except Bprlngtirook, was sold, 
and natlMd 9230,000. 

His remains were laid away In the old 
churchyard of St Paul's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, on Third Street, below Walnut 
Street, Philadelphia. I made a pilgrimage 
to Forrest's tomb a few days ago. Very few 
people take the trouble to look at the gravi 
nowadays. The spot Is the last resting plact 
of the great trageuian, his mother and sisters 
and other members of his family. 

For a few years after his death loving 
bands had annually placed fragrant flowers 
on the tomb. Forrest's town house (Broad 
and Master) was filled to the garret with 
treasures of plastic and plasmatic art. His 
two old maiden sisters did not like the town 
house and longed for some quiet spot In the 
country. 

The estate called Sprtngbrook was par- 
chased In 1857 by George H. Stuart for 
$75,000, and he resided there until 1805, 
when It was sold at auction. Forrest, with 
John E. McCullougb, attended the sale. Mc- 
Cullougb did the bidding for Forrest. He 
bought It for a home for his sisters. Caroline 
and Eleanor, and paid 905,000 for It. At the 
death of the two sisters Forrest decided to 
make the place a home for old professionals. 

The estate was at once given In charge of 
Joseph McArdlc, who had been Forrest's 
manager and personal friend for thirty 
years. He had the old mansion thoroughly 
overhauled for a home for worn-out actors. 

HIS HOME IN PHILADELPHIA 

Was situated on the Southwest comer of 
Broad and Master streets, far removed from 
the centre of busy life In that city. Here 
he resided the better part of the closing years 
of bis life. The building stands upon the 
corner lot about an acre In extent On the 
Broad Street side was a picture gallery and 
theatrical room, some hundred feet long. 
On the Master Street side the brick build- 
ings occupy more apace. The windows were 
never opened, and there seemed to be no Ufa 
or society about It. Occasionally from the 
second lloor window looking out from his 
study the well known face of the tragedian 
would bo seen studying the life which, on 
Bunny days, surged up and down the broad 
and beautiful avenue. The house gained 
a reputation for mystery, Its loneliness ex- 
cited wonder. Ills favorite room was the 
library, and It was certainly a noble chamber. 
tie was proud of his books. The picture 
gallery was a building erected during the 
last years of Forrest's life. Tho lower story 
was utted up as a theatre, 

THE HOME. 

The mansion 1) an old fashioned, exceed- 
ingly comfortable looking structure, large and 
roomy : three stories high, Is skirted by broad- 
plllarcd portlcoB, tastefully decorated with 
vases of flowers and evergreens. It stands 
on a glorious plot of ground, which Is kept 
up as carefully as the estate of an English 

f:entloman. Elevated upon a crcBt of wood- 
end hills, Is the beautiful Home. It is three 
tulles from Frankford, and Is reached from 
Philadelphia hy tho trolley cars, fourteen 
miles from City Hall, and forty-five minutes 
from Broad Street station by Pennsylvania 
ltallroad. The trolley cars pass the door, and 
it Is one hour and a naif from the city. 

The estate as bought by Forrest consisted 
of one hundred and eleven acres of ground 
(and happy are they who find shelter under 
its comely and hospitable roof). It would 
be hard to find an occupation In which are 
so many well preserved old men and old 
women. But when they do become super- 
annuated, unless they have been thrifty — 



which Is not common — they have only the 
Forrest Home to look to. Once there, noth- 
ing on earth could make them leave. Forrest 
did nothing by halves. He male the place 
which bears his rams a home la the finest 
sense of the word. And It is doubtful 
whether any of the antiquated players ever 
enjoyed such comfort and luxuries. The In- 
mates of the Home shall never exceed the 
annual net rent and revenue of the Institu- 
tion, and after the number of inmates there 
shall exceed twelve, others to be admitted 
shall be such only as shall receive the ap- 
proval of the majority of the inmates, as 
well as the manager. Every conceivable 
comfort Is provided for the old folk*. There 
are generally twelve or thirteen occupants, 
which Is as many as csn be comfortably 
cared for at ono time, and the whole aspect 
of the place is one of solid elegance and com- 
fort. The members are allowed as much 
liberty as (bey choose — they can come when 
they like and go when they like. 

There Is a carriage and horse for station 
driving, and which Is owned by the Home. 
There is a private plot in Cedar Hall Ceme- 
tery belonging to the Home. In the park 
around the Home are forest trees — oak, elm, 
maple and chestnut — some trunks of which 
shoot up sixty feet before branching. Many 
of the old trees have lately been removed, 
opening a large and lovely vista to the Dela- 
ware River on the South, and Bristol Pike 
on tho North. The open space about the gar- 
dener's cottage has been enlarged, new trees 
of advanced growth planted. The old fence 
has given way to new, with refreshing line 
of maple, larch and elm shade trees. Wilson 
Barrett, on his second visit to America, went 
to the Home for a day, and his Impression 
was "that it was like a gentleman's country 
seat, and the old actors and actresses his 
honored guests." 

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

The act providing for the Incorporation 

of the Home was sent to the legislature about 
the middle of March, 1878. On the 24th of 
the same month the act became a law. The 
Incorporators were : James Oakes, James 
Lawson Daniel Dougherty, John W. Forney, 
James H. Castle, John U. Mtcbener, and the 
Mayor of Philadelphia. 

TUG INTERIOR OF THE HOME. 

Facing the road la a door almost large 
enough to admit a carriage. Along the other 
side of tbe Home is stretched an old fash- 
ioned porch, facing the Delaware Klver. At 
the foot of the winding staircase Is a 
statue la marble of Forrest as Corlolanus, 
by Ball. On the second and third floors 
are the sleeping rooms, the second floor 
being occupied by the ladles, and (he 
third by the gentlemen. The first floor 
Is divided by a wide hallway and made to 
look like a perfect gallery of art without 
being overcrowded. On either side are busts 
of BurnB, Forrest, Milton, Napoleon First. 
Portraits and paintings line the walls. At 
one end there Is bung a full sized photo- 
graph of Forrest, a painting of him In Lear ; 
paintings of Frederick tbe Great, John Phil- 
lip Kemble, George Frederick Cooke, and 
along the walls and niches which pout the 
way to the staircase, are portraits of James 
Caldwell, paintings of the Saviour, the Ma- 
donna, by a careful copyist of angels, and 
steel engravings of Forrest as the . Broker 
of Bogata, and the Gladiator of Dr. Bird, 
also paintings of Forrest as he appeared as 
Claudo Melnotte. (He was the original lu 
America), Hamlet and Damon. Here and 
thero through tho upper halls occur portraits 
of Fonest as Metamora and Obhello. Excel- 
lent pictures of the older Conway, Mat-ready, 
Miss O'Neli, John Green the great Irish 
comedian, James Wsilack Sr., Geo. F. Cooke, 
In the character of Iago. There la also to be 
seen the original bowls knife and sword of 
Talma, the sword of the elder Kean, and, 
wherever space will permit, rich engrav- 
ings of distinguished men have been placed. 
The arrangement is of a quiet character, and 
the eye, Instead of becoming wearied, 19 re- 
lieved by the presence of a succession of beau- 
tiful and instructive pictures, to mar which 
there are no Incongruities. 

The library and parlors are on the first 
floor, and here, as almost everywhere, hang 
costly works of art. la tbe centre of the 
library stands a desk, a plain, oil-covered 
affair which Forrest used for many years. In 
the bookcases are arranged some eight thou- 
sand volumes. Richard Penlstan was the 
librarian tor many years. He compiled a 
duplex catalogue of the books la the neatest 
chirograph?, and the arrangement is as per- 
fect as a pubic librarian could desire. He 
was succeeded at his death. 1803, by Charles 
J. Fyffe, who continued librarian up to his 
death (1010). 

All of Forrest's large and carefully se- 
lected library, his old china and costly silver, 
his gallery of paintings and rare prints, to- 
gether with artistic furniture and tapestries, 
were all transferred to the Home.

STROBRIDGE BILL STARTS 
SOMETHING*. 

That the moving picture Interests of the 
State of California are preparing to make a 
hard fight on proposed legislation affecting 
their business was Intimated at Sacramento 
Feb. 7, by C. W. Qoddard, president of the 
Sacramento Moving Picture Exhibitors' Asso- 
ciation, who applied to Secretary of State 
Jordan for five hundred copies each of the 
senate bills 928 and 1,126, introduced by 
Senator E. K. Strobrldge, of Hayward. Bill 
1,126 proposes to establish a State Board of 
Censors, which must approve all films before 
exhibition. No. 926 would prohibit the 
making distributing or exhibition of pictures 
of Immoral character, or of those portraying 
prize fights, murders, robberies or holdups. 
The measure also prohibits children under 
sixteen years attending moving picture 
shows after eight o'clock at night during tho 
months from November to March, Inclusive, 
but allows them to stay as late as nine 
o'clock during the rest of the year. 
, An "antl-spooning" clause Is also a feature 
of the bill, which requires sufficient light to 
make features distinguishable at all times, 
except for brief dramatic effects. 

"Mayor Gajnor, of New York, vetoed a city 
ordinance establishing a similar 'board of cen- 
sors last December," said Mr. Qoddard, "on 
the ground that It violated the constitutional 
rights of a free press and free speech. 

"Every exhibitor of moving pictures is bis 
own censor, and knows that to produce a film 
depicting Indecent or basely criminal scenes 
would hurt his business, and for that same 
reason the moving picture theatre Is not a 
harmful place for a child less than sixteen 
years old to spend his evenings. , 

"The moving picture men of the State will 
fight both bllls.' r 

The bills are said to be Identical with 
ones Introduced two years ago by Senator 
8trobrldge, which never got out of committee 
to be debated on the floor of cither house. 



PRESIDENT TAFT VETOES "MOVIE" 
BILL. 

The following bill failed to find the Presi- 
dent's favor: 

"An act to authorize the Commissioners 
of tbe District of Colombia to prevent the 
exhibition of obscene, lewd, indecent, or 
vulgar pictures In public places of amuse- 
ment In tho District of Columbia. 

"Be it enacted by the Bcnate and Houio 
of Representitivei of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 
in addition to the police powers now vested 
In them, be, and they are hereby, empowered 
and directed to prevent the exhibition of 
obscene, lewd, indecent, or vulgar pictures 
In any theatre, moving picture show, or 
other public place of amusement in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and to make all needful 
and necessary regulations for such purpose. 

"Sec. 2. That no picture film or picture 
intended for exhibition in any such theatre, 
show, or other public place of amusement 
shall be exhibited without previous mthmlx- 
slon to die said commissioners for In- 
vestigation and approval and be approved, 
found, and determined by said commis- 
sioners, after opportunity to be heard not 
to be obscene, lewd, indecent, or vulgar. 
Every violation of this act or of any 
regulation made tinder the authority here- 
of shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding forty dollars, on prosecution by in- 
formation In the police court of the District 
of Columbia, filed In the name of said Dis- 
trict of Columbia by tho corporation counsel 
or any of bis assistants." 

President Taft gave as his reason for not 
approving of the Dill that " It is not only 
unnecessary hut Incapable of enforcement 
without unduly encroaching upon tbe ser- 
vices of the police forco of the District of 
Columbia."

In striving for the conventional play- 
wrights sometimes carry their endeavors to 
the extreme, and thus, very often, work which. 
In other respects Is excellent, lacks force and 
directness. This is the case with Mr. Shel- 
don's latest work, "Romance." 

Harry, the grandson of Bishop Armstrong, 
engages himself to marry an actress, and 
the bishop, In his endeavor to dissuade him 
from his purpose, tella him of bis own (the 
bishop's) youthful romance. This much be- 
comes known In the prologue, the curtain 
falling Just as the old man begins telling his 
story, which the play tells to the audience. 
the three acts depleting the romance as It 
occurred, carrying us back nearly fifty years 
from the present tune. 

The scene of. act one la laid la the home of 
Cornelius Van Tuyl, a wealthy banker, on 
I if tb Avenue, New York, the occasion being 
a reception given In honor of Mme. Margarita 
Cavalllnl, a noted opera singer, who for 
three years has been the mistress of Van 
Tuyl, who met her abroad. 

Van Tuyl la a natron of Thomas Arm- 
strong, then twenty-eight years old, rector 
of St. die's Church. The latter does not 
know Mme. Cavalllnl is notorious, and Is 
shocked when he Is told by Fred Living- 
stone of the relations between her and the 
-wealthy banker. The latter. In a scene with 
the singer, suggests that, aa he Is past fifty, 
they break off their relations. This she 
agrees to, but not before she tells him of 
some of the numerous "Incidents" in her 
••past." 

The young rector sees Cavalllnl and fans 
In love with her, and In act two she visits 
lilm In his studio, wliere he asks her to marry 
him. She believes she loves him and refuses 
him because of this belief, telling him her 
life has not been good. He, believing she 
n-cans an Indiscretion In her early life, says 
he forgives her and takes her to his arms. 
Then, recalling the Van Tuyl stories, he 
questions both her and Van T.:yl. The latter 
"perjures himself like a gentleman," but she 
will not hoodwink Armstrong and confesses. 
They part She la to make her farewell 
n ppearance that night and sail the next day. 
The next scene shows her apartments in 
the Brevoort House. She arrives after the 
performance. Van Tuyl Is there. He offers 
to renew their relations. She repulses him, 
telling him her love for Armstrong has 
chastened her and she Intends to lead a good 
life for his sake. Van Tuyl departs and 
Armstrong enters. He . cornea to plead 'with 
lier to be a good woman. She tells him 
of her resolutions. He seea the remnants of 
the wine supper In which Van Tuyl and 
she had just Indulged. He then denounces 
her In violent terms. She Is passive and pro- 
teats her good Intentions. Then, once more 
he becomes the man, and falling on his 
knees asks her forgiveness and protests bis 
love for her. She la not shaken in her 
resolution. She knows as well as he that 
they cannot marry. And he leaves her stand- 
ing In the middle of the room. 

The curtain falls and the epilogue takes us 
back to the Bishop's library. As the curtain 
rises he Is saying, "I left her standing there." 
The story, however, has no effect, as Harry 
announces his Intention of marrying that 
very night. 

Doubtless Mr. Sheldon will deny that the 
Inspiration for his play was furnished him 
by Dtmas. Nevertheless. "Romance" la an 
attempt to draw a modernised Camllle. A 
bold endeavor, to say the least, and one 
which this author has succeeded In so far as 
concerns the character of Mme. Cavalllnl 
only. Like Camllle, Cavalllnl Is made to have 
a pure love, a physical Impossibility for a 
woman of their class, but the Dumas charac- 
ter was set In a vlril play. CavafHni Is not, 
for, successful though Mr. Sheldon has been 
hi fashioning bis heroine, the other princi- 
pal characters la his play are poorly drawn. 

Thomas Armstrong Is too vaaclllatlng. He 
too often strays from the spiritual to the 
worldly. He Is nelthotr logical nor forceful. 
When Cavalllnl acknowledges that her life 
lias not been good there Is no reason for him 
to suppose her errors were committed In her 
younger days. But there Is every reason for 
him to believe Van Tuyl was one of the men 
for Livingstone has told him so — It Is known 
to everyone else, and Armstrong, in an Inter- 
view with the banker, had even charged bun 
with It Then after he has asked the singer 
to be hie wife, the afterthought that she had 
been Van Tuyl's mistress comes rather late.. 

Then. In act three, after they have parted 
for good and all. It is scarcely meet that he 
should call upon ber again. And when he 
does and she professes ber contrition and 
her desire, for nls sake, to live a good life, 
his denunciation of her when be discovers 
the remnants of her supper with Van Tuyl 
Is scarcely ministerial. He has come to 
her with the avowed purpose of ministering 
to her spiritual welfare. It she has strayed 
again it Is his province not to condemn but 
to pity ber and pray for her. Bat bis tirade 
is not spiritual, It Is very earthly. It It 
born solely of jealousy. And when, after 
this denunciation of ber he begs her forgive- 
ness and again pleads his love for her, what 
mile character has been saved from his 
former Inconsistencies is scattered to the 
wind*, and Thomas Armstrong. Minister, 
kr.eels ■before Cavalllnl, a man with last In 
his heart — not love. 

Cornelius Van Tuyl is drawn In the same 
weak fashion, for. after he himself suggests 
the severance of their relations, he tries to 
win her from the path of rectitude which, 
after having been the plaything of many 
other men, she has at lasssresolved to travel. 
There is another glaring Inconsistency fat 
Mr. Sheldon's play. The three acts of the 
play which are presented are supposed to be 
the story the bishop tells his grandson to 

Srevent his marriage to an actress. He en- 
favored to nalnt the woman he loved as 
black as possible, and succeeds. But he can 
only tell his story as relates to blm In the 
first and second person. He knows northing 
of the scene between Van Tuyl and Caval- 
llnl, In which she confesses her early errors. 
Neither she nor Van Tuyl tell him during the 
action of the play, lie only knows that part 
of the story which concerns her and blm 
and the other characters with whom he 
comes in personal contact To nave know- 



ledge of the secret thought* and artlena of 
others is beyond him. 

Thus, in striving for the conventional, Mr. 
Sheldon has gone beyond the limit of logic 
and reason, and his play. In spite of the one 
clean cut character ne has drawn, and the 
strong lines he has Injected here and there, 
Is weak and purposeless. And those scenes 
which he intended and expected to be "big" 
climaxes are very commonplace, 

Doris Keane was excellent At no Mine 
Is she called upon to do great work, hot the 
role Is difficult, nevertheless, and that she 
played It so well only emphasises onr opinion 
of her oft-expressed, that sbe ranks among 
our best actresses. She plays Mme. Cavalllnl 
with a delightful Italian accent wbich she 
never forgets, and whatever emotional won 
the role calls for she was quite enual to. 
To her good work alone, done In spite of the 
handicap placed upon ber, will be duo any 
success the play may attain 

Mr. Courtenay was capital In tho pro- 
logue and epilogue, but as the young rector 
In the play proper he failed to make anything 
of the character In spite of his struggle to 
do so. 

Mr. Anson's work inffered to a less extent 
from the same cause, bm as the role Is less 
smothered with inconsistencies, he woj less 
handicapped and gave a fairly good perform- 
ance. 

Gllda Varesl made a great deal ont of a 
character "bit" In act three. Paul Gordon 
was also successful In "bit" In the same act. 
AS Fred Livingstone, however, Mr. Gordon 
spoke so fist and Jumbled his words so much 
that It was difficult to know what he was 
talking about A ^ 

The pray was finely staged, the Messrs, 
Shnbert saving no expense on It* scenic 
equipment. _ ..

At a meeting to establish the Woman's Na- 
tional Theatre, held at the Waldorf Feb. IS. 
the project was discussed, and several speak- 
ers were heard In Its favor, among tbem Mary 
Show, Mlsa A. M. Herts, Miss Keith Wake- 
man, Arthur Brown, the Rev. Dr. Scudder 
and Miss Ives. The organization which has 
been formed to work on the project Is called 
The Woman's National Theatre, Inc., and Its 
president Is Mrs. R. V. Martlnsen Br. The 
object is "to build, lease and maintain the- 
atres, first within the City of New York, and 
thereafter In all the cities of the united 
States, as interest in the movement and the 
success of the effort to New York may de- 
termine," and "to give to the awakened 
desire of the public the highest, truest in- 
terpretation of life" through the medium of 
the stage.

to continue their business on their present 
lines. 

"They were to go on competing with each 
other for plnys and actors as vigoroualy as 
ever, as both parties realized that success in 
the theatres lay In the excellence of produc- 
tions and In the acquisition of suitable plays 
from the best authors. It was realized that 
the weakness of tbo situation lay In the fact 
that there were too many theatres catering 
to one class of attractions, and that there- 
fore certain ot them In certain cities should, 
by mutual consent, be devoted to other forms 
or grades of amusement. 



"The plan outlined, and which it Is hoped 
to bring Into effect and carry out success- 
fully, embraces only the cities of Boston, 
Chicago. Philadelphia and Bt, Louis, where It 
Is particularly emphasized that too many 
theatres are catering to the same kind of at- 
traction! and to the same theatregoers, to 
the detriment of the producing managers. 

"It Is oelleved that the plan evolved will 
result In great benefit to the authors, by giv- 
ing their playt a longer lease of II**, end to 
the acton, by giving them a longer engage- 
ment by lessening the percentage ot failures 
and preventing the multiplication of the 
same class of entertainment running in the 
tame city at the same time. Under the pres- 
ent system of booking, five musical attrac- 
tions or five dramas arc liable to appear to 
Boston, Chicago or Philadelphia at the same 
time. It would be of Inestimable advantage 
to the producer If his production Is not op- 
posed by tbe same kind of a play the same 
week In the same city. 

"The contemplated arrangement would keep 
open the theatres that are now closed peri- 
odically In these various cities" for lack of 
attractions, insuring continuous employment 
to the local people and more satisfactory and 
varied entertainment to the theatregoers ; 
would assist the producing manager In secur- 
ing casts and stop the country being flooded 
with two nr Inferior companies, and, It is 
hoped, bring about a condition that all the 
producers And local theatre managers have 
been striving for." 

When Messrs. Lee and J. J. Shubert were 
seen about the foregoing the latter said : 

"There Is really nothing to add to what 
Mr, Erlanger has said. We have agreed to 
eliminate the ruinous competition that exists 
to the detriment of both. It Is very expen- 
sive to fight. For Instance, take Cincinnati 
this week. The Count of Luxembourg,' a 
Klaw k Erlanger production, Is playing 
against The Merry Countess,' n shubert 
piece. It simply divides the patronage be- 
tween the two plays, and both suffer. If a 
dramatic attraction were playing against 
either of the musical comedies it would mean 
an Increase of perhaps $5,000 to [he week's 
receipts of both houses. That sort of thing 
will now be eliminated, and It will be a fine 
thing for all concerned."

Before a man should be ad- 
mitted to such an organization a searching 
examination ahould be made Into his life to 
tee If he !• a character such that repre- 
lentatlve showmen would delight In calling 
brother. There is mora fraternal l»m and 
brotherly love among the pilgrims of the 
Ht white tops than In any branch of the amuse- 
u»ent profession. Bat why not make It 
itronger? i'p.ni willing and ready to aid and 
kelp a club for tent showmen, both with 
money and time. Yours for a brotherhood." 
A cordial letter from Walter K. Sibley, 
written from Detroit, Feb. 13 : 'Friend rat- 
rick: You may rely on my being at the 
meeting and banquet in Chicago ncit Wed- 
nesday night The Showmen's Club League 
Idea Is a capital one and will bear fruit. 
It has always seemed to me that tbe circus 
and carnival man was thought too little of, 
not only by others, but by those of his own 
Ilk. and one of the reasons therefore.

Mr. Showman would pay a visit to the I 
old folks at home when the season was over 
and then, when be commences to feel tbe call 
of the 'sawdust nnd tinsel,' he would hike 
to 'our 1 clubhouse In Chicago, where he would 
be hi the atmosphere he loves so well, meet 
the people with whom he has cast his lot, 
talk tbe talk which makes htm thrill, ana 
altogether take on a new view of social life. 
Personally yon can bet that I will hustle 
for it boost for It, root tor It, pay for it 
when It reaches that point, and will be loyal 
always to It."
